Mr.  Diefenbaker,  seconded  by  Mr.  Green,  by  leave  of  the  House,  intro- 
duced Bill  C-1,  An  Act  respecting  the  Administration  of  Oaths  of  Office,  which 
was  read  the  first  time. 


Mr.  Speaker  reported  that,  when  the  House  did  attend  His  Excellency  the 
Governor-General  this  day  in  the  Senate  Chamber,  His  Excellency  was  pleased 
to  make  a  Speech  to  both  Houses  of  Parliament,  and  to  prevent  mistakes,  he 
had  obtained  a  copy,  which  is  as  follows: 

Honourable  Members  of  the  Senate: 

Members  of  the  House  of  Commons: 

I  am  happy  to  greet  you  as  we  meet  for  the  first  time  at  the  Opening  of 
our  Parliament. 

My  appointment  as  the  representative  of  Her  Majesty  the  Queen  in  Canada 
is  an  honour  which  moves  me  profoundly.  I  invoke  Divine  help  to  guide  and 
strengthen  me  that  I  may  serve  well  the  Parliament  and  people  of  Canada  in 
carrying  out  the  trust  confided  to  me  by  the  Sovereign. 

We  will  long  cherish  the  memories  of  the  presence  of  our  Gracious  Queen 
and  of  His  Royal  Highness  among  us  last  summer.  The  warmth  of  the  welcome 
given  them  throughout  the  country  is  an  expression  of  the  loyalty,  devotion 
and  affection  of  all  Canadians.  Our  attachment  to  the  Crown  is  a  great  unify- 
ing force.  It  will  be  my  earnest  endeavour  to  foster  a  spirit  of  harmony  and 
confidence  in  all,  irrespective  of  race  or  creed,  in  the  achievement  of  our 
mighty  destiny. 

My  Prime  Minister  looks  forward  to  meeting  with  the  leaders  of  the  other 
Commonwealth  Governments  early  in  May.  The  Commonwealth  is  in  a  state 
of  rapid  constitutional  development.  During  the  course  of  the  year  Nigeria  is 
to  become  an  independent  member  following  those  constructive  processes  by 
which  the  Commonwealth  has  set  a  lead  in  peaceful  evolution  of  new  nations 
from  dependent  territories. 

We  welcome  the  spirit  which  has  made  possible  the  progress  of  the  past 
year  in  meetings  between  the  leaders  of  great  nations  and  we  believe  that  with 
wisdom  and  patience  the  series  of  meetings  arranged  to  commence  in  Paris  in 
May  can  bring  about  the  results  which  all  desire.  Canada  will  be  prepared 
to  assist  wholeheartedly  by  consultation,  particularly  in  the  North  Atlantic 
Treaty  Organization,  with  those  immediately  involved  in  these  efforts  to 
achieve  just  diplomatic  settlements. 
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A  lasting  peace  between  nations,  founded  upon  understanding  and 
tolerance,  is  the  strongest  aspiration  of  Canadians.  The  Government  continues 
to  regard  as  a  primary  goal  the  achievement  of  the  greatest  possible  measure 
of  controlled  disarmament.  Canada  will  devote  every  effort  to  discharging  its 
responsibilities  as  a  member  of  the  ten  nation  disarmament  committee.  Some 
progress  has  already  been  made  by  those  nations  possessing  nuclear  weapons 
in  preparing  a  treaty  to  discontinue  the  testing  of  such  weapons  and  to 
establish  a  system  of  international  control. 

We  are  heartened  by  the  unanimous  approval  given  by  the  United  Nations 
to  the  Canadian  proposal  to  sample  and  analyse  more  widely  and  effectively  the 
radioactive  content  of  the  atmosphere,  soil  and  food.  For  this  purpose  necessary 
funds  to  enable  Canada  to  take  a  leading  part  in  this  work  will  be  requested. 

It  must  be  expected  that  the  recent  technological  advances  in  the  penetra- 
tion of  outer  space  will  lead  to  further  dramatic  developments.  Canada 
welcomes  the  opportunity  to  participate  actively  in  the  United  Nations  Com- 
mittee intended  to  ensure  that  outer  space  is  used  only  for  peaceful  purposes. 

Economic  and  technical  assistance  to  the  less  developed  nations  of  the 
world  continues  to  be  needed  both  on  humanitarian  grounds  and  to  provide  the 
economic  basis  for  peaceful  and  orderly  progress  in  those  nations.  You  will 
therefore  be  asked  to  continue  programmes  of  aid  to  other,  less  developed 
nations,  particularly  those  in  the  Commonwealth.  You  will  also  be  asked  to 
vote  support  for  the  programme  of  scholarships  and  fellowships  to  be  exchanged 
within  the  Commonwealth  adopted  at  the  suggestion  of  Canada. 

Substantial  progress  has  now  been  made  in  finding  a  satisfactory  basis  for 
the  development  of  the  power  of  the  Columbia  River  in  cooperation  with  the 
United  States  and  negotiations  for  this  purpose  have  now  been  initiated  with 
the  Government  of  the  United  States.  The  results  will  be  placed  before 
Parliament  for  approval  and  for  the  authority  to  take  the  measures  necessary 
to  bring  about  the  full  use  of  this  most  valuable  source  of  power.  The  Govern- 
ment of  Canada  remains  ready  to  participate  with  British  Columbia  in  the  joint 
development  of  the  potentials  of  this  great  river. 

International  trade  is  one  of  the  chief  bases  of  Canadian  prosperity  and 
must  continue  to  be  a  major  interest  of  this  Parliam.ent.  The  growing  exports 
of  various  countries  are  presenting  us  with  both  increasing  opportunities  for 
trade  and  problems  of  competition.  Developments  of  far-reaching  importance 
to  Canada's  trade  are  now  taking  place  in  Europe,  and  two  of  my  Ministers 
are  in  Paris  today  consulting  on  these  subjects  with  representatives  of  other 
nations. 

Canada's  general  economic  position  has  greatly  improved  during  1959  and 
the  prospects  for  1960  are  favourable.  The  recurrent  problem  of  seasonal 
unemployment  remains,  however,  but  apart  from  this,  expansion  in  production 
and  employment  has  been  general  across  the  nation. 

My  Government  is  pleased  that  its  national  development  programme  has 
stimulated  a  large  increase  in  Northern  exploration.  Last  year's  discovery  of 
oil  and  gas  in  the  Yukon  is  being  followed  this  year  by  a  score  of  nev/  explora- 
tory wells  over  a  wide  area  of  Northern  Canada.  Coupled  with  a  revival  of 
mining  activity,  this  makes  it  evident  that  private  enterprise  is  now  active  in 
the  opening  up  of  the  North.  New  oil  and  gas  regulations  will  em.phasize 
opportunities  for  Canadians  to  participate  in  the  ownership  of  these  Northern 
resources.

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The  securing  to  farmers  of  a  fair  share  of  the  national  income,  through  the 
maintenance  of  prices  of  farm  products,  has  received  constant  attention  and 
continues  to  be  a  matter  of  prime  concern  to  my  Government.  Our  farms 
have  yielded  surpluses  which  have  necessitated  a  revision  of  existing  measures 
to  stabilize  farm  prices  to  ensure  that  their  basic  purpose  is  achieved  without 
the  wasteful  accumulation  of  surplus  stocks.  The  severe,  unseasonal  snow  in 
the  Prairie  Provinces  interrupted  the  harvest  rendering  necessary  emergency 
legislation  which  will  be  considered  at  the  earliest  possible  opportunity. 

Legislation  to  provide  for  a  Canadian  Bill  of  Rights  will  be  placed  before 
you  for  your  approval. 

My  Ministers  have  had  under  consideration  the  enactment  of  a  provision 
that  would  enable  the  establishment  of  a  uniform  retirement  age  of  seventy- 
five  for  all  Judges  appointed  under  the  authority  of  the  Parliament  of  Canada. 
Agreement  has  now  been  reached  with  all  Provincial  Governments  on  this 
principle.  You  will  accordingly  be  asked  to  approve  a  resolution  leading  to 
an  appropriate  amendment  to  the  British  North  America  Act,  and  you  will  then 
be  asked  to  make  consequential  amendments  to  the  Judges  Act. 

Bills  will  also  be  submitted  for  your  approval  to  give  added  status  and 
responsibility  to  the  Territorial  Councils  of  the  Yukon  and  Northwest  Terri- 
tories and  to  improve  the  administration  of  justice  in  the  Territories. 

Amendments  to  the  Combines  Investigation  Act  and  the  related  provisions 
of  the  Criminal  Code  will  be  laid  before  you  to  clarify  and  improve  this  Act 
and  protect  the  interests  of  small  business  firms. 

You  will  be  requested  to  revise  the  Civil  Service  Act  and  a  Special  Com- 
mittee of  the  House  of  Commons  will  be  proposed  for  the  consideration  of  the 
bill.  Amendments  to  the  Public  Service  Superannuation  Act  will  also  be 
placed  before  you. 

An  amendment  will  be  proposed  to  the  Federal-Provincial  Tax-Sharing 
Arrangements  Act  to  extend,  for  the  two  remaining  fiscal  years  covered  by  that 
Act,  the  increase  in  the  share  of  the  revenue  from  the  personal  income  tax 
that  is  allocated  to  the  Provinces.  You  will  also  be  asked  to  authorize,  for 
any  Provinces  which  desire  them,  alternative  arrangements  in  respect  of 
university  grants. 

Legislation  will  be  introduced  to  give  Indians  the  franchise  in  Federal 
elections.  You  will  be  invited  to  re-establish  the  Joint  Committee  on  Indian 
Affairs. 

You  will  be  asked  to  authorize  the  establishment  of  a  new  department 
to  be  concerned  with  affairs  relating  to  the  forests  of  Canada  and  their  most 
effective  utilization  and  conservation,  and  to  assume  responsibility  for  other 
related  resources. 

You  will  be  requested  to  extend  for  three  years  the  operation  of  the 
Emergency  Gold  Mining  Assistance  Act. 

An  amendment  will  also  be  proposed  to  the  National  Energy  Board  Act 
authorizing  the  temporary  extension  of  the  licences  for  the  export  of  electricity 
until  the  Board  can  conclude  its  urgent  business  on  export  of  gas. 
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A  proposal  will  be  placed  before  you  to  extend  the  period  during  which 
payments  may  be  made  in  respect  of  construction  of  the  Trans-Canada 
Highway.  You  will  also  be  asked  to  continue  the  operation  of  the  Export  and 
Import  Permits  Act  for  another  three  years.  The  repeal  of  the  Newfoundland 
Fisheries  Board  Act  will  be  proposed. 

Measures  will  be  placed  before  you  to  amend  the  Old  Age  Security  Act 
and  the  Veterans'  Allowance  Act  to  establish  a  basis  for  the  payment  of 
pensions  and  allowances,  respectively,  to  Canadians  residing  outside  Canada. 

You  will  be  asked  to  authorize  the  establishment  of  Harbour  Commissions 
for  the  Harbours  of  Nanaimo  and  Oshav/a,  and  to  amend  the  Windsor  Harbour 
Commissioners  Act. 

You  will  also  be  requested  to  revise  the  Feeding  Stuffs  Act  and  to  amend 
the  National  Housing  Act,  the  Expropriation  Act,  the  Department  of  Justice 
Act  and  certain  other  statutes. 

Members  of  the  House  of  Commons, 

You  will  be  asked  to  appropriate  the  funds  required  to  carry  out  the 
services  and  payments  authorized  by  Parliament.  To  assist  you  in  this  purpose, 
the  Committee  on  Estimates  will  again  be  requested  to  review  the  expenditures 
of  several  departments. 

You  will  be  invited  to  re-establish  the  Special  Committee  on  Broadcasting 
so  that  it  may  continue  its  consideration  of  broadcasting  policy,  particularly 
in  the  field  of  regulation  and  licensing.

The  Acting  Parliamentary  Librarian  has  the  honour  to  submit  the 
following  report  for  the  year  1959. 

On  September  30,  1959,  Mr.  Francis  A.  Hardy  retired  after  forty  years 
of  faithful  and  distinguished  service.  Mr.  Hardy  joined  the  staff  of  the 
Library  in  1919,  became  Assistant  Librarian  in  1936  and  was  appointed 
Parliamentary  Librarian  in  1944.     He  will  be  greatly  missed.     At  a  meeting 
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of  the  joint  Committee  on  the  Library  held  on  July  15  last,  the  privileges 
of  the  Library  were  formally  extended  to  Mr.  Hardy  for  as  long  as  he  cared 
to  enjoy  them. 

The  Joint  Committee  met  also  on  June  17,  1959  to  discuss  Library 
problems.  It  was  decided  that  the  leaflet  "How  the  Library  of  Parliament 
can  help  Senators  and  Members"  be  sent  to  members  of  both  houses  at  the 
beginning  of  each  session.  Accordingly,  a  revised  edition  of  the  leaflet  will 
be  mailed  to  Senators  and  Members  early  next  week.  Suggestions  as  to 
improvements  in  future  editions  will  be  welcomed. 

The  Joint  Committee  also  instructed  the  Parliamentary  Librarian  to  pub- 
lish a  "Selected  Additions  List"  twice-monthly  for  the  information  of  Senators 
and  Members.  Two  issues,  dated  July  1  and  15,  1959,  were  put  out  in  the 
last  month  of  the  last  session.  Members  of  both  houses  will  receive  new 
issues  of  this  list  of  recent  books  of  special  interest,  fortnightly  during  the 
present    session. 

In  the  course  of  the  year  1959,  our  staff  answered  4,999  reference  questions, 
3,516  during  the  session  months  and  1,483  from  August  to  the  end  of  the 
year.  We  circulated  16,055  books,  13,166  and  2,889  for  these  two  respective 
periods.  During  the  year,  our  cataloguing  staff  have  re-catalogued  16,073 
volumes,  which  brings  to  143,005  the  total  to  date.  The  number  of  catalogued 
books  reached  the  point  last  year  where  it  was  opportune  to  make  use  of  the 
book-cards  by  adopting  a  new  book-charging  system.  This  was  done  in 
August,  and  has  resulted  in  an  appreciable  improvement  in  circulation 
procedure  at  the  loan  desk. 

The  transfer  to  the  National  Library  of  those  books  which  were  con- 
sidered to  be  less  valuable  to  a  parliamentary  library  was  continued  through- 
out the  year.

STATEMENT  BY  MR.  SPEAKER 

Mr.  Speaker:  If  honourable  Members  v/ill  give  me  leave  to  make  a  brief 
statement  about  the  use  of  routine  proceedings,  I  think  this  might  be  an 
appropriate  time  to  do  so  and  to  consider  routine  proceedings  insofar  as 
ministerial  statements  and  oral  questions  without  notice  are  part  of  those 
proceedings. 

As  honourable  gentlemen  appreciate,  time  is  given  at  the  beginning  of 
each  sitting  of  the  House  for  routine  proceedings,  because  they  are  routine 
or  formal  in  their  nature — matters  which  with  few  exceptions  are  dealt  with 
without  debate.  They  are  proceedings  which  require  attention,  but  not  much 
time,  before  the  House  enters  upon  the  orders  of  the  day  and  the  substantial 
business  before  it.  Although  there  are  exceptional  days  when  routine  proceed- 
ings are  not  accomplished  quickly,  if  the  past  is  any  criterion  for  the  future, 
routine  proceedings  should  be  concluded  within  approximately  half  an  hour 
of  the  beginning  of  the  sitting.  Perhaps  it  is  desirable  that  this  should  be  so. 
If  too  many  or  too  long  ministerial  statements  are  made  and  commented  on 
by  two  honourable  Members,  as  the  situation  is  now,  from  opposition  parties, 
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and  if  honourable  Members  do  not  limit  their  oral  questions  in  accordance  with 
the  established  practice,  it  will  be  at  the  expense  of  the  time  for  debate  of 
questions  arising  on  the  order  paper. 

Ministerial  statements  should  relate  to  matters  of  importance  and  should 
be  as  brief  as  the  subject  matter  permits;  they  should  not  be  provocative  in 
their  nature.  In  saying  these  things,  I  am  not  referring  to  any  particular 
incident  but  to  the  practice  of  the  House  in  general  about  which,  it  seems  to  me, 
we  should  remind  ourselves  at  the  beginning  of  a  session.  The  comments  on 
ministerial  statements  should  also  be  brief  and  unprovocative,  or  temperate 
at  least,  and  should  not  become  a  debate  in  any  sense  of  the  word  but  a 
preliminary  comment  with  such  reservations  as  may  be  felt  necessary  with 
respect  to  future  discussion  of  the  subject. 

May  I  say,  too,  that  ministerial  statements  should  not  be  introduced  in 
answer  to  a  question  unless  the  statement  itself  is  of  such  brevity  and  urgency 
that  it  can  be  accepted  as  an  answer  to  a  question  in  accordance  with  the 
practice  relating  to  oral  questions. 

On  the  subject  of  oral  questions,  other  Speakers  have  found  it  desirable 
from  time  to  time  to  remind  the  House  of  the  practice  as  it  has  been  followed 
and  as  it  has  been  explained  in  the  commentaries  on  our  procedure  so  that 
there  might  be  harmony  between  the  Speakers  and  the  House  in  the  applica- 
tion of  those  principles,  and  the  avoidance  of  unnecessary  argument.  In  the 
past,  following  that  practice.  Speaker  Macdonald  made  a  very  precise  and 
excellent  statement  on  the  practice  with  respect  to  oral  statements  which  I 
commend  to  the  attention  of  all  Members  of  the  House.  Perhaps  they  will  make 
a  note  of  it,  because  I  do  not  propose  to  read  at  any  length.  This  statement 
will  be  found  in  the  Journals  for  1951  at  pages  427  and  428.  Speaker  Beaudoin 
made  a  comprehensive  review  of  the  practice  on  March  16,  1956,  and  this  may  be 
found  at  the  beginning  of  page  2206  of  Hansard  for  1956. 

I  myself  made  a  statement  on  October  17,  1957.  If  I  may  be  permitted  a 
moment  more  I  should  like  to  read  what  appears  to  me  to  be  the  essential 
practice  as  it  is  explained  in  Hansard  and  in  the  citations  in  Beauchesne.  The 
Standing  Orders — that  is  Orders  39,  40  and  41 — provide  only  for  written  ques- 
tions to  be  as  answered  by  the  tabling  of  written  answers  or,  if  the  question 
is  marked  with  an  asterisk,  to  be  answered  orally  on  Wednesday  within  the 
first  hour  or  on  other  days  after  the  last  order  of  business.  Other  oral  questions 
asked  upon  the  calling  of  orders  of  the  day  are  sanctioned  only  by  usage. 
Beauchesne  in  the  fourth  edition,  citation  173,  paragraph  1,  says:  "The  practice 
has  been  so  long  and  so  regularly  in  the  House  that,  if  not  impossible,  in  my 
opinion,  it  would  be  inadvisable  to  stop  it.  It  seems  to  me  manifestly  unfair 
to  compel  Ministers  to  answer  questions  on  important  matters  without  an 
opportunity  to  consult  their  chief  officers;  and  it  would  be  arbitrary  to  deprive 
Private  Members  of  putting  certain  questions  of  immediate  urgency  on  the 
orders  of  the  day  being  called." 

The  following  principles  have  been  applied  to  oral  questions: 

1.  The  question  should  seek  information  or  press  for  action  on  a  matter 
relating  to  public  affairs  of  such  immediate  urgency  that  it  would  be  improper 
to  put  it  on  the  order  paper.  I  remind  honourable  Members  that  the  order 
paper  is  the  normal  way  of  getting  information  which  can  be  given  in  answer 
to  a  question. 
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2.  Both  questions  and  answers  should  be  concise,  factual  and  free  of 
opinion  and  argument  or  observations  which  might  lead  to  debate. 

3.  Explanations  can  be  sought  regarding  the  intention  of  the  government 
but  not  an  explanation  of  an  opinion  upon  a  matter  of  policy.  That  is  citation 
178  in  Beauchesne. 

4.  Other  detailed  limitations — some  40  in  number — are  set  out  in  citation 
171  of  Beauchesne  and  apply  to  oral  as  well  as  written  questions. 

5.  Supplementary  questions  are  matters  of  grace;  that  is,  at  this  stage  of 
the  proceedings. 

6.  The  Minister  is  entitled  to  notice  if  he  asks  for  it.  An  answer  cannot 
be  insisted  upon  nor  is  it  regular  to  comment  upon  refusal  to  answer.  In 
effect  oral  questions  are  a  limited  supplement  to  the  questions  which  may  be 
put  on  the  order  paper  and  are  for  the  purpose  of  enabling  honourable  Members 
to  get  information  on  public  affairs  of  urgent  importance  without  delay  and 
to  bring  such  matters  to  the  attention  of  the  government. 

As  I  said,  I  am  not  reflecting  upon  anything  that  has  been  done  nor  com- 
menting upon  any  particular  episode  but,  in  accordance  with  what  seemed  to 
me  to  be  good  custom  of  former  Speakers,  I  draw  these  practices — because  they 
are  practices  rather  than  specific  provisions  in  the  rules — to  the  attention  of 
honourable  Members  for  their  guidance  so  that  we  can  make  the  best  use  of 
our  time  and  particularly  not  unduly  extend  the  period  of  routine  proceedings.

STATEMENT  BY  MR.  SPEAKER 

Mr.  Speaker:  Before  calling  the  orders  of  the  day,  if  honourable  Members 
will  permit  me,  I  should  like  to  say  a  further  word  about  the  form  of  ques- 
tions put  at  this  time  of  the  day.  Honourable  Members  will  recall  that  a  few 
days  ago  I  reviewed  the  practice  during  the  oral  question  period  which  takes 
place  before  the  orders  of  the  day  on  the  period  reserved  for  routine  proceed- 
ings. I  do  not  wish  to  mention  the  subject  matter  of  the  questions  but  to 
speak  rather  of  the  form  and  to  remind  honourable  Members  that  both  the 
questions  and  the  answers  are  subject  to  Standing  Order  39,  which  reads  in 
part  as  follows:  "but  in  putting  any  such  question  or  in  replying  to  the  same 
no  argument  or  opinion  is  to  be  offered,  nor  any  facts  stated,  except  so  far 
as  may  be  necessary  to  explain  the  same;  and  in  answering  any  such  question 
the  matter  to  which  the  same  refers  shall  not  be  debated." 
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I  think  that  is  reasonably  clear.  In  Beauchesne's  Parliamentary  Rules  and 
Forms,  Fourth  Edition,  there  is  commentary  on  page  147,  citation  171,  which 
reads  in  part  as  follows:  "In  putting  a  question  a  Member  must  confine  himself 
to  the  narrowest  limits.  In  making  a  question,  observations  which  might  lead 
to  debate  cannot  be  regarded  as  coming  within  the  proper  limits  of  a  question. 
The  purpose  of  a  question  is  to  obtain  information  and  not  to  supply  it  to 
the  House." 

At  page  149,  citation  173,  we  find  the  following:  "Honourable  Members 
must  confine  themselves  to  the  questions  they  desire  to  put;  they  must  not  enter 
into  an  argument  upon  asking  a  question;  they  cannot  add  any  remarks  upon 
it;  a  question,  the  answer  to  which  involves  an  expression  of  opinion,  cannot 
be  put.  A  Member  in  putting  a  question  cannot  state  an  opinion,  and  he  must 
confine  his  observations  to  those  which  are  absolutely  necessary  to  make  the 
question  intelligible." 

Now,  those  comments  on  our  practice  I  think  are  reasonably  clear  and  they 
apply  not  only  to  questions  which  are  asked  but  to  the  answers.  There  is  never 
any  difficulty  with  questions  which  are  on  the  order  paper  because  they  are 
written  out  and  prepared  with  some  care;  but,  with  respect  to  supplementary 
questions  which  are  asked  at  this  time  of  the  proceedings  and  the  replies,  the 
Speaker  is  in  the  unfortunate  position  of  having  to  decide  on  the  spur  of 
the  moment  whether  or  not  the  question  or  the  answer  goes  beyond  what  the 
proper  practice  permits.  Of  course  I  do  my  best  to  follow  the  proceedings  and 
to  apply  these  principles  fairly.  But  I  do  ask  for  the  co-operation  of  the 
House  and  I  ask  for  co-operation  on  both  sides.  Yesterday  comment  was  made, 
and  I  think  properly,  on  an  answer  which  came  from  the  ministerial  side  and 
I  myself  have  had  occasion  to  comment  frequently  on  questions  and  on  answers. 
In  saying  that  I  do  so  to  recall  this  matter  to  the  minds  of  honourable  Members 
and  to  ask  for  their  co-operation  because  of  the  obvious  difficulty  there  is 
in  following  a  practice  involving  the  dealing  with  matters  on  the  spur  of  the 
moment  as  the  House  proceeds.

praying  that  he  will  cause  to  be  laid  before  this  House  a  copy  of  all  corre- 
spondence, telegrams,  reports  and  other  relevant  documents  exchanged  during 
the  last  18  months  between  members  of  the  Federal  Government  or  any  official 
thereof  and  Provincial  Governments,  or  any  other  bodies  or  individuals  re- 
garding the  establishment  of  a  new  Nuclear  research  development  centre  and 
the  choice  of  the  site.  (* Notice  of  Motion  No.  16). 
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The  House  resolved  itself  into  Committee  of  the  Whole  to  consider  a  certain 
proposed  resolution  to  amend  an  Act  to  amend  the  Railway  Act,  and  progress 
having  been  made  and  reported,  the  Committee  obtained  leave  to  consider  it 
again  at  the  next  sitting  of  the  House.

RULING  BY  MR.  SPEAKER 

Mr.  Speaker:  Honourable  Members  will  recall  that  when  this  motion  came 
before  the  House  on  February  3,  a  point  of  order  was  raised  by  the  honourable 
Member  for  Ottawa  West  (Mr.  Mcllraith)  which  I  undertook  to  take  into 
consideration.  Upon  looking  into  the  matter,  I  found  a  point  of  procedure 
arose  as  to  the  form  of  motion  for  obtaining  production  of  documents,  and  I 
thought  it  better  to  put  down  my  conclusions  in  writing  which  I  shall  now 
give  to  the  House. 

When  this  notice  of  motion  was  read  on  Wednesday,  February  3,  see 
Hansard  pages  684  to  686,  the  Minister  of  Finance  (Mr.  Fleming  (Eglinton)) 
stated  that  the  report  in  question  was  confidential  having  been  made  in 
pursuance  of  the  provisions  of  the  Civil  Service  Act  by  the  Civil  Service 
Commission  to  the  Government  and  to  the  Minister  of  Finance. 

The  honourable  Member  for  Ottawa  West  raised,  as  a  point  of  order,  that 
the  right  of  the  Minister  to  object  to  the  tabling  of  such  documents  was  limited 
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to  documents  under  his  administrative  responsibility  and  did  not  extend  to 
reports  of  this  kind  made  by  the  Civil  Service  Commission,  an  independent 
body  answerable  to  Parliament  and  not  to  the  Government  of  the  day. 

The  honourable  Member  for  Ottawa  West  and  the  House  were  good  enough 
to  allow  the  motion  to  stand  to  give  me  an  opportunity  to  consider  the  point 
which  he  had  raised. 

The  Minister  of  Justice  reminded  the  House  of  the  provisions  of  Standing 
Order  47  which  permits  such  a  motion,  if  a  debate  on  it  is  desired,  to  be 
transferred  by  the  Clerk  to  the  order  of  "Notices  of  Motions"  thereby  suggest- 
ing, as  I  understood  him,  that  the  point  raised  by  the  honourable  Member 
for  Ottawa  West  was  a  point  of  debate  rather  than  a  point  of  order. 

In  view  of  what  I  am  about  to  express,  it  is  perhaps  unnecessary  to 
determine  whether  the  honourable  Member  for  Ottawa  West  properly  raised 
his  objection  as  a  point  of  order.  There  have  been  such  discussions  before. 
On  April  3,  1957,  at  pages  3007  to  3015  of  Hansard,  there  was  a  long  discussion, 
as  of  points  of  order,  on  the  practice  which  the  House  v/ould  expect  a  Minister 
to  follow  in  indicating  his  unwillingness  to  accept  a  motion  for  papers  under 
his  control. 

I  have  come  to  the  conclusion  that  v/hatever  ruling  I  might  make  as  to 
the  right  of  the  Honourable  the  Minister  of  Finance  to  oppose  the  production 
of  the  report  in  question,  the  House  will  have  to  decide  by  its  vote  whether 
or  not  the  document  is  to  be  produced,  unless,  of  course,  the  motion  is  with- 
drawn as  often  happens  when  production  is  objected  to.  I  repeat  that  it  is  for 
the  House  to  decide  after  debate,  if  desired,  whether  it  will  order  or  not 
order  that  the  document  in  question  be  laid  on  the  Table  and  this  will  be  so 
whether  I  uphold  the  contention  of  the  honourable  Member  for  Ottawa  West 
or  not.  It  would  be  quite  improper  for  the  Speaker  to  substitute  his  decision  for 
that  of  the  House  and  his  jurisdiction  does  not  extend  to  constitutional  ques- 
tions, questions  of  law,  or  other  matters  which  are  for  the  determination  of 
the  House  itself.  I  refer  honourable  Members  to  Bourinot's,  4th  Edition,  page 
180,  and  Beauchesne's,  4th  Edition,  citation  71(5). 

However,  it  is  my  responsibility  to  see  that  the  motion  is  before  the 
House  in  the  proper  form,  that  is  whether  or  not  it  is  the  appropriate  motion 
to  do  what  is  sought  to  be  done.  As  I  have  come  to  the  conclusion  that  it  is 
not,  I  think  I  should  state  briefly  the  principles  that  apply  to  such  motions  for 
the  production  of  papers. 

As  it  is  well  known  ''papers  are  laid  before  the  House  in  pursuance  of:  (1) 
Provisions  of  an  Act  of  Parliament;  (2)  An  Order  of  the  House;  (3)  An 
Address  to  the  Crown;  (4)  The  command  of  the  Crown;  or  (5)  the  Standing 
Orders  of  the  House.  The  reference  for  that  statement  is  Beauchesne's  4th 
Edition,  page  176,  citation  209. 

There  are  two  annual  reports  which  are  to  be  made  to  Parliament  under 
the  Civil  Service  Act.  One  is  under  subsection  (4)  of  section  4  which  reads 
as  follows:  "(4)  The  Commission  shall  make  an  annual  report  and  statement 
of  the  transactions  and  affairs  of  the  Commission  during  the  year  then  next 
preceding,  and  the  report  shall  be  laid  before  Parliament." 

The  other  report  to  Parliament  is  made  pursuant  to  subsection  (2)  of 
section  60  which  gives  the  Commission  power  with  the  approval  of  the 
Governor  in  Council  to  exclude  certain  positions  from  the  operation  of  the  Act 
and  to  make  regulations  dealing  with  such  positions.  Subsection  (2)  of  section 
60  reads  in  part  as  follows:  "(2)  The  Commission  shall  make  an  annual  report 
to  Parliament  within  30  days  from  the  commencement  of  each  session  setting 
forth  the  positions  excluded  under  this  section — ".  And  so  on. 
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The  document  asked  for  in  this  case  is  not  either  of  these  annual  reports 
to  be  laid  before  Parliament  but  if  I  understand  the  motion  correctly  it  is  the 
report  referred  to  in  section  11  of  the  Civil  Service  Act  which  reads  as  follows: 
"11.(1)  The  Commission  shall,  from  time,  as  may  be  necessary,  recom- 
mend rates  of  compensation  for  any  new  classes  that  may  be  established  here- 
under, and  may  propose  changes  in  the  rates  of  compensation  for  existing 
classes. 

"(2)  In  each  class  there  shall  be  a  minimum  and  a  maximum  salary  rate 
and  such  intermediate  rates  as  may  be  considered  necessary  and  proper  to 
provide  increases  betv/een  the  minimum  and  maximum. 

"(3)  Proposed  rates  of  compensation  shall  becom.e  operative  only  upon  their 
approval  by  the  Governor  in  Council,  and,  v/here  any  increased  expenditure 
will  result  therefrom,  w^hen  Parliament  has  provided  the  money  required  for 
such  increased  expenditure."     That  is  the  whole  of  section  11. 

If,  to  use  the  words  of  the  motion  the  "report  made  to  the  Minister  of 
Finance  in  the  year  1959  by  the  Civil  Service  Commission  concerning  pay 
increases  for  civil  servants"  is  made  under  this  section,  how  should  it  be 
asked  for  having  regard  to  the  fact  that  the  Civil  Service  Commission  is  not 
part  of  the  administrative  responsibility  of  the  Minister  of  Finance  or  of  the 
department,  I  may  say,  over  which  he  presides,  and  in  this  matter  the  honour- 
able Member  for  Ottawa  West  is  correct,  and  that  the  recommended  rates  of 
compensation  become  operative  only  upon  their  approval  by  the  Governor  in 
Council. 

Beauchesne's  4th  Edition,  in  citation  209,  sets  out  this  procedure  and  I 
think  I  might  take  a  minute  in  order  to  refer  to  it.  He  deals  with  orders  for 
the  production  of  papers  and  he  says  this  in  citation  209,  page  176  of  the  4th 
Edition:  "(2)  Papers  may  be  directly  ordered  when  they  relate  to — "  and 
I  leave  out  the  intervening  words  " — matters  under  the  immediate  control 
and  direction  of  the  different  Departments  of  the  Dominion, — ".  That  is  the 
case  with  an  Order  for  the  production  of  documents. 

Then  as  to  Addresses  as  distinguished  from  Orders:  "(3)  Addresses  are 
moved  for  papers  and  despatches  from  the  Imperial  government;  for  orders  in 
council  .  .  .  for  petitions  and  memorials  not  in  the  possession  of  the  House  but 
addressed  to  the  Governor  in  Council  .  .  .  ". 

A  little  further  down  he  continues:  "The  general  rule  is  that  information 
to  be  obtained  from  or  through  any  department  constituted  or  regulated  by 
statute,  is  obtained  by  means  of  an  Order,  whilst  information  to  be  obtained 
from  or  through  the  Privy  Council,  is  obtained  by  means  of  an  Address." 

May  has  an  explanation  in  somewhat  similar  terms  of  the  practice  in  the 
Parliament  of  the  United  Kingdom  which  I  should  like  to  quote  briefly.  I  am 
quoting  from  May's  16th  Edition  at  page  270:  "Parliament  is  invested  with 
the  power  of  ordering  all  documents  to  be  laid  before  it,  which  are  necessary 
for  its  information.  Each  House  enjoys  this  authority  separately,  but  not 
in  all  cases  independently  of  the  Crown.  Accounts  and  papers  relating  to 
trade,  finance,  and  general  or  local  matters,  are  ordered  directly,  and  are 
returned  in  obedience  to  the  Order  of  the  House  whence  it  was  issued:  but 
returns  of  matters,  connected  with  the  exercise  of  the  royal  prerogative,  are 
obtained  by  means  of  Addresses  to  the  Crown. 

"The  distinction  between  these  two  classes  of  returns  should  be  borne  in 
mind:  as,  on  the  one  hand,  it  is  irregular  to  order  directly  that  which  should 
be  sought  for  by  address;  and,  on  the  other,  it  is  a  compromise  of  the  authority 
of  Parliament  to  resort  to  the  Crown  for  information  which  it  can  obtain  by 
its  own  order." 
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It  seems  clear,  I  think,  from  these  authorities  that  the  information  to  be 
obtained  from  or  through  any  Department  constituted  or  regulated  by  statute  is 
obtained  by  means  of  an  Order  while  the  information  to  be  obtained  from  or 
through  the  Crown  is  obtained  by  means  of  an  Address. 

If  we  agree  that  the  recommendations  of  the  Civil  Service  Commission 
pursuant  to  section  11  of  the  Civil  Service  Act  are  to  be  submitted  to  the 
Governor  in  Council  and  that  the  Minister  of  Finance  is  only  the  vehicle,  this 
document  is  now  officially  in  the  possession  of  the  Governor  in  Council  and 
should  be  asked  for  from  that  source. 

That  being  so,  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  the  motion  made  by  the  honourable 
Member  for  Ottawa  West  should  not  have  been  drafted  as  an  Order  of  the 
House  to  issue  these  documents,  but  that  it  should  have  been  drafted  in  the 
form  of  an  Address  which  it  is  usual  to  prepare  in  the  following  terms: 
"That  an  humble  Address  be  presented  to  His  Excellency  the  Governor-General, 
praying  that  he  will  cause  to  be  laid  before  this  House  a  copy  .  .  .  ".  Then 
follows  whatever  document  is  desired. 

However,  this  is  a  matter  of  form  only  which  it  is  simple  to  correct.  If 
the  honourable  Member  for  Ottawa  West  will  agree  to  substituting  the  ap- 
propriate motion  for  an  Address,  for  the  present  motion  for  an  Order,  I  shall 
be  pleased  to  make  the  correction  and  the  matter  can  be  proceeded  with.  I 
understand  that  the  honourable  Member  agrees  to  this.  If  the  motion  is 
proceeded  with  as  it  stands  it  will  only  be  effective  to  secure  production  by  the 
Minister  of  Finance  of  a  document  in  his  possession  as  Minister  whereas  the 
desired  document  is  in  the  possession  of  the  Governor  in  Council. 

Having  corrected  the  form  of  the  motion,  it  remains  for  the  House  to  make 
its  decision.  If  a  debate  is  desired  on  the  question  of  whether  or  not  it  should 
be  produced.  Standing  Order  47  can  be  invoked  to  secure  the  debate.  Then 
it  will  be  relevant  to  discuss  documents  which  are  considered  as  confidential 
matters.  On  this  subject,  Members  of  the  House  who  are  interested  might 
refer  to  Hansard  for  May  27,  1931,  pages  2017  to  2019,  but  it  does  not  appear 
that  I  am  called  upon  to  deal  with  that  question  at  the  present  time. 

I  have  taken  the  liberty  of  preparing  a  corrected  form,  and  with  the 
leave  of  the  honourable  Member,  it  is  as  follows:

On  motion  of  Mr.  Diefenbaker,  seconded  by  Mr.  Green,  it  was  ordered, — 
That  the  Standing  Committees  of  this  House  be  severally  empowered  to 
examine  and  inquire  into  all  such  matters  and  things  as  may  be  referred  to 
them  by  the  House;  and  to  report  from  time  to  time  their  observations  and 
opinions  thereon,  with  power  to  send  for  persons,  papers  and  records. 


Mr.  Fulton,  a  Member  of  the  Queen's  Privy  Council,  laid  before  the 
House, — Copy  of  correspondence  exchanged  between  the  Government  of 
Canada  and  the  Provincial  Governments  concerning  the  amendment  of  section 
99  of  the  British  North  America  Act,  1867. 

By  unanimous  consent,  it  was  ordered  that  the  said  correspondence  be 
printed  as  an  appendix  to  the  Votes  and  Proceedings. 


On  Monday,  February  15,  the  honourable  Member  for  Timmins  (Mr. 
Martin),  in  raising  a  question  of  privilege,  stated,  in  part,  as  follows:  "I  rise 
on  a  question  of  privilege  involving  this  House  and  all  honourable  Members  in 
it.  I  have  in  my  possession  a  document  which  at  first  glance  appears  to  be  an 
Official  Report  of  the  Debates  of  this  House,  but  upon  examination  we  find  that 
it  is  a  document  put  out  by  the  Sperry  and  Hutchinson  Company  of  Canada 
Limited.  This  would  lead  one  to  believe  that  this  document  was  put  out  by 
this  company  with  the  official  sanction  of  this  House. 

"My  question  of  privilege  is  that  this  is  a  direct  violation  of  the  statutes 
and  involves  a  privilege  of  this  House.  It  was  my  intention  to  move  that  this 
be  referred  to  the  Standing  Committee  on  Privileges  and  Elections  of  this 
House.  As  that  committee  has  not  yet  been  constituted,  I  move,  seconded  by 
the  hon.  Member  for  Burnaby-Coquitlam  (Mr.  Regier), — That  the  President 
of  the  Sperry  and  Hutchinson  Company  of  Canada  Limited  be  ordered  lo 
attend  at  the  Bar  of  this  House  on  the  18th  day  of  February,  1960,  at  2.30  p.m." 

By  unanimous  consent,  the  question  was  allowed  to  stand  until  today  to 
permit  honourable  Members  to  examine  the  matter  before  determining  if  there 
was  a  prima  facie  case  of  privilege  of  the  House  involved; 
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And  the  House  having  resumed  consideration  of  the  said  question  of 
privilege; 

Mr.  Speaker:  Yesterday  the  honourable  Member  for  Timmins  raised  a 
question  of  privilege  which  was  allowed  to  stand  over  at  the  request  of  the 
Leader  of  the  House  at  that  time.  The  House  Leader  might  be  thought  to 
have  the  floor  but  I  have  been  advised  by  the  honourable  Member  for  Timmins 
that  he  wishes  to  modify  to  some  extent  what  he  said  yesterday.  Perhaps 
it  would  save  time  if  he  were  heard  first. 

And  later  on  .  .  . 

Mr.  Speaker:  I  think  that  the  matter  has  been  sufficiently  discussed  now. 
In  view  of  what  I  have  to  say,  there  may  be  another  opportunity,  if  honourable 
Members  wish,  to  debate  the  issue.  The  position,  briefly,  is  that  I  have  only 
to  decide  whether  or  not  a  prima  facie  case  of  breach  of  privilege  has  been 
made  out  by  the  matter  which  was  brought  forward  by  the  honourable  Member 
for  Timmins.  If  there  appears  to  be  a  prima  facie  case,  then  it  is  for  the  House 
itself  to  determine  whether  anything  is  to  be  done,  and  if  so  what.  I  limit 
myself  to  the  preliminary  question.  I  want  to  say  that  I  thank  the  Prime 
Minister  (Mr.  Diefenbaker),  the  Leader  of  the  Opposition  (Mr.  Pearson),  and 
other  Members  who  have  assisted  me  in  this  rather  novel  case  of  breach  of 
the  privileges  of  the  House. 

There  is  very  little  learning  or  precedent  about  the  use  of  our  Hansard 
and  if  we  turn  to  the  practice  of  the  United  Kingdom,  which  we  are  entitled 
to  do  where  our  own  is  silent,  we  find  that  the  practice  there  is  very  similar. 
The  reports  are  published  under  the  authority  of  the  Speaker  through  the  use 
of  funds  which  are  voted  by  Parliament.  The  public  are  allowed  freely  to 
use  these  reports,  provided  they  use  them  fairly.  It  is  only  when  there  is  an 
abuse  of  the  reports  that  a  question  of  the  privileges  of  Parliament  has  been 
raised.  I  will  refer  honourable  Members  to  May,  16th  edition,  at  page  118, 
where  there  is  a  reference  to  the  view  which  I  have  just  expressed. 

Now,  the  Prime  Minister  has  indicated,  and  I  think  all  Members  accepted 
the  view,  that  we  publish  our  Hansards  and  they  are  sold  on  subscription  and 
are  used  freely,  both  in  their  original  form  and  copied  in  the  press,  without 
objection  or  complaint  by  any  honourable  Members  unless  the  report  is  so 
altered  or  varied  as  to  give  a  wrong  impression  of  what  took  place  here.  I 
think  we  must  look  at  this  document  in  that  light.  As  I  understand  it,  the 
pages  quoted  are  correctly  quoted  from  Hansard,  pages  362,  363,  and  364  of 
the  issue  of  Tuesday,  January  26,  except  there  is  a  large  black  arrow  which 
obscures  the  remarks  made  by  the  honourable  Member  for  Bollard  (Mr. 
Rouleau).  He  may,  I  think,  complain  that  the  proper  relative  importance  has 
not  been  given  to  what  he  said. 

The  second  thing  is,  of  course,  that  this  appears  to  be  an  official  report 
published  under  the  name  of  your  Speaker,  and  to  that  extent  I  think  there  is 
a  question  of  privilege  with  which  the  House  should  be  free  to  deal  if  it  sees 
fit  to  do  so.  There  has  been  no  complaint  about  misrepresentation  or  other 
improper  use  of  our  reports,  except  this  one  matter  to  which  the  Prime  Minister 
referred,  and  to  which  other  Members  referred,  that  it  appeared  that  this  was 
an  official  publication  which  had  been  circulated  either  by  your  Speaker  or 
with  his  authority. 

When  honourable  Members  wish  to  have  reprints  of  their  speeches 
circulated  throughout  their  ridings,  they  obtain  reprints  but  those  reprints  do 
not  go  out  with  the  name  of  the  Speaker  on  the  cover  and  do  not,  therefore, 
give  that  possible  impression.  It  is  suggested  that  this  is  not  more  than  a 
technical  breach.  I  do  not  comment  on  that;  that  is  for  the  House.  But  I  do 
think  that  anything  that  relates  to  control  by  the  House,  present  or  future,  over 
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its  own  reports,  having  the  possibility  of  abuse  of  such  publications  in  mind— 
which  is  easily  imaginable— requires  me  to  allow  this  matter  to  go  forward  by 
finding  at  least  prima  facie  grounds  for  complaint. 

I  should  now  put  the  motion  which  has  been  suggested  by  the  honourable 
Member  for  Timmins  in  place  of  the  other  motion,  and  of  course  it  is  then  for 
the  House  to  decide  what  action  it  wishes  to  take. 


Whereupon,  Mr.  Martin  (Timmins),  seconded  by  Mr.  Regier,  moved, — That 
the  subject-matter  in  this  complaint  be  referred  to  the  Standing  Committee  on 
Privileges  and  Elections  for  appropriate  action. 

And  the  question  being  put  on  the  said  motion,  it  was  agreed  to.

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RULING  BY  MR.  SPEAKER 

Mr.  Speaker:  I  have  been  asked  to  accept  an  amendment  which  to  my 
mind  is  out  of  order.  It  is  open  to  the  House  to  amend  the  motion  to  accept 
the  report  of  the  Committee  which  is  before  the  House.  The  report  of  the 
Committee  reads  in  part  as  follows:  "Your  Committee  recommends:  1.  That 
it  be  empowered  to  print,  from  day  to  day,  such  papers  and  evidence  as  may  be 
ordered  by  the  committee,  and  that  Standing  Order  66  be  suspended  in  relation 
thereto;" 

That  is  one  part.  The  other  part  reads:  "2.  That  it  be  granted  leave  to 
sit  while  the  House  is  sitting." 

As  I  understand  the  procedure,  it  would  be  in  order  to  adopt  the  report 
in  part  or  to  amend  the  report  within  its  terms,  but  the  rule  of  relevancy 
applies  equally  to  an  amendment  to  amend  the  report  of  a  Committee  as  it 
does  to  any  other  amendment.  The  proposed  amendment  goes  beyond  the 
Committee's  report  in  that  it  seeks  to  give  a  new  instruction  in  these  words: 
"that  they  have  power  to  amend  the  same  so  as  to  recommend  that  the 
Committee  not  sit  while  the  House  is  sitting  until  the  definite  subject  of  unem- 
ployment is  referred  to  it  for  study." 

That  is  attaching  a  condition  to  the  acceptance  of  the  second  paragraph  of 
the  report.  If  an  instruction  is  to  be  given  to  the  Committee,  notice  of  it  will 
have  to  be  put  on  the  Order  Paper  and  the  motion  moved  in  the  ordinary  way 
because  it  is  an  originating  motion,  unless  it  can  be  brought  within  the  four 
corners  of  the  rule  of  relevancy  that  I  have  suggested.  That  is  my  view  of  this 
amendment.  Before  dealing  with  it,  I  should  be  glad  to  hear  any  honourable 
Member  who  feels  that  the  rules  support  a  contrary  view. 

And  debate  arising  on  the  point  of  order; 

Mr.  Speaker:  I  accept  much  of  what  has  been  said,  but  the  problem  is  to 
apply  it  to  this  particular  proposed  amendment.  I  was  taken  by  the  force 
of  the  argument  of  the  honourable  Member  for  Essex  East  (Mr.  Martin)  that, 
if  the  amendment  v/ere  to  the  effect  that  the  Committee  might  sit  while  the 
House  is  in  session,  except  for  example,  on  Tuesdays  and  Thursdays,  that 
would  be  an  appropriate  amendment  to  refer  back  to  the  Committee  for 
consideration. 

But  that  is  not  what  we  have  before  us,  and  if  I  accept  this  amendment  it 
seems  to  me  that  I  am  opening  up  a  debate  on  the  unemployment  question,  and 
the  necessity  for  discussion  of  that  question  by  this  Committee,  which  would  be 
quite  beyond  the  scope  of  anything  the  Committee  has  reported.  The  Com- 
mittee has  not  mentioned  in  its  report  any  of  the  subject  matter  which  it  has 
dealt  with  or  refused  to  deal  with,  or  what  it  proposes  to  do  when  it  resumes 
its  sittings.  So  there  is  nothing  in  the  report  about  unemployment  or  the 
Committee's  consideration  of  that  subject  to  which  to  attach  this  amendment. 
If  it  is  relevant,  it  must  be  attached  to  the  Committee's  recommendation  that 
it  should  have  power  to  sit  while  the  House  is  sitting.  If  we  were  to  accept 
this  amendment  we  would,  in  effect,  be  saying:  you  may  sit  while  the  House 
is  sitting,  but  you  may  not  do  so  unless  you  study  the  subject  of  unemployment. 
That,  in  effect,  is  the  negative  of  this  recommendation;  and  if  it  is  the  negative, 
then  citation  202  of  Beauchesne's  4th  Edition  makes  it  clear,  particularly  in 
paragraphs  (12)  and  (14),  that  such  an  amendment  is  not  in  order.  Para- 
graph (12)  reads:  "An  amendment  proposing  a  direct  negative,  though  it  may 
be  covered  up  by  verbiage,  is  out  of  order."  Paragraph  (14)  says:  "An  amend- 
ment which  would  produce  the  same  result  as  if  the  original  motion  were  simply 
negatived  is  out  of  order." 


{ 
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The  amendment  does  not  go  quite  that  far,  but  it  instructs  the  Committee 
that  before  it  can  sit  while  the  House  is  sitting  it  must  have  undertaken  a 
study  of  unemployment.  That  is  what  I  read  in  the  latter  part  of  the  amend- 
ment— that  the  Committee  not  sit  while  the  House  is  sitting  until  the  definite 
subject  of  unemployment  is  referred  to  it  for  study. 

The  original  terms  of  reference  to  the  Committee  seem  to  be  broad  enough 
to  give  the  Committee  power  to  undertake  a  study  of  unemployment  if  it  feels 
disposed  to  do  so.  What  we  are  asked  to  do  by  this  amendment  is  to  alter  the 
terms  of  the  instructions  as  to  what  the  Committee  may  study,  or,  at  least,  in 
relation  to  the  times  at  which  it  may  make  its  study,  and  that,  to  my  mind,  is 
irrelevant  to  what  the  Committee  has  reported  to  this  House. 

I  should  like  to  refer  honourable  Members  to  citation  203  of  Beauchesne, 
particularly,  paragraph  (3):  "An  amendment  setting  forth  a  proposition 
dealing  with  a  matter  which  is  foreign  to  the  proposition  involved  in  the 
main  motion  is  not  relevant  and  cannot  be  moved."  And  to  paragraph  (5), 
which  reads:  "An  amendment  was  ruled  out  because  it  raised  a  new  question 
which  could  only  be  considered  on  a  distinct  motion  after  notice." 

I  think  it  is  open  to  the  honourable  Member  who  moved  this  amendment 
to  put  a  motion  on  the  Order  Paper  to  instruct  the  Committee  to  deal  with 
the  question  of  unemployment.  That  motion  could  then  be  brought  up  and 
debated.  However,  I  do  not  think  he  can  introduce  it  as  an  amendment  to 
the  motion  before  us  because  it  goes  beyond  the  terms  of  the  report  and 
constitutes,  in  effect,  a  new  instruction  to  the  Committee  as  to  what  it  must 
discuss,    and   I   therefore   rule   it   out   of   order.

Mr.  Speaker:  In  accordance  with  the  rules  of  the  House,  if  it  is  reported 
that  a  petition  does  not  comply  with  the  rules  it  cannot  be  received. 


And  the  honourable  Member  for  Skeena  (Mr.  Howard)  having  raised  a 
point  of  order  to  the  effect  that  Standing  Order  70(6)  applied  only  in  cases 
where  there  were  three  or  more  petitioners; 


Mr.  Speaker:  I  am  not  sure  that  I  have  the  authority  to  authorize  the 
acceptance  of  a  petition  that  has  been  reported  on  unfavourably  by  the  Clerk  of 
Petitions  whose  duty  it  is  to  certify  to  the  House  whether  or  not  the  petition 
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complies  with  the  requirements.  But  in  any  case,  I  have  anticipated  that  the 
apparently  rather  technical  objection  might  be  disputed  and  I  should  like  to 
say  that,  in  my  view,  the  argument  which  the  honourable  Member  has  just 
made  is  not  substantiated  by  the  practice  in  the  past.  The  rule  has  been  inter- 
preted as  though  it  meant  that  the  sheet  containing  the  prayer  must  have  at 
least  three  signatures.  Unfortunately,  the  rule  is  not  drawn  as  clearly  as  it 
might  be  drawn.  The  rule  in  the  other  place  is  clear  because  it  indicates  that 
is  the  practice.  But  our  practice  has  always  been  to  read  the  rule  as  though  it 
meant  that  where  there  is  more  than  one  signature,  at  least  three  of  them  must 
be  on  the  page  containing  the  prayer.  It  is  a  salutary  rule.  As  all  honourable 
Members  who  have  had  experience  with  petitions  will  appreciate,  it  is  easy 
enough  to  sign  a  sheet  with  other  names  on  it  and  not  have  much  knowledge  of 
what  the  prayer  of  the  petition  is.  In  support  of  my  view  I  would  cite  Bourinot's 
4th  Edition  at  pages  233  and  234,  and  at  page  235,  where  Bourinot  states  as 
follows:  "And  the  petition  should  then  close  with  the  formal  words:  'And  your 
petitioners  as  in  duty  bound  will  ever  pray.'  Here  follow  the  signatures  of 
the  petitioners  which  must  be  in  writing  and  at  least  three  signatures,  if  there 
are  so  many,  must  be  on  the  same  sheet  with  the  prayer  of  the  petition." 

On  January  31,  1913,  Mr.  Speaker  Sproule  ruled  a  petition  out  of  order 
because  there  were  not  three  names  on  the  sheet  containing  the  prayer.  That 
is  found  in  the  Journals  of  the  House  of  Commons,  1912-13,  at  page  210. 

Bourinot,  at  page  263  of  the  1st  Edition,  states  as  follows  with  regard  to 
that  rule — now  Standing  Order  70,  section  (6)  to  which  the  honourable  Mem- 
ber referred:  "But  this  rule  is  never  interpreted  as  precluding  a  single  petitioner 
from  approaching  the  House;  it  simply  refers  to  petitions  signed  by  a  number  of 
individuals." 

The  matter  is  not  one  difficult  of  correction  but  I  think  the  better  course 
is  to  reject  the  petition  at  this  stage.

Your  Committee  is  of  the  opinion 
that  she  has  published  as  a  Report  something  which  is  made  to  appear  as  an 
authorized  and  official  version,  which  it  is  not;  and  also  that  she  has  failed  to 
obtain  from  the  proper  authorities  permission  to  reproduce  the  cover  of  a 
document  belonging  to  the  House  of  Commons. 

However,  in  view  of  the  new  and  exceptional  circumstances  of  the  case, 
and  in  view  also  of  the  explanations  offered  by  the  offender  and  of  her  expres- 
sion of  regret  contained  in  a  letter  of  apology  addressed  to  the  Chairman  and 
members  of  the  Committee,  your  Committee  is  of  the  opinion  that  the  House 
would  best  consult  its  own  dignity  by  taking  no  further  action  in  the  matter.

solidated Mining  and  Smelting  Company  of  Canada  Limited,  with  respect  to 
representations  or  applications  for  permission  to  export  power,  or  with  respect

Mr.  Pearson,  seconded  by  Mr.  Hellyer,  moved  in  amendment  thereto, — That 
the  motion  be  amended  by  the  deletion  of  the  words  "as  reported  in  Public 
Accounts''  in  line  4  and  by  the  insertion  after  the  word  "therein"  in  line  6  the 
words  "and  the  effectiveness  of  our  defence  system  for  the  security  of  Canada". 

RULING  BY  MR.  SPEAKER 

Mr.  Speaker:  May  I  say  that  I  have  no  doubt  that  the  first  proposed  amend- 
ment would  be  relevant,  that  is,  "as  reported  in  Public  Accounts".  It  seems 
to  me  that  is  within  the  ambit  of  the  resolution  as  it  is  stated  in  the  notice. 

My  difficulty  is  with  the  other  part  of  the  proposed  resolution  which  adds 
very  substantially  to  the  terms  of  reference.  The  terms  of  reference  now  are 
to  examine  the  accounts  and  to  report.  This  would  add  explicitly  the  right  to 
report  on  the  effectiveness  of  our  defence  system  for  the  security  of  Canada 
which,  in  liberal  terms,  is  a  description  of  our  defence  policy.  I  think,  having 
regard  to  what  the  Leader  of  the  Opposition  stated  during  the  debate,  that  is 
what  he  has  in  mind,  broadening  the  scope  of  the  reference  from  one  of  a 
reference  into  accounts  and  expenditures  made,  and  a  report  on  that  having 
regard  to  economies  that  might  be  made  and  so  on,  into  a  reference  on  the 
substance  of  defence  policy  and  a  report  on  that. 

I  would  say,  in  line  with  precedents  which  I  shall  be  glad  to  put  before 
the  House  for  its  consideration,  that  I  note  particularly  citations  291  and  293  of 
Beauchesne's  fourth  edition.  An  amendment  to  a  resolution  which  introduces 
something  new  and  different  in  kind  into  the  terms  of  reference  which  the 
motion  sets  up  for  the  committee  goes  too  far  and  would  require  notice  of 
motion  itself  before  it  could  appear  on  the  order  paper.  But  before  finally 
disposing  of  the  matter  I  should  be  glad  to  hear  one  or  two  Members  who  might 
give  some  assistance  on  the  point. 

And  debate  arising  on  the  point  of  order; 

Mr.  Speaker:  I  think  this  point  has  been  considered  from  time  to  time 
and  I  believe  is  reasonably  well  settled,  and  explained  by  Beauchesne  in  citation 
291.  I  begin  quoting  from  the  second  paragraph:  "When  the  House  is  con- 
sidering a  motion,  of  which  notice  has  been  given,  for  the  appointment  of  a 
select  committee,..."  That  is  substantially  what  we  are  doing...  "a  Member 
cannot  move  in  amendment  that  the  committee  be  given  wider  powers  than 
those  which  were  set  down  in  the  notice.  On  the  13th  March  1938,  a  Minister 
moved  that  a  Special  Committee  be  appointed  to  study  the  question  of  redistribu- 
tion of  electoral  districts  and  to  enquire  into  the  methods  whereby  the  Source 
of  campaign  funds  may  be  traceable.     Two  amendments  were  moved: ..." 

And  they  were  ruled  out.  I  do  not  need  to  go  into  the  details  of  the  cases 
because  I  have  already  stated  the  principle.  The  amendments  were  ruled  out 
of  order — on  the  ground  that  they  raised  new  questions  not  contemplated  in 
the  notice  of  motion  and  proposed  to  extend  the  committee's  powers  far  beyond 
those  set  down  in  the  notice,  and  also  that  the  necessity  of  giving  notice  will 
be  nullified  if  such  notice  is  not  used  as  a  guidance  for  the  decision  of  the 
House. 

Then  citation  293,  reading  from  the  second  sentence  in  that  paragraph: 
"It  is  against  all  parliamentary  usage  to  refer  questions  of  policy  to  a  fact 
finding  committee.  I  find  that  the  great  Speaker  Denison  decided  in  1877,  and 
his  decision  still  holds  good,  that  *it  is  not  competent,  without  notice  to  add  a 
distinct  question  to  a  motion  or  to  combine  in  one  two  distinct  propositions.'  " 
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On  the  principle  that  an  amendment  must  not  introduce  new  and  different 
subjects  to  be  referred  to  the  committee,  I  must  find  that  the  second  part  of 
this  amendment  goes  beyond  what  would  be  acceptable.  If  I  might  paraphrase 
it,  in  its  effect  it  would  authorize  it  to  report  from  time  to  time  on  the  effective- 
ness of  our  defence  system  for  the  security  of  Canada.  It  makes  a  very  different 
reference  to  the  committee  from  the  one  that  is  proposed  by  the  Government. 
I  therefore  rule  that  the  amendment  is  not  in  order. 

And  the  question  being  again  proposed  on  the  main  motion; 

Mr.  Winch,  seconded  by  Mr.  Regier,  moved  in  amendment  thereto, — That 
the  motion  be  amended  by  deleting  therefrom  the  following  words:  "since 
April  1st,  1958,  as  reported  in  Public  Accounts"  and  "consistent  with  the  execu- 
tion of  the  policy  decided  by  the  government". 

And  the  honourable  Member  for  Edmonton  West  (Mr.  Lambert)  having 
raised  a  point  of  order  to  the  effect  that  the  amendment  was  irregular  in  that 
it  would  widen  the  powers  of  the  committee  beyond  those  set  out  specifically 
in  the  notice  of  motion; 

RULING  BY  MR.  SPEAKER 


Mr.  Speaker:  I  start  from  the  proposition  that  it  is  possible  to  amend  a 
motion  of  this  kind.  That  is  clear,  provided  the  amendment  does  not  change 
the  principle  of  the  motion.  To  my  mind  it  would  be  in  order  to  move  an 
amendment  to  substitute  May  for  April,  for  example,  in  the  period  of  time 
covered  by  the  accounts  which  are  referred  to  the  committee.  If  that  is  so, 
this  amendment  is  no  different  in  principle  from  such  a  change.  It  is  a  change 
in  the  period  of  time  covered  by  the  accounts  which  it  is  proposed  to  refer  to  the 
committee. 

I  am  a  little  concerned  about  what  the  Minister  of  Trade  and  Commerce 
said  when  he  indicated  that  the  motion  would  permit  the  committee  to  go  back 
to  the  year  one.  However,  I  think  that  since  the  amendment  does  not  change 
the  character  of  the  reference — it  is  still  a  reference  for  the  examination  of 
expenditure  of  public  moneys  for  national  defence — and  merely  changes  the 
period  within  which  inquiries  may  be  made,  I  would  accept  the  amendment  as 
being  in  order. 

After  debate,  the  question  being  put  on  the  said  proposed  amendment,  it 
was  negatived  on  the  following  division:

regarding  the  under  pass  at  South  Stukely,  Quebec.  l*Notice  of  Motion  No.  84). 
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On  motion  of  Mr.  Carter,  seconded  by  Mr.  Dumas,  it  was  ordered, — That 
an  humble  Address  be  presented  to  His  Excellency  the  Governor-General, 
praying  that  he  will  cause  to  be  laid  before  this  House  a  copy  of  any  agreement 
or  arrangement  entered  into  since  July  1,  1959,  between  the  Minister  of  Public 
Works  or  Central  Mortgage  and  Housing  Corporation  on  the  one  hand,  and  the 
Royal  Bank  of  Canada  on  the  other,  to  guarantee  payment  of  the  provincial  or 
municipal  share  of  a  proposed  land  assembly  and  slum  clearance  project  on 
the  Eastern  outskirts  of  St.  John's,  Newfoundland.  {* Notice  of  Motion  No.  85). 


On  motion  of  Mr.  Carter,  seconded  by  Mr.  Dumas,  it  was  ordered, — That 
an  humble  Address  be  presented  to  His  Excellency  the  Governor-General, 
praying  that  he  will  cause  to  be  laid  before  this  House  a  copy  of  all  cor- 
respondence since  July  1,  1959,  between  the  Mayor  or  any  other  official  of 
the  City  of  St.  John's,  Newfoundland,  and  the  Minister  of  Public  Works  or  any 
official  of  his  department  or  of  Central  Mortgage  and  Housing  Corporation

And  debate  continuing; 

Mr.  Benidickson,  seconded  by  Mr.  Robichaud,  moved  in  amendment  there- 
to,— That  all  the  words  after  the  v/ord  "That"  be  deleted  and  the  following  be 
substituted  therefor: 

"this  House  regrets  that  the  financial  policies  of  the  government  will 
produce  a  fourth  consecutive  overall  deficit  in  a  year  of  'so-called 
prosperity',  while  at  the  same  time  offering  no  solution  to  the  problem 
of  rising  prices,  rising  trade  deficits,  a  continued  high  premium  on  the 
Canadian  dollar,  increased  pressure  on  provinces  and  municipalities  to 
borrow  outside  Canada,  declining  farm  income,  and  high  and  rising 
unemployment." 

STATEMENT  BY  MR.  SPEAKER 

Mr.  Speaker:  May  I  put  the  amendment  with  this  reservation,  that  I  am 
not  certain  that  some  of  the  details  in  the  second  part  have  not  already  been 
the  subject  of  a  decision  of  the  House.  Subject  to  inquiry  into  that  matter, 
I  will  put  the  motion  with  that  reservation. 

And  debate  continuing; 

Mr.  Regier,  seconded  by  Mr.  Herridge,  moved  in  amendment  to  the  said 

proposed  amendment, — That  the  amendment  be  amended  by  striking  out  the 

period  after  the  word  "unemployment"  and  adding  thereto  the  following  words: 

"and  in  the  opinion  of  this  House  the  solution  of  these  problems 

requires  amongst  other  things  that  the  government  give  consideration 

to  the  following  measures: 

1.  The  planned  elimination  of  wasteful  defence  expenditures 

2.  The  provision  of  a  self-liquidating  public  investment  program 

3.  The  provision  of  an  appropriate  capital  gains  tax." 
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And  debate  continuing; 

The  Honourable  Minister  of  Finance  (Mr.  Fleming)  raised  a  point  of  order 
to  the  effect  that  the  amendment  proposed  by  the  honourable  Member  for 
Kenora-Rainy  River  (Mr.  Benidickson)  was  irregular  in  that  several  of  the 
matters  enumerated  therein  were  decided  by  the  House  at  the  present  session 
and,  if  the  amendment  offended  this  rule  in  part,  the  entire  amendment  was  out 
of  order. 

RULING  BY  MR.  SPEAKER 

Mr.  Speaker:  Before  the  honourable  Member  (Mr.  Benidickson)  speaks, 
may  I  indicate  to  him  that  I  have  a  problem  with  respect  to  a  couple  of  the 
items  as  I  perhaps  indicated  when  the  amendment  was  first  presented.  Since 
then  I  happened  to  have  been  looking  at  the  previous  motions  which  have  been 
decided  by  the  House  and  I  find  that  there  is  substance  to  what  the  Minister  of 
Finance  (Mr.  Fleming)  says.  I  am  particularly  concerned  about  two  of  the  items 
enumerated  in  the  second  part  of  the  amendment,  that  is  rising  trade  deficits 
which  were  the  subject  of  Supply  Motion  No.  3  and  declining  farm  income 
which  was  the  subject  of  Supply  Motion  No.  1.  Of  course,  if  these  items  have 
been  dealt  with,  the  whole  amendment  would  fall  apart  unless  the  honourable 
Member  were  prepared  to  withdraw  the  defective  items. 

I  just  mention  that  before  the  honourable  Member  replies  to  the  Minister 
so  that  he  will  have  that  possibility  in  mind.  Those  two  were  the  items  whicli 
appeared  to  me  to  perhaps  have  been  dealt  with  although  there  is  something 
to  be  said  about  the  question  of  the  premium  on  the  Canadian  dollar  having 
been  discussed  but  I  think  that  subject  has  not  been  dealt  with  so  fully  as  the 
other  two. 

And  debate  arising  on  the  point  of  order; 

Mr.  Speaker:  I  appreciate  what  has  been  said  to  assist  in  dealing  with  this 
matter  in  order  to  assure  that  we  observe  the  rules  and  practices  of  the  House. 
In  addition  to  the  references  given  to  me  on  both  sides,  I  refer  to  Beauchesne's 
fourth  edition,  citation  234,  which  reads  in  part  as  follows:  "234.  The  ancient 
doctrine  that  the  redress  of  grievances  should  be  considered  before  the  grant 
of  supplies  is  maintained  in  the  House  of  Commons  of  Canada 

(1)  Whenever  an  order  of  the  day  has  been  read  for  the  House  to  resolve 
itself  into  the  Committee  of  Supply  or  the  Committee  of  Waj^s  and  Means, — " 
That  is  what  we  are  doing  now —  "the  motion  'That  the  Speaker  do  now  leave 
the  Chair'  must  be  proposed,  except  on  Wednesdays,  Thursdays  and  Fridays 
as  provided  by  Standing  Orders  56  and  58.  When  such  motion  is  proposed,  it 
shall  be  permissible  to  discuss  any  public  matter  within  the  powers  of  the 
Federal  Parliament  or  to  ask  for  the  redress  of  any  grievance;  provided  that 
the  discussion  shall  not  relate  to  any  decision  of  the  House  during  the  current 
session,  nor  to  any  item  of  the  estimates,  nor  to  any  resolution  to  be  proposed 
to  the  Committee  of  Ways  and  Means,  nor  to  any  matter  placed  on  or  whereof 
notice  has  been  given  in  the  order  paper." 

These  four  categories  which  are  mentioned  are  excluded  in  order  to  avoid 
duplication  of  debate  and  waste  of  the  time  of  the  House  in  repeating  a  debate. 
It  is  true  that  we  have  dealt  specifically,  in  the  first  and  third  supply  amendment 
with  two  of  these  matters.  To  say  that  they  may  now  be  discussed  again  in 
their  aspects  as  a  subject  of  financial  policy,  which  is  only  one  aspect  of  any 
problem,  it  seems  to  me  is  to  permit  the  House  to  revive  debates  of  which  it 
has  already  disposed.  I  had  practically  come  to  that  conclusion  before  return- 
ing to  the  House — and  I  am  reinforced  in  it  by  the  argument  made  by  the 
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Minister  and  by  what  has  been  said  elsewhere — that  at  least  two  of  these  items 
should  be  removed.  In  accordance  with  the  authority  of  the  Chair,  as  men- 
tioned by  the  honourable  Member  for  Kenora-Rainy  River  (Mr.  Benidickson), 
I  think  I  might  direct  that  two  of  the  specified  items  be  deleted  from  the 
resolution,  namely  rising  trade  deficits  and  declining  farm  income.  Those  are 
two  specific  items  among  the  seven.  I  am  in  some  doubt  about  another  one, 
namely  the  high  premium  on  the  Canadian  dollar.  However,  in  view  of  the 
broad  range  of  this  debate,  in  any  event,  and  the  fact  that  the  motion  on  that 
item  was  somewhat  limited,  I  think  justice  would  be  done  and  that  the  time 
of  the  House  would  be  saved  by  avoiding  unnecessary  debate  or  duplication  of 
debate  if  those  two  items  be  removed.  Perhaps  the  honourable  Member  who 
moved  the  motion  would  concur  in  the  deletion  of  those  two  items. 

And  debate  continuing  on  the  point  of  order; 

Mr.  Speaker:  This  matter,  of  course,  is  a  point  of  order  which  arose  when 
the  motion  was  made.  If  I  had  dealt  with  it  then  and  if  I  had  disposed  of  it 
at  that  time,  it  would  have  been  open  to  the  honourable  Member  for  Gloucester 
(Mr.  Robichaud)  to  have  the  floor  perhaps  to  concur  in  a  suggestion  for  an 
alteration,  which  is  what  I  made  at  this  rather  later  date  in  view  of  the  reserva- 
tion that  was  made  at  the  time.  Particularly  as  the  honourable  Member  who 
moved  the  motion  and  the  seconder  of  it  concur  in  the  deletion  of  two  of  the 
seven  items  which  I  think  might  be  taken  as  illustrative  of  the  criticism  of  the 
financial  policies  but  which  nevertheless  open  the  door  for  debates  we  have 
had,  I  feel  that  the  proper  course  now  is  to  direct  that  they  be  deleted  from  the 
amendment  and  that  it  stand  with  that  change.  It  does  not  affect,  then,  the 
sub- amendment.  I  am  not  sure  whether  the  Minister  of  Finance  has  any  com- 
ment to  make  on  the  amendment  to  the  amendment  which  was  also  reserved, 
if  I  am  not  mistaken,  at  the  time. 

And  debate  continuing  on  the  point  of  order; 

Mr.  Speaker:  I  appreciate  the  force  of  what  the  honourable  Minister  (Mr. 
Fleming)  says  and  undoubtedly  it  is  true  that,  without  the  consent  of  the  House, 
a  motion  which  has  been  put  and  which  is  in  possession  of  the  House  cannot 
very  well  be  changed.  But  I  take  the  view  that  this  matter  is  not  in  the 
possession  of  the  House  because  I  reserved  it  when  it  was  moved,  and  I  now 
direct  before  it  is  put  that  it  be  amended  and  that  those  deletions  be  made 
in  the  motion. 

It  is  true  I  have  expressed  my  view,  but  I  do  not  want  to  force  my  views 
upon  the  House  unless  they  commend  themselves  fully  to  the  House.  With 
respect  to  the  last  statement  of  the  honourable  Minister,  I  may  be  mistaken 
about  my  authority  in  this  matter,  but  as  I  see  it  this  motion  was  not  in  the 
possession  of  the  House  because  when  I  read  it  I  said  I  had  doubts  about  some 
of  these  items  on  the  very  ground  which  the  honourable  Minister  has  taken, 
and  that  I  would  reserve  them  and  deal  with  them  before  the  motion  was 
formally  put.  The  motion  being  in  that  state,  I  think  it  can  be  distinguished 
from  one  where  the  unanimous  consent  of  the  House  would  be  necessary. 
Furthermore,  the  proposed  course  commends  itself  to  me  as  one  which  will 
further  the  general  interests  of  the  debate. 

Accordingly  I  make  that  amendment  with  the  concurrence  of  the  mover 
and  seconder,  and  I  now  put  the  motion  before  the  House  in  its  amended  form. 

Whereupon,  the  House  resumed  debate  on  the  proposed  motion  of  Mr. 
Fleming  (Eglinton),  seconded  by  Mr.  Churchill, — That  Mr.  Speaker  do  now 
leave  the  Chair  for  the  House  to  resolve  itself  into  Committee  of  Ways  and 
Means  (Budget). 
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And  on  the  proposed  motion  of  Mr.  Benidickson,  seconded  by  Mr.  Robi- 
chaud,  in  amendment  thereto, — That  all  the  words  after  the  word  "That"  be 
deleted  and  the  following  be  substituted  therefor:

The  solicitor  erroneously  was 
under  the  impression  that  the  fact  that  the  Senate  accepts  petitions  post- 
marked on  the  last  day  set  for  filing  petitions  the  same  rule  applied  in  respect 
of  filing  in  the  House  of  Commons. 

The  petitioner  is  employed  as  a  Secretary  and  has  two  children  aged  15 
and  12  years. 

2.  Petition  of  Joseph  Denis  Jean-Paul  Courchesne — Divorce. 

This  petition  was  received  one  day  late  and  the  reasons  for  the  delay  are 
the  same  as  those  advanced  in  support  of  the  previous  case. 

It  was  represented  to  the  Committee  that  the  levying  of  penalties  would 
impose  great  hardship  on  the  petitioner. 

3.  Petition  of  Elizabeth  Davis  Reed — Divorce. 

This  petition  to  the  House  of  Commons  was  filed,  together  with  the  one 
addressed  to  The  Senate,  on  the  24th  of  February,  but  reached  the  House  of 
Commons  one  day  late. 
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The  petitioner  is  a  resident  of  the  Town  of  Tiverton,  in  the  State  of  Rhode 
Island,  U.S.A.  Proceedings  were  initiated  by  her  solicitors  in  the  U.S.A.,  who 
were  not  familiar  with  the  procedure  involved.  The  petitioner  has  one  minor 
child  and  through  some  arrangement  made  out  of  court  the  respondent  pays 
the  petitioner  approximately  $1,000.  per  year.  It  was  claimed  that  the  levying 
of  penalties  would  cause  serious  hardship  on  the  petitioner. 

4.  Petition  of  Jean  Eleanor  Jackson  Connell — Divorce. 

The  petition  in  this  case  was  filed  on  time  in  the  Senate,  and  was  heard 
before  the  Senate  Committee  on  Divorce  and  the  Bill  founded  on  the  Senate 
Committee  Report  has  already  reached  the  House  of  Commons  on  March  30th, 
1960. 

Through  a  misunderstanding  between  the  solicitors  for  the  petitioner  and 
their  Ottawa  Agent  the  petition  to  the  House  of  Commons  was  received  on 
March  4th,  1960,  only.  It  is  claimed  that  the  delay  is  not  due  to  any  negligence 
on  the  part  of  the  petitioner  and  that  she  should  not  be  penalized  for  the  mis- 
handling of  the  case  by  her  solicitors  and  their  agent. 

5.  Petition  of  Ellery  Gordon  Duncan — Divorce. 

This  petition  was  filed  on  the  14th  of  March,  1960.  It  was  explained  to 
the  Committee  that  the  solicitor  in  Montreal  was,  sometime  prior  to  that  date, 
in  the  process  of  moving  his  office  and  the  petition  to  the  House  of  Commons 
was  in  the  process  mislaid. 

It  was  represented  further  that  the  levying  of  penalties  would  cause  the 
petitioner  great  hardship. 

6.  Petition  of  Dimitre  Bernec — Divorce. 

The  procedure  in  respect  to  this  petition  was  begun  early  in  1959,  but  was 
not  proceeded  with  during  the  Session  of  that  year.  The  petition  was  again 
presented  this  year  and  partly  heard  in  the  Senate  and  now  stands  adjourned. 
By  inadvertance,  the  petition  to  the  House  of  Commons  was  not  filed  in  time 
although  readily  available. 

It  was  represented  that  the  petitioner  has  had  to  meet  considerable  expense 
for  counsel  and  witnesses  fees  and  the  cost  of  the  respondent's  defence.  To 
impose  penalties  would  cause  him  considerable  hardship. 

7.  Petition  of  Marcel  Pouliot — Divorce. 

This  petition  was  presented  at  the  last  session  but  was  not  then  proceeded 
with.  In  the  meantime  there  has  been  a  change  of  solicitors.  The  petition  was 
received  this  year  and  presented  to  the  Senate  on  time,  but  through  a  mis- 
understanding it  was  not  filed  with  the  House  of  Commons. 

It  was  claimed  by  the  Parliamentary  Agent,  appearing  on  behalf  of  the 
petitioner,  that  heavy  additional  costs  were  met  by  the  petitioner  due  to  the 
necessary  change  in  solicitors. 

8.  Petition  of  Ida  Denis  Matte — Divorce. 

It  was  represented  that  the  petition  in  this  case  was  filed  at  previous 
sessions  of  Parliament  and  for  one  reason  or  another  had  not  been  reached. 
The  petition  this  year  was  filed  in  time  with  the  Senate  but  it  was  overlooked 
initially  insofar  as  the  House  of  Commons  was  concerned. 

The  petitioner  is  at  present  in  hospital  and  receives  no  help  from  her 
husband.  She  is  ordinarily  employed  as  a  domestic  in  private  homes  so  the 
levying  of  penalties  would  mean  great  hardship  to  her. 
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9.  Petition  of  Diana  Elizabeth  Wilson  Ronalds — Divorce. 

This  petition  was  filed  at  this  session  of  Parliament  long  after  the  time 
specified  in  Standing  Orders.  The  petitioner  was,  by  a  judgment  of  the  Quebec 
Superior  Court,  separated  from  the  respondent  and  granted  custody  of  three 
minor  children.  Pressing  representations  were  made  for  that  petition  to  be 
received  even  at  this  late  date  because  of  the  involvement  of  the  respondent  and 
one  of  the  children  in  a  case  before  the  Social  Welfare  Court  in  Montresd. 

10.  Petition  of  Bernice  Ellis  Biltis — Divorce. 

This  petition  was  presented  on  time  in  the  Senate  but  through  negligence 
on  the  part  of  solicitors  the  said  petition  did  not  reach  the  House  of  Commons 
until  March  7th,  about  two  weeks  after  the  time  specified  in  Standing  Order  93. 

The  petitioner  is  employed  as  a  general  clerk  on  a  salary  of  $60.00  per  week 
and  his  two  daughters,  13  and  11,  are  living  with  him  and  dependent  on  his 
earnings  for  support. 

11.  Petition  of  Pauline  Anne  Elizabeth  Hebb — Divorce. 

The  petitioner  in  this  case  resides  in  England.  Because  of  delay  in  the  mail 
between  the  petitioner  and  her  solicitor  the  said  petition  was  not  received  on 
time.  She  has  been  separated  from  her  husband  for  three  years  and  has  no 
intention  of  returning  to  Canada. 

Her  only  support  is  $63.00  per  month  she  receives  from  her  husband  for 
herself  and  a  minor  son. 

12.  Petition  of  Gilles  Jacques — Divorce. 

The  petitioner  in  this  case  has  been  separated  from  his  wife  since  August, 
1952,  when  adultery  is  alleged.  The  present  proceedings  date  back  to  September, 
1959,  but  due  to  attorney's  illness  the  petition  could  not  be  filed  within  the  time 
prescribed. 

Petitioner  is  employed  by  the  City  of  Montreal  and  is  maintaining  two 
daughters,  aged  12  and  10. 

13.  Petition  of  Frances  Cohen  Salsky — Divorce. 

This  petition  was  filed  on  7th  March,  1960,  or  two  weeks  after  the  time 
specified  in  Standing  Order  93.  The  petitioner  is  employed  as  a  buyer  in  the 
City  of  Montreal. 

The  Committee  has  carefully  reviewed  all  matters  pertaining  to  the  above 
petitions  and  the  following  recommendations  are  made: 

1.  That  in  respect  to  above  petitions  numbered  1,  2,  3,  6,  7,  8  and  10, 
Standing  Orders  93  and  94(3)  (a)  and  (c)  be  suspended  in  relation 
thereto  and  that  they  be  received.

3.  The  institution  of  an  immediate  enquiry  to  determine  the  effects 
of  national  monetary,  fiscal  and  economic  policies  on  the  develop- 
ment of  the  Atlantic  Provinces  and  to  make  recommendations  on 
desirable  changes  in  the  application  of  such  policies  for  the  benefit 
of  the  Atlantic  Provinces. 

4.  The  adjustment  of  freight  rates  and  the  provision  of  transportation 
facilities  to  overcome  the  handicaps  of  the  geographic  position  of 
the  Atlantic  Provinces."

The  Committee  held  eleven  meetings,  during  six  of  which  the  above- 
mentioned  reports  and  budgets  were  carefully  considered  and,  under  the 
authority  granted  by  the  Order  of  Reference  of  March  23,  1960,  the  following 
were  called  to  answer  questions  relating  to  the  matters  under  study:  Mr. 
Donald  Gordon,  President,  Mr.  S.  F.  Dingle,  Vice-President  (Operations),  and 
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Mr.  J.  L.  Toole,  Vice-President  (Accounting  and  Finance),  of  the  Canadian 
National  Railways;  Mr.  J.  R.  McGregor,  President  of  Trans-Canada  Air  Lines; 
and  Mr.  J.  A.  de  Lalanne,  C.A.,  Auditor. 

The  Committee  is  grateful  to  these  officials  for  their  continued  attendance 
and  was  particularly  pleased  with  the  newly  inaugurated  method  of  presenta- 
tion by  the  use  of  slides  projected  on  screen  highlighting  the  main  features  of 
the  said  reports  and  budgets,  the  operation  and  future  programs  of  the  Govern- 
ment owned  and  controlled  rail  and  air  transportation  systems. 

While  the  Committee  recognizes  the  importance  of  the  work  to  be  done 
by  the  officials  of  the  Government  owned  and  controlled  transportation  com- 
panies in  the  day  to  day  operation  of  the  services  it  is  also  mindful  of  the  task 
the  members  have  to  perform  in  examining  the  spending  of  public  funds.  The 
Committee  feels  that  it  would  be  more  convenient  to  all  concerned  if  there  was 
a  reasonable  time  lapse  between  the  hearings  of  Canadian  National  Railways 
and  Trans-Canada  Air  Lines  officials. 

Much  of  the  Committee's  time  was  taken  in  the  examination  of  the  Diesel- 
ization  program  of  the  Canadian  National  Railways  which  will  be  completed 
this  year,  and  on  the  new  system  of  Centralized  Traffic  Control. 

The  Committee  expressed  its  concern  to  the  officials  about  the  disruption 
to  communities  caused  by  these  technological  improvements  and  the  con- 
sequent dislocation  of  the  labor  force.  The  Committee  is  of  the  opinion  that 
management  should  do  more  to  prepare  communities  for  the  effects  of  these 
technological  changes. 

The  Committee  takes  a  serious  view  of  the  continuing  deficits  of  the 
Canadian  National  Railways. 

The  Committee  recommends  that  the  Government  might  consider  the 
advisability  of  strengthening  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Canadian  National 
Railways  by  adding  to  its  present  number. 

The  Committee  having  heard  evidence  relating  to  contracts  awarded  by 
the  Canadian  National  Railways  recommends  that  the  management  consider  the 
advisability  of  including  in  all  contracts  a  stipulation  requiring  preference  for 
Canadian  goods  and  services. 

The  Committee  was  gratified  to  hear  that  the  first  of  the  1960  fleet  of 
DC-8  Jetliners  had  been  delivered  to  Trans-Canada  Air  Lines  and  that  plans 
were  made  for  these  550-m.p.h.  127-passenger  aircraft  to  begin  a  daily  trans- 
continental air  service  between  Montreal,  Toronto  and  Vancouver  on  April 
1st,  and  a  daily  trans- Atlantic  air  service  on  June  1st. 

After  a  detailed  examination  of  all  the  evidence  before  it  and  in  com- 
pliance with  the  Orders  of  Reference  of  March  23rd  and  24th,  the  Committee 
has,  subject  to  the  observations  hereinabove  expressed,  agreed  to  report  its 
approval  of  all  the  reports  and  budgets  under  study.

ESTATE  TAX  ACT 

Resolved, — That  it  is  expedient  to  introduce  a  measure  to  amend  the  Estate 
Tax  Act  and  to  provide  among  other  things: 

(1)  That  the  deduction  from  aggregate  net  value  allowed  for  the  value 
of  any  gift  made  to  a  charitable  organization  in  Canada  be  extended  to  the 
value  of  a  gift  made  to  a  charitable  foundation  in  Canada. 

(2)  That  the  Canada  Council  be  deemed  to  be  a  charitable  organization 
for  purposes  of  the  Act. 

(3)  That  there  be  included  in  computing  the  aggregate  net  value  of  the 
property  passing  on  death  any  amount  payable  under  a  policy  of  insurance 
effected  on  the  life  of  the  deceased  for  the  benefit  of  the  family  of  the  de- 
ceased, where  such  policy,  immediately  prior  to  the  death,  was  owned  by 
the  employer  of  the  deceased. 

(4)  That  where  the  property  passing  on  the  death  of  a  person  includes 
property  the  value  of  which  was  determined  as  of  the  date  of  death  of  that 
person  according  to  prescribed  tables  of  present  values  of  annuities,  and 
within  four  years  of  the  date  of  death  there  occurs  an  event,  such  as  a  death 
or  change  in  marital  status  of  a  beneficiary,  that  allows  the  value  of  the 
property  to  be  determined  having  regard  to  the  occurrence  of  that  event,  the 
property  shall,  on  application  made  in  accordance  with  prescribed  conditions, 
be  revalued  and  the  difference  in  tax  refunded. 

(5)  That  the  four  year  limit,  after  which  the  Minister  may  not  make  a 
re-assessment  unless  there  has  been  fraud,  misrepresentation  or  failure  to 
disclose  by  the  person  filing  the  return,  may  be  waived  by  the  executor  by 
notice  to  the  Minister. 

(6)  That  any  enactment  founded  on  paragraphs  (1),  (2)  and  (4)  shall 
apply  in  respect  of  deaths  occurring  after  December  31,  1958,  and  any  enact- 
ment founded  an  paragraph  (3)  shall  apply  in  respect  of  deaths  occurring 
after  March  31,  1960. 

INCOME  TAX  ACT 

Resolved, — That  it  is  expedient  to  introduce  a  measure  to  amend  the  Income 
Tax  Act  to  make  provision  in  respect  of  a  new  class  of  profit  sharing  plans 
under  which 

(a)  amounts  allocated  by  the  trustee  shall  not  be  included  in  the 
income  of  an  individual  who  is  a  beneficiary  under  the  plan  until 
the  year  in  which  they  are  received, 

(b)  no  tax  shall  be  payable  by  the  trustee  under  the  plan  on  the 
taxable  income  of  the  trust, 

(c)  an  employer  may  deduct  in  computing  income  for  the  year  an 
amount  which  when  added  to  his  contribution,  if  any,  under  a 
registered  pension  fund  or  plan  does  not  exceed  $1500  per  employee.

Miss  Aitken,  from  the  Standing  Committee  on  Standing  Orders,  presented 
the  Third  Report  of  the  said  Committee,  which  was  read  as  follows: 

Your  Committee  recommends  that  it  be  empowered  to  sit  while  the  House 
is  sitting. 

By  unanimous  consent,  on  motion  of  Miss  Aitken,  seconded  by  Mr.  Fairfield, 
the  said  Report  was  concurred  in. 


Miss  Aitken,  from  the  Standing  Committee  on  Standing  Orders,  presented 
the  Fourth  Report  of  the  said  Committee,  which  was  read  as  follows: 

Pursuant  to  its  Order  of  Reference  of  May  4,  1960,  the  Committee  gave 
consideration  to  the  following  petitions  for  Private  Bills  (divorce),  filed  after 
the  last  date  for  the  filing  of  petitions  as  set  forth  in  Standing  Order  93, 
together  with  the  related  Report  of  the  Clerk  of  Petitions  dated  May  4,  1960. 

1.  Petition  of  Mary  Spalton  Humphries — Divorce 

According  to  information  tendered,  this  petition  was  mailed  from  Mont- 
real, P.Q.,  on  the  last  day  for  the  filing  of  such  petitions,  February  24,  1960. 
However  the  petition  was  not  filed  in  the  House  of  Commons  until  February  26. 

The  attorney  mistakenly  believed  that  a  petition  could  be  filed  under 
Standing  Order  93,  providing  it  is  mailed  on  or  before  the  last  day. 

It  was  suggested  that  the  petitioner  should  not  be  penalized  for  the 
attorney's  error. 
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2.  Petition  of  Gustave  Roy — Divorce 

This  petition  was  also  mailed  from  Montreal  to  an  Ottawa  agent  on 
February  24,  1960,  but  was  not  filed  in  the  House  of  Commons  until  February 
29,  1960.  The  attorney,  in  error,  believed  that  a  petition  mailed  on  or  before 
February  24,  1960  would  meet  the  requirements  of  Standing  Order  93. 

A  request  was  made  that  the  petitioner,  who  is  of  moderate  means,  be  not 
penalized  for  the  error  of  his  legal  representatives. 

3.  Petition  of  Marie  Therese  Brais  Beaudry — Divorce 

In  this  instance  the  circumstances  were  much  the  same  as  in  No.  2,  above. 
The  same  attorneys  were  involved  and  the  same  error  resulted  in  the  late  filing. 

A  request  was  made  that,  as  this  petitioner  is  in  poor  financial  straits,  she 
be  not  penalized  for  the  error  of  her  solicitors. 

4.  Petition  of  Rita  Belanger  Joubert — Divorce 

This  petition  was  not  filed  until  April  8,  1960,  because  of  an  oversight  by 
the  petitioner's  attorney,  who  omitted  to  file  a  petition  in  the  House  of  Commons 
until  that  date. 

A  request  was  made  that  the  petitioner,  who  is  presently  in  hospital,  be 
not  assessed  penalties. 

5.  Petition  of  Marcelle  Schipper  Brian — Divorce 

Due  to  an  error  by  the  attorney  in  the  computation  of  the  period  for  filing 
petitions  for  Private  Bills,  this  petition  was  not  filed  until  March  10,  1960. 
The  petitioner  was  in  no  way  responsible  for  this  error. 

The  petitioner  must  support  herself  and  three  children  on  a  very  modest 
salary. 

6.  Petition  of  Margaret  Mary  Ryan  alias  Marguerite  Ryan  Girvan  Hollett\ 
— Divorce 

This  petition  was  not  filed  until  May  2,  1960  because  the  two  copies  of  the 
petition  were  prepared,  but  inadvertently  were  both  addressed  and  forwarded 
to  the  Senate.  This  error  was  not  discovered  until  after  the  closing  date. 

The  petitioner  has  to  support  herself  and  assist  in  the  maintenance  of  one 
son  on  very  limited  financial  resources. 

Having  considered  the  abovementioned  petitions  for  Private  Bills  (Nos.  1 
to  6  inclusive),  your  Committee  recommends  that  in  each  instance  Standing 
Orders  93  and  94(3)  (a)  and  (c)  be  suspended  and  that  the  petitions  be 
received. 

By  unanimous  consent,  on  motion  of  Miss  Aitken,  seconded  by  Mr.  Fair- 
field, the  said  Report  was  concurred  in.

The  Minister,  with  the  approval  of  the  Governor  in  Council,  may 
on  behalf  of  the  Government  of  Canada,  pay  to  a  University  Council 
established  in  any  province  for  any  fiscal  year  commencing  on  or  after 
the  first  day  of  April  1960,  for  the  purpose  of  making  grants  to  institu- 
tions of  higher  learning  in  that  province  an  amount  calculated  by 
multiplying  the  population  of  the  province  for  the  calendar  year  ending 
in  that  fiscal  year  by  one  dollar  and  fifty  cents.' 

"The  Chairman  ruled  the  amendment  out  of  order  in  that  it  proposed 
an  additional  charge  over  that  authorized  by  the  terms  of  the  resolution 
preceding  the  bill  and  moreover  it  was  irrelevant  as  going  beyond  the  scope 
of  the  bill  as  approved  on  second  reading  thereof.

Dear  Sir, 

I  wish  to  congratulate  you  on  your  leader  entitled  MR.  FISHER'S 
SPEECH,  published  on  April  4  instant.  While  I  agree,  in  a  general  way  with  the 
views  expressed,  I  note  a  slight  misrepresentation.  It  is  the  apparently  in- 
nocuous sentence:  "Above  all,  it  is  the  fact  that  no  Minister  from  Quebec  or 
elsewhere,  nor  any  Conservative  Member  from  our  province,  told  him  off 
right  then  and  there,  as  did  Messrs.  Augustin  Brassard,  John  Pickersgill,  Joseph 
Habel,  a  French-speaking  •  member  from  Ontario,  and  L.  A.  Regnier,  a  Con- 
servative .  .  .  from  Manitoba". 

Your  editor  knows,  or  at  least  should  know,  that  no  member  may  rise  in 
the  House  of  Commons  before  he  has  been  recognized  by  the  Chair,  that  the 
Speaker  always  has  on  hand  a  list  of  Members  who  are  scheduled  to  address 
the  House  in  a  given  order  and  that  no  one  can  change  that  predetermined 
order.  It  must  be  pointed  out,  moreover,  that  the  present  Speaker  has  ruled 
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that  speeches  must  follow  one  another  in  the  sequence:  1  Conservative,  1 
Liberal,  1  C.C.F.  Since  there  are  only  8  C.C.F.  Members  in  the  House,  and 
51  Liberals,  every  C.C.F.  Member  has  the  opportunity  to  speak  20  times,  and 
each  Liberal  4  times,  to  one  for  the  Conservatives,  who  are  208  in  number. 

You  will  admit  that  this  does  not  provide  much  of  a  chance  to  rise  very 
often,  and  even  less  to  improvise  a  reply  at  such  times  as  one  would  like  to. 
I  may  add  that  when  the  House  is  in  Committee,  it  is  quite  obvious  that  Quebec 
Members  find  it  difficult  to  catch  the  eye  of  a  certain  Deputy  Chairman,  who  is 
probably  in  secret  agreement  with  Mr.  Fisher's  views. 

As  for  the  rest,  you  may  be  assured  that  present  Conservative  Members 
compare  very  favourably  with  previous  Liberal  Members  in  the  matter  of 
spunk  and  diligence  and  that  they  will  get  even  with  Mr.  Fisher  yet. 

I  believe  those  few  comments  were  necessary  to  clarify  the  situation  for 
those  who,  from  a  distance,  would  be  inclined  to  pass  judgment  without  know- 
ing the  facts.

Mr.  Speaker:  Yesterday  the  honourable  Member  for  Kootenay  West  (Mr. 
Herridge)  brought  before  the  House,  quite  properly  I  thought,  the  case  of  an 
apparent  misuse  of  the  stationery  of  the  House,  raised  it  as  a  question  of 
privilege,  and  presented  a  motion. 

I  have  examined  all  precedents  that  I  could  find  in  order  to  determine 
whether  or  not  this  amounted  to  a  breach  of  the  privileges  of  the  House  without 
finding  any  precedent  for  it.  It  appears  to  me  that  it  is  not  in  that  category 
and  does  not  raise  a  prima  facie  question  of  privilege.  I  should  just  like  to 
read  from  May  one  paragraph  which  outlines  generally  the  privileges  which 
have  been  established  by  precedent  as  those  of  the  House.  It  will  be  found 
at  page  109  of  May's  16th  Edition.  In  it  Campion  states  as  follows:  "It  would 
be  vain  to  attempt  an  enumeration  of  every  act  which  might  be  construed  into 
a  contempt,  the  power  to  punish  for  contempt  being  in  its  nature  discretionary. 
Certain  principles  may,  however,  be  collected  from  the  Journals  which  will 
serve  as  general  declarations  of  the  law  of  Parliament.  It  may  be  stated 
generally  that  any  act  or  omission  which  obstructs  or  impedes  either  House 
of  Parliament  in  the  performance  of  its  functions,  or  which  obstructs  or  im- 
pedes any  Member  or  officer  of  such  House  in  the  discharge  of  his  duty,  or 
which  has  a  tendency,  directly  or  indirectly,  to  produce  such  results  may  be 
treated  as  a  contempt  even  though  there  is  no  precedent  of  the  offence." 

This  appears  to  be  rather  an  administrative  problem  under  the  jurisdiction 
of  the  House  through  its  Speaker  and  its  officers  and  undoubtedly  can  be 
dealt  with  in  that  category  rather  than  straining  the  law  of  Parliament  to 
cover  this  particular  incident.

RULING  BY  MR.  SPEAKER 

Mr.  Speaker:  Perhaps  I  could  shorten  this  discussion  by  indicating  my 
views  on  some  of  the  points  which  have  been  raised,  and  the  remaining  dif- 
ficulties. On  the  point  the  Minister  makes  about  the  amendment  involving  the 
expenditure  of  money,  I  think  that  the  general  approach,  or  the  formula,  by 
which  the  matter  is  recommended  to  the  government  is  sufficient  answer.  It 
is  that  the  House  "recommends  for  the  consideration  of  the  government".  That 
is  the  form  which  has  been  used  in  many  of  our  motions  by  private  Members. 
If  it  is  accepted,  it  does  not  commit  the  government.  It  does  not  commit  the 
government  to  spend  money.  It  asks  the  government  only  to  consider  setting 
up  a  board.  In  other  words,  the  decision  of  the  House  does  not  bind  the  govern- 
ment to  set  up  a  board,  it  only  puts  the  government  under  an  obligation  to 
give  consideration  to  setting  up  the  board. 

On  the  question  of  whether  this  is  a  grievance  or  not,  I  should  like  to 
refer  honourable  Members  to  Bourinot's  Parliamentary  Procedure,  Fourth 
Edition,  which  defines  this  procedure  in  terms  which  I  think  are  worthy  of 
consideration.  I  refer  to  page  419:  "The  order  of  the  day  for  the  House  to  go 
into  Committee  of  Supply  having  been  read,  the  Speaker  will  put  the  ques- 
tion— *That  I  do  now  leave  the  chair'.  The  same  question  is  always  put  when- 
ever the  House  is  to  go  into  Committee  of  Supply,  in  order  to  afford  an  op- 
portunity to  Members  to  propose  amendments.  On  this  point  it  is  observed  by 
an  eminent  authority  that  the  ancient  constitutional  doctrine  that  the  redress 
of  grievances  is  to  be  considered  before  the  granting  of  supplies,  is  now 
represented  by  the  practice  of  permitting  every  description  of  amendment  to 
be  moved  on  the  question  for  the  Speaker  leaving  the  chair,  before  going  into 
Committee  of  Supply  or  Ways  and  Means." 

"Every  description  of  amendment";  there  was  no  right  of  Parliament 
broader  than  that  of  raising  grievances  before  voting  supply  and,  as  Bourinot 
points  out  by  reference  to  this  authority,  that  right  is  preserved  in  our  supply 
motions.  I  continue  with  the  citation:  "Upon  other  orders  of  the  day,  such 
amendments  must  be  relevant,  but  here  they  are  permitted  to  relate  to  every 
question  upon  which  a  Member  may  desire  to  offer  a  motion.  The  same  practice 
is  now  followed  very  extensively  in  the  Canadian  Commons." 

I  have  no  hesitation  in  coming  to  the  conclusion  that  a  resolution  recom- 
mending to  the  government  that  it  consider  setting  up  a  board,  something  which 
it  has  not  done,  is  a  grievance  within  the  very  broad  terms  of  grievances,  which 
include  anything  within  the  administrative  power  of  the  government,  about 
which  the  Commons  can  complain  in  the  course  of  the  process  of  granting 
supply. 

The  other  one  is  the  difficult  one,  to  my  mind,  whether  we  are  opening 
ourselves  to  repetition  of  debate  that  has  been  concluded  by  a  vote.  That 
difficulty  arises  not  out  of  the  recommendation  for  the  setting  up  of  this  board 
or  in  anything  the  amendment  says  to  the  words:  "for  the  purpose  of  develop- 
ing economic  policies — "  Then,  it  goes  on:  " — designed  to  achieve  a  high  and 
stable  level  of  income  and  employment." 

I  cannot  help  but  recall  the  words  of  the  amendment  to  the  Budget  motion, 
which  dealt  with  the  financial  policies  of  the  government  with  respect  to 
employment.  Here  we  come  to  economic  policies  with  respect  to  employment. 
While  "economic"  is  perhaps  a  broader  word  and  is  more  inclusive  than  the 
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financial  policies  of  the  government,  because  economic  policies  might  be  those 
of  private  industry  and  other  agencies.  This  is  the  problem  that  remains  and 
if,  before  I  come  to  a  decision,  the  Minister  or  others  would  like  to  address 
themselves  to  that  point  briefly,  I  would  be  grateful. 

And  debate  continuing  on  the  point  of  order; 

Mr.  Speaker:  I  think  that  the  essential  purpose  expressed  in  the  proposed 
amendment  is  the  consideration  of  "a  national  advisory  board  on  economic 
development  and  automation  with  representatives  of  governments,  industry, 
labour,  agriculture  and  universities".  In  other  words,  it  is  not  a  purely  govern- 
mental body  but  an  advisory  board  "for  the  purpose  of  developing  economic 
policies  designed  to  achieve  a  high  and  stable  level  of  income  and  employ- 
ment". I  think  the  amendment  is  capable  of  the  interpretation  that  the 
purposes  of  the  proposed  board  are  in  general  the  maintenance  of  a  high  level 
of  economic  activity  in  the  country.  Unemployment  is  not  mentioned  although 
it  is  the  converse  of  employment,  and  undoubtedly  there  is  a  risk  that  one 
matter  which  has  been  decided,  the  effect  of  the  financial  policies  of  the 
government  with  respect  to  unemployment,  would  be  revived  and  an  attempt 
made  to  debate  it.  But  that  was  a  narrower  amendment,  one  which  is  an 
illustration  of  a  different  principle  and  having  to  do  with  the  financial  policy 
of  the  government  rather  than  an  advisory  board.  As  I  am  in  considerable 
doubt,  I  think  I  should  give  the  benefit  to  the  proposer  of  the  amendment  with 
the  caution  that  I  will  not  regard  it  as  opening  of  the  door  to  a  debate  on  the 
financial  policies  of  the  government  with  respect  to  unemployment,  which 
subject  has  been  dealt  with  as  an  amendment  to  the  Budget  motion. 

And  debate  arising  on  the  said  proposed  amendment; 

The  Minister  of  Finance  having  risen  to  state  that  he  would  like  to  raise 
a  further  point  of  order  which  was  directly  relevant  to  the  question  whether 
the  amendment  now  before  the  House  was  in  order  or  out  of  order  on  another 
ground; 

RULING  BY  MR.  SPEAKER 

Mr.  Speaker:  I  wonder  if  it  is  proper  to  re-open  a  matter  after  I  have 
concluded  my  decision.  I  placed  the  motion  before  the  House  by  reading  the 
amendment.  The  honourable  Member  for  Vancouver  East  (Mr.  ^ Winch)  took 
the  floor  and  has  been  speaking.  It  may  be  that  a  matter  which  has  come  to 
the  Minister's  attention  would  have  had  a  bearing  on  the  decision,  and  might 
have  affected  it.  However,  I  raise  the  question  of  the  propriety  of  opening  up 
a  decision  which  has  been  concluded.  It  seems  to  me  we  would  be  setting  a 
very  bad  precedent  in  doing  that,  which  would  lead  to  lack  of  finality  in  any 
decision  of  the  Chair. 

I  have  asked  the  Minister,  before  he  pursues  the  matter,  whether  he  does 
not  think  that  a  difficulty  arises.  It  is  true  that  when  new  evidence  appears 
cases  are  re-opened  in  Court,  but  it  does  not  seem  to  me  that  we  can  follow  that 
practice,  nor  that  we  have  followed  that  practice  in  the  House.  When  a  decision 
is  taken,  the  only  remedy  is  by  way  of  appeal.  I  think  I  should  ask  the  Minister 
not  to  pursue  the  argument. 

And  debate  continuing  on  the  said  proposed  amendment;  the  said  debate 
was  interrupted  at  ten  o'clock.

Mr.  Smith  (Calgary  South),  from  the  Standing  Committee  on  Estimates, 
presented  the  Second  Report  of  the  said  Committee,  which  is  as  follows: 

On  Tuesday,  February  16,  1960,  your  com.mittee  was  constituted  by  an 
Order  of  the  House  and  given  the  following  powers: 

Ordered, — That  the  said  committee  be  empowered  to  examine  and 
inquire  into  all  such  matters  and  things  as  may  be  referred  to  it  by 
the  House;  and  to  report  from  time  to  time  its  observations  and  opinions 
thereon,  with  power  to  send  for  persons,  papers  and  records. 

On  Tuesday,  March  1,  1960,  the  House  referred  to  your  Committee  items 
numbered  242  to  255  inclusive  of  the  Main  Estimates  1960-61  relating  to  the 
Department  of  National  Health  and  Welfare. 

Your  Committee  has  held  twenty  meetings  during  which  it  examined  the 
estimates  of  the  Department  with  care  and  heard  expert  testimony  from 
officers  of  the  Department.  Your  Committee  approves  the  Estimates  and 
recommends  them  to  the  House  for  approval. 

The  Ministers  of  National  Health  and  Welfare  and  National  Defence  as- 
sisted by  the  Clerk  of  the  Privy  Council,  the  Director  of  the  Emergency 
Measures  Organization  and  senior  officers  of  the  Department  of  National  Health 
and  Welfare  greatly  assisted  your  Committee  in  its  deliberations. 

1— GENERAL 

In  his  opening  statement  the  Minister  advised  the  Committee  that  the 
total  Budget  for  the  period  1960-61  is  estimated  at  $1,439,240,729,  and  that 
this  represented  a  2.7  per  cent  increase  over  the  previous  year.  From  the 
Committee's  standpoint,  however,  what  was  more  significant  was  that,  of  the 
total  Budget,  94.1  per  cent  represented  statutory  items.  Of  the  balance  of 
approximately  $84  million  of  items  to  be  voted  by  Parliament,  the  Committee 
noted  that  the  Department's  Estimates  showed  a  decrease  of  $8.1  million  from 
the  previous  year.  The  Committee  does  not  suggest  that  any  conclusion  should 
necessarily  be  drawn  from  this  other  than  to  illustrate  the  clear  separation  of 
the  Committee's  responsibility  in  examining  these  two  separate  accounts. 

U— HOSPITAL   CONSTRUCTION   GRANTS 

The  Committee  examined  at  some  length  the  relationship  between  both 
the  senior  levels  of  Government  and  the  Municipal  Authorities  in  providing 
for  adequate  hospital  beds  in  Canada.  While  it  is  accepted  that  this  responsi- 
bility rests  with  the  Provincial  and  Municipal  authorities,  the  Committee  was 
concerned  over  reports  of  hospital  crowding  and  the  difficulty  of  seriously  ill 
patients  obtaining  admission  into  a  number  of  Canadian  hospitals.  It  v/as  noted 
that  no  accurate  estimate  was  available  of  the  actual  waiting  list  in  relation 
to  the  demand  for  hospital  beds. 
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The  Committee  appreciates  that  this  problem  is  complicated  by  nature 
of  the  constitutional  authority  of  the  Federal  Government  in  providing  hospital 
grants.  It  further  concurs  with  the  opinion  of  the  Minister  when  he  stated 
before  the  Committee  that  as  long  as  new  construction  remains  a  large  part 
of  the  community  responsibility,  Canadian  hospitals  will  retain  their  traditional 
economy  and  independence. 

Recommendation 

Notwithstanding  this  observation,  the  Committee  recommends  that  the 
relationship  between  the  three  levels  of  Government  be  examined — firstly,  to 
determine  the  seriousness  of  the  hospital  bed  shortage  in  Canada  by  instituting 
an  immediate  review  of  availability  in  relation  to  demand; 

Secondly,  by  discussing  the  results  of  this  survey  with  Provincial  and 
Municipal  authorities  so  that  any  future  critical  bed  shortage  may  be  averted; 

Thirdly,  in  cooperation  with  the  provinces,  by  attacking  the  problem  of 
chronic  bed  care,  with  a  view  to  providing  increased  accommodation  for  the 
more  critically-ill  patients; 

Fourthly,  recognizing  that  out-patient  care  and  diagnostic  services  have 
a  direct  relation  to  in-patient  hospital  congestion,  your  Committee  recommends 
that  the  Provincial  authorities  be  encouraged  to  review  both  out-patient  and 
diagnostic  services  under  their  respective  hospitalization  schemes:  the  purpose 
of  such  a  review  to  ascertain  if  adjustment  to  certain  practices  now  followed 
might  not  relieve  the  in-patient  hospital  load. 

Ill— HOS-PITAL   ADMINISTRATION 
Closed  Hospitals 

Your  Committee  was  informed  that  of  the  250  general  hospitals  in  opera- 
tion at  the  end  of  1958  with  a  capacity  of  100  beds  or  over,  special  by-laws 
existed  in  37  of  these  establishments  providing  for  the  operation  of  a  closed 
medical  staff  and  that  an  additional  31  function  on  a  sim.ilar  basis  with  respect 
to  standard  ward  accommodation. 

While  it  is  appreciated  that  the  administrative  responsibility  for  these 
hospitals  does  not  come  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Federal  authority,  it 
should  be  pointed  out  that  these  hospitals  are  recipients  of  financial  aid  from 
the  Government  of  Canada  under  the  Health  Grants  Program  and  the  Hospital 
Insurance  and  Diagnostic  Services  Act. 

Deterrent  Charges 

The  Committee  was  informed  that  certain  Provinces,  in  an  attempt  to  dis- 
courage unnecessary  occupancy  of  hospital  beds,  have  established  a  separate 
"deterrent"  charge  of  from  one  to  two  dollars,  applicable  to  each  patient  enter- 
ing the  hospital.  Under  the  National  Hospital  Act,  the  Federal  Government 
does  not  recognize  these  charges  as  part  of  ordinary  hospital  costs,  in  that  they 
are  unconvinced  that  the  amounts  levied  offer  any  real  deterrent.  As  a  con- 
sequence, the  Provinces  concerned  are  unable  to  qualify  for  the  full  benefits 
under  the  Act.  Your  Committee  was  informed  that  no  study  had  been  under- 
taken to  determine  the  effectiveness  of  these  charges  and,  therefore,  suggests 
that  they  be  reviewed,  in  co-operation  with  the  Provinces  concerned. 

Staphylococcal  Infections 

The  Committee  notes  that  the  Department,  in  its  Annual  Report,  1959, 
views  the  matter  of  staphylococcal  infections  in  hospitals  as  a  serious  one.

The  Committee  welcomes  the  information  that  a  Committee  of  the  National 
Research  Council,  which  has  been  exploring  the  various  aspects  of  this  prob- 
lem, will  make  available  their  report  this  coming  summer. 

While  the  Committee  is  reluctant  to  reach  any  conclusion  on  this  matter 
until  such  time  as  full  information  is  available  to  the  Department,  it  respect- 
fully suggests  that  there  be  no  delay  in  putting  their  recommendations  into 
effect,  with  provincial  cooperation,  in  all  hospitals  under  the  National  Hospital 
Plan. 

Recommendation 

Your  Committee  is  of  the  view  that  every  effort  should  be  made  to  prevail 
on  the  local  authorities  to  ascertain  whether  a  policy  involving  any  form  of 
restrictions  or  discrimination  places  hardship  on  either  patients  or  non-staff 
doctors. 


IV— MENTAL  HEALTH 

The  Committee  carried  out  an  extensive  examination  of  the  various  aspects 
of  Canada's  mental  health  problem.  We  were  advised  by  the  Minister  that 
the  1959-60  federal  Estimate  of  $8,531,000  is  an  increase  of  $1,531,000  over 
the  previous  year.  In  addition  to  this  amount,  under  a  separate  Vote,  the 
Canadian  Mental  Health  Association  receives  $15,000,  made  as  a  contribution 
to  defray  its  organizational  expenses. 

It  was  estimated  that  70,000  Canadians  are  in  mental  hospitals  and  train- 
ing schools  for  the  mentally  defective,  at  any  one  time,  and  while  the  Com- 
mittee acknowledges  that  the  Department  has  made  a  sizeable  financial 
contribution  toward  resolving  the  problem,  it  nevertheless  questions  whether  a 
great  deal  more  should  not  be  done  in  this  field.  As  an  example,  it  is  ap- 
preciated that  in  recent  years  the  improvement  in  scientific  knowledge  of 
mental  diseases  has  advanced  considerably;  however,  it  is  the  opinion  of  the 
Committee  that  too  little  money  has  been  directed  toward  research  on  mental 
illness. 

The  problem  would  appear  to  be  particularly  serious  in  the  instance  of 
emotionally  disturbed  children,  and  while  it  is  acknowledged  that  the  Depart- 
ment has  asked  for  a  survey  of  the  resources  and  facilities  available  in  Canada 
to  cope  with  this  situation,  it  is  the  Committee's  opinion  that  this  work  could 
be  considerably  accelerated. 

Your  Committee  further  acknowledges  that  here  again  the  prime  re- 
sponsibility for  attacking  the  problem  constitutionally  rests  with  the  Provinces. 
What  does  concern  Members,  however,  is  the  apparent  disparity  between 
provinces  in  the  availability  of  both  treatment  services  and  adequate  facilities 
for  the  training  of  mentally  retarded  youngsters.  It  is  the  opinion  of  the  Com- 
mittee that  too  many  private  institutions  are  left  with  the  responsibility  of 
providing  custodial  care  without  having  available  adequate  treatment  facilities. 

Recommendations 

Your  Committee  therefore  strongly  recommends 

(a)  that  there  is  an  urgent  need  for  an  all-out  effort  to  increase  scientific 
knowledge  of  the  causes  of  mental  illness  and  its  treatment,  and  suggests  that 
consideration  be  given  to  the  provision  of  further  grants  to  achieve  this  goal. 

(b)  that  a  new  joint  study  of  the  problem  with  Provincial  authorities 
should  be  initiated  immediately  with  the  object  of  improving  the  standard  of 
both  treatment  and  facilities  for  our  mentally  ill. 
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V— GRANTS  TO  HEALTH  AND  WELFARE  AND  RELATED 
ORGANIZATIONS 

The  Committee  was  unable  to  detect  any  method  or  system  in  the  deter- 
mination of  departmental  grants  to  institutions.  Recommendations  are  ap- 
parently made  after  an  assessment  by  departmental  officials  in  consultation 
with  the  Minister.  However,  it  would  appear  that,  from  the  evidence,  there 
is  little  consistency  in  making  the  awards.  It  was  also  evident  that  grants  are 
not  determined  on  merit  alone. 

Recommendation 

It  is  therefore  recommended  that  a  review  of  the  grant  structure  be  made 
with  the  object  of  establishing  a  criteria  for  the  evaluation  of  awards  and 
their  direct  relation  to  the  needs  of  the  institutions  and  organizations. 

Yl— CANADA'S  NATIVE  POPULATION 

The  Committee  was  informed  of  the  achievements  of  the  Department  in 
improving  the  state  of  health  of  Indians,  and  it  was  noted  that  the  comparable 
death  rate  of  Indians  per  capita  is  only  a  little  higher  than  that  for  the  rest 
of  Canada's  people.  It  was,  however,  stated  that  the  infant  mortality  rate, 
those  under  one  year  of  age,  account  for  11%  of  all  Indian  deaths,  or  ex- 
pressed as  a  percentage  of  this  category,  it  represents  just  under  40%  of  the 
total  deaths  and  is  therefore  3  times  higher  than  the  average  for  the  rest 
of  Canada. 

The  Committee  was  also  advised  that  the  health  state  of  Eskimos  is  con- 
siderably more  critical,  and  that  about  half  of  all  Eskimo  deaths  are  in  the 
infant  category.  The  seriousness  of  the  problem  was  illustrated  when  we  were 
informed  that  23%  of  all  Eskimo  babies  born,  die  before  they  reach  the  age 
of  one  year.  The  Department  concludes  that  most  of  these  young  victims  fail 
to  survive  as  a  result  of  the  ruggedness  of  the  natural  way  of  life  of  the 
Eskimo.  The  Committee  considers  it  significant  that  the  mortality  rate  appears 
to  be  higher  under  circumstances  where  Eskimos  come  in  contact  with  any 
degree  of  civilization.  Your  Committee  appreciates  that  great  progress  has 
been  made  in  improving  the  health  of  both  Indians  and  Eskimos,  but  never- 
theless recommends: 

Recommendation 

That  every  effort  be  made  to  accelerate  the  improvement  of  health 
facilities  in  the  most  efficient  and  economical  manner  possible  and  partic- 
ularly your  Committee  suggests  that  increased  medical  care  be  provided.  The 
more  active  recruitment  of  nursing  staff  for  service  in  Indian  and  Eskimo 
communities   would   appear   to   be   a   logical  first   step. 

Vll— PHYSICAL  FITNESS 

With  respect  to  the  general  health  of  Canadians,  your  Committee  was 
advised  that  the  physical  fitness  of  the  Canadian  people  is  cause  for  concern, 
and  that  evidence  supporting  this  fact  is  provided  by  the  number  of  rejections 
in  terms  of  recruits  to  the  Armed  Services.  While  acknowledging  that  this 
latter  observation,  because  of  its  specialized  nature,  can  hardly  represent  a 
barometer  of  Canadian  health,  the  Committee  is  of  the  opinion  that  some 
positive  steps  should  be  taken  to  re-assess  measures  for  the  improvement  of 
the  general  physical  fitness  of  Canada's  citizens.  It  is  appreciated  that  the 
National  Physical  Fitness  Act  of  1943  was  not  a  success;  however,  it  is  noted 
that  the  Department,  through  a  special  committee,  is  currently  studying  the 
problem,  in  cooperation  with  the  Canadian  Medical  Association. 
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Recovimendation 

Your  Committee  recommends  that  this  joint  body  be  requested  to  report 
on  its  deliberations  in  the  hope  that  a  comprehensive  plan  can  be  formulated 
to  improve  the  standard  of  physical  fitness  in  Canada. 

Vin— iVAKCOTIC   CONTROL 

The  Committee  was  informed  that  the  Department  has  a  dual  responsi- 
bility for  narcotic  control,  administered  under  two  separate  Acts.  It  was  further 
advised  that  the  responsibility  for  the  enforcement  and  control  of  illegal  im- 
portation of  narcotics  is  assumed  by  the  Department  of  Justice. 

Evidence  from  Department  officials  indicated  that  addiction  in  Canada 
has  been  fairly  stabilized  over  the  period  from  1954  to  1959,  and  the  Committee 
welcomed  the  announcement  of  the  formation  of  the  Mental  Health  Advisory 
Committee  which  is  currently  undertaking  an  investigation  with  respect  to 
the  treatment  and  rehabilitation  of  narcotic  addicts. 

From  all  the  evidence  submitted,  however,  it  would  appear  that  the 
principal  problem  of  control  of  narcotics  is  the  illegal  importation  into 
Canada.  In  this  respect,  we  were  advised  that  the  Department  has  contributed 
a  Government  representative  to  the  United  Nations  Narcotic  Commission,  and 
that  for  some  years  this  body  has  attempted  to  limit  the  growing  of  raw  opium 
products  to  the  world  demand  for  medical  and  scientific  purposes  only. 

Recommendation 

Your  Committee  recommends  as  follows: 

(a)  that  following  the  report  of  the  Mental  Health  Advisory  Com- 
mittee, the  Department  should  take  immediate  action  to  augment 
the  present  programme  for  the  treatment  and  rehabilitation  of 
narcotic  addicts; 

(b)  that  every  effort  should  be  made  through  the  Canadian  repre- 
sentative on  the  United  Nations  Narcotic  Commission,  to  restrict 
the  growing  of  raw  opium  to  the  international  demand  for  medical 
purposes. 

IX— FAMILY  ALLOWANCES 

It  was  noted  that  as  of  March  18,  1960,  approximately  5,847  children  were 
not  receiving  benefits  under  the  Family  Allowances  Act.  The  principal  reason 
for  this  is  the  presence  in  the  Act  of  Section  2  (F)  which  defines  a  parent  as 
a  father,  step-father,  adopted  father,  foster-father,  mother,  step-mother, 
adopted  mother,  foster-mother  or  any  other  person  who  maintains  or  has  the 
custody  of  a  child,  but  does  not  include  an  ''institution". 

It  was  explained  to  the  Committee  that  it  is  not  possible  for  the  Department 
to  recognize  institutions  as  legal  guardians  and,  therefore,  children  receiving, 
in  many  cases,  the  best  of  care,  are  unable  to  benefit  under  the  provisions  of 
the  Act. 

In  the  opinion  of  the  Committee  the  exclusion  of  these  children  from 
benefits  available  to  all  other  children  in  Canada  is  unfair  and  unjust. 

The  question  was  raised  as  to  the  justice  of  the  policy  of  excluding  from 
Family  Allowances  the  children  of  Armed  Forces  personnel  stationed  abroad. 
The  Minister  replied  that  payments  were  not  made  in  that  "It  has  always 
been  felt  that  the  children  of  Service  men  serving  abroad  do  get  'Special 
Allowances'  but  not  through  Family  Allowances."   Evidence  tabled  with  the 
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Committee  raises  doubt  as  to  whether  such  'Special  Allowances'  create  a 
certain  discrimination  insofar  as  Service  Personnel  of  junior  rank  are  con- 
cerned. It  was  also  not  clear  as  to  whether  this  discrimination  did  not  extend 
in  some  degree  to  all  personnel  serving  abroad. 

RecomTnendations 

Your  Committee  therefore  recommends 

(a)  That  consideration  be  given  to  payment  of  Family  Allowances  on 
behalf  of  children  cared  for  in  institutions; 

(b)  That  the  Government  review  present  policy  which  precludes  the 
payment  of  Family  Allowances  on  behalf  of  the  children  of  Service 
Personnel   stationed   abroad. 

X— BLIND  PERSONS'  ALLOWANCES 

The  Committee  was  informed  that  the  means  test  applied  to  the  payment 
of  allowances  to  the  blind,  provides  that  the  total  income,  including  allowances, 
for  an  unmarried  person,  may  not  exceed  $1,200.00  a  year.  In  other  words,  a 
recipient  of  the  allowances  can  have  an  income  of  $45.00  per  month  from  any 
other  source  without  affecting  the  maximum  amount  of  his  allowance.  Com- 
parable figures  were  produced  for  married  persons. 

The  Committee  was  further  advised  that  an  estimate  of  the  cost  of 
eliminating  the  means  test  on  a  shared  basis  with  the  Province,  would  amount 
to  approximately  4^  million  dollars.  Recognizing  the  special  nature  of  the 
handicap  of  blindness  and  the  importance  of  encouraging  the  self  rehabilitation 
of  blind  persons  your  Committee  recommends: 

RecomTTiendation 

That  the  Government  consider  the  advisability  of  eliminating  the  means 
test  in  connection  with  the  payment  of  Allowances  to  Blind  Persons. 

XI— DISABLED  PERSONS'  ALLOWANCES 

Your  Committee  was  advised  of  several  attempts  to  amend  the  definition 
of  "permanent"  and  ''total  disability"  which  is  contained  in  the  present  Regu- 
lations governing  the  administration  of  the  Disabled  Persons'  Act.  The  uni- 
formity in  the  application  by  the  Provinces  of  that  part  of  the  Regulations 
was  questioned  and  the  Committee  was  informed  that  every  effort  has  been 
made  to  achieve  comparable  standards  for  assessing  disability.  Officers  of  the 
Department  pointed  out  that  while  the  definition  is  the  same  in  each  Province, 
it  is  inevitable  that  medical  opinions  will  vary;  consequently,  this  variation 
of  judgment  can  have  a  direct  bearing  on  the  granting  of  pensions. 

Some  Committee  Members  expressed  objection  to  the  qualifying  pro- 
vision of  the  Act  related  to  whether  the  disability  of  the  applicant  was  perma- 
nent or  not.  It  was  argued  that  such  an  interpretation  places  a  hardship  on 
certain  age  groups  within  our  community  who  are  unable  to  qualify  for  old 
age  benefits.  A  further  objection  expressed  by  Committee  Members  was  that 
the  Disabled  Persons'  Allowance  should  not  only  be  awarded  to  those  who  are 
permanently  incapable  of  assuming  any  profitable  work,  but  also  to  those  who 
suffer  from  severe  heart  disease  or  chronic  and  incurable  rheumatic  illness. 
It  was  pointed  out  that  persons  in  these  two  categories  are,  for  all  intents  and 
purposes,  permanently  disabled. 

It  was  drawn  to  the  attention  of  the  Committee  that  certain  Provinces 
have  introduced  programmes  of  their  own  which  provide  relief  to  disabled 
persons  who  are  unable  to  qualify  under  existing  Federal  Regulations.  Where 
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an  applicant  is  disabled  and  only  employable  at  intervals,  or  incapable  of 
working  except  under  special  circumstances,  the  Provincial  authorities  grant 
relief  through  the  Unemployment  Assistance  Act.  Members  of  the  Committee 
were  of  the  opinion  that  as  the  Federal  Government  pays  substantial  amounts 
to  certain  Provinces  through  this  Act,  a  possible  solution  to  the  problem 
referred  to  above  might  be  found  if  a  similar  action  were  taken  in  other  areas 
of  Canada. 

Recommendation 

While  the  Committee  was  unable  to  agree  on  any  specific  recommendation, 
it  was  apparent  by  the  length  of  the  examination  and  the  number  of  objections 
to  the  present  definition  that  the  Government  should  re-examine  both  the 
question  of  uniformity  and  the  terms  under  which  awards  are  made.  It  is 
suggested  that  there  are  a  number  of  anomalies  which  result  from  a  some- 
what inflexible  interpretation  of  the  Act,  and  some  attempt  should  be  made  to 
remove  these  objections. 


XII— CIVIL   DEFENCE   AND   EMERGENCY  MEASURES 
ORGANIZATION 

Under  Item  255  of  the  Estimates,  the  Committee  was  empowered  to 
examine  and  report  on  civil  defence,  health,  welfare,  and  training  services. 
Because  of  the  interlocking  relationship  to  Vote  311  in  the  Privy  Council 
Estimates  and  Vote  233  in  the  National  Defence  Estimates,  witnesses  from 
these  two  respective  divisions  of  Government  were  asked  to  appear  before 
the  Committee  for  the  purpose  of  distinguishing  their  individual  responsi- 
bility in  the  civil  defence  programme. 

The  Committee  was  impressed  not  only  with  the  witnesses  but  with  the 
progress  which  has  been  made  to  co-ordinate  the  varied  and  separate  activi- 
ties of  the  Government  departments  involved  in  Civil  Defence. 

Your  Committee  recognized  its  limitations  in  expressing  opinions  outside 
of  the  terms  of  reference.  However,  because  of  the  relationship  of  all  three 
votes,   it  respectfully   submits   the   following   general   recommendations: 

Recovfimendations 

(a)  Recognizing  the  continuing  threat  to  world  peace  and  national 
apathy  toward  Civil  Defence,  every  effort  should  be  made  to  speed 
up  the  national  survival  programme,  particular  emphasis  should 
be  directed  by  the  Federal  authority  in  raising  the  standard  of 
delinquent  Provincial  Programmes; 

(b)  The  administrative  complex  of  Emergency  Measures  Organization 
should  be  reviewed  after  a  twelve-month  period  for  the  purpose 
of  assessing  overall  efficiency; 

(c)  Equipment  essential  for  the  national  survival  role  should  be  pro- 
cured without  delay; 

(d)  Information  in  either  pamphlet  form  or  through  visual  aids  should 
be  re- assessed  so  that  in  the  event  of  a  national  emergency,  in- 
structions will  be  expressed  in  concise  and  simple  terms,  thus 
avoiding  confusion  by  too  many  complicated  orders. 

(e)  Recognizing  that  survival  in  the  event  of  a  nuclear  war  to  some 
extent  will  be  dependent  on  the  availability  of  uncontaminated  food 
supplies,  an  active  programme  to  meet  this  requirement  should  be 
considered. 
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Xlll— EDUCATIONAL  AND  INFORMATIONAL  MATERIAL 

The  Committee  was  advised  that  estimates  for  educational  and  informa- 
tional material  amount  to  $395,000.  Added  to  this  is  a  further  amount  for 
salaries,  expenses,  and  travelling  allowances,  for  a  staff  of  33  people  in  the 
Information  Services  Division,  providing  an  estimated  total  cost  for  this  section 
of  the  Department  of  over  one-half  million  dollars.  The  Committee  was  further 
informed  that  the  Department  distributes  many  of  its  publications  through  the 
provincial  governments  at  no  cost. 

The  Committee  acknowledges  that  these  publications  provide  a  useful 
service;  however,  in  relation  to  the  size  of  the  staff,  the  unusually  broad 
scope  of  their  subject  matter  and  the  cost  per  item,  with  negligible  financial 
recoveries,  the  Committee  recommends 

Recommendation 

That  the  Department  review  its  policy  with  a  view  to  some  measure  of 
economy  either  by  reducing  the  quantity  and  variety  of  publications  or  by 
establishing  a  nominal  charge  for  their  distribution. 

XIY— DEPARTMENTAL   EFFICIENCY  EVALUATION 

Your  Committee  inquired  as  to  the  nature  of  analysis  or  surveys  made  by 
the  Organization  and  Methods  Division  of  the  Civil  Service  Commission  into 
various  aspects  of  the  operational  efficiency  of  the  Department.  The  Com- 
mittee was  pleased  to  learn  that  there  had  been  nine  such  studies  made  since 
1950,  and  that  the  tenth  is  currently  in  progress.  While  the  Committee  com- 
mends the  Department  for  its  desire  to  reach  a  maximum  of  operational  effi- 
ciency, it  has  some  doubt,  nevertheless,  as  to  whether  these  studies  are  com- 
prehensive enough  to  include  an  evaluation  of  such  matters  as  staff  require- 
ments and  the  cost  of  administration.  The  Committee  acknowledges  that  it 
was  unable  to  establish  any  concrete  evidence  of  a  breakdown  of  operational 
efficiency,  but,  nevertheless,  it  viewed  with  some  concern  certain  Votes  in- 
volving large  numbers  of  personnel  assigned  similar  responsibilities.  As  an 
example,  one  Department  Vote  calls  for  21  Economists'  positions,  all  of  which 
are  employed  in  the  Research  and  Statistics  Division.  We  were  informed  that 
of  these,  16  are  now  occupied — 5  are  currently  vacant.  The  same  comparison 
can  be  made  of  both  Technical  Officers  and  Purchasing  Agents — the  latter 
group  totalling  5  in  number.  The  Committee  has  also  already  made  reference 
to  certain  expenditures  in  relation  to  the  publishing  of  pamphlets  and  in- 
formational material,  and  suggests  that  this  Vote  should  also  come  under 
the  scrutiny  of  a  future  survey. 

In  his  evidence,  the  Minister  indicated  to  the  Committee  that  the  Gov- 
ernment's proposed  study  of  various  departmental  administrations  will  prob- 
ably include  a  review  of  all  departments  and  it  is  anticipated  that  the  Depart- 
ment of  National  Health  and  Welfare  will  be  included.  Your  Committee 
therefore  recommends: 

Recommendation 

That  the  Department  request  the  Organization  and  Methods  Division  to 
undertake  a  somewhat  more  comprehensive  study  of  the  Department's  opera- 
tions, recognizing  that  this  information  will  provide  a  useful  basis  for  any  more 
detailed  study  anticipated  in  the  future. 

A  copy  of  the  Committee's  Minutes  of  Proceedings  and  Evidence  is 
appended. 
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(The  Minutes  of  Proceedings  and  Evidence  accompanying  the  said  Report 
recorded  as  Appendix  No.  6  to  the  Journals) 

The  foregoing  Items  of  the  Main  Estimates  stand  referred  to  the  Committee 
of  Supply  pursuant  to  Standing  Order  57. 

Mr.  Grafftey  for  Miss  Aitken,  from  the  Standing  Committee  on  Standing 
Orders,  presented  the  Fifth  Report  of  the  said  Committee,  which  was  read  as 
follows: 

Pursuant  to  the  Orders  of  Reference  of  Thursday,  May  19,  the  Committee 
gave  consideration  to  the  following  petitions  for  Private  Bills,  filed  after  the 
last  date  for  the  filing  of  petitions  as  set  forth  in  Standing  Order  93,  together 
with  the  related  Reports  of  the  Clerk  of  Petitions  of  March  15th  and  30th,  and 
May  17th,  1960. 

1.  Petition  of  Northern  Pipe  Line  CoTupany. 

The  compilation  of  information  necessary  for  the  introduction  of  the  bill 
in  this  instance  was  commenced  last  fall  but  before  such  information  was 
available,  so  that  a  firm  decision  could  be  made,  much  time  had  elapsed  and 
it  was  impossible  to  meet  the  deadline  for  filing  petitions.  However,  the  matter 
was  proceeded  with  as  expeditiously  as  possible  and  the  petition  was  filed  on 
3rd  March,  1960,  namely,  eight  days  late.  It  was  pointed  out  also  that  the  time 
for  filing  petitions  was  extended  in  the  other  place. 

2.  The  Wawanesa  Mutual  Insurance  Company. 

3.  The  Wawanesa  Mutual  Life  Insurance  Company. 

These  two  petitions  are  closely  related.  The  former  company  having  decided 
to  enter  the  life  insurance  field  proceeded  with  the  preliminaries  in  February, 
after  the  date  set  for  filing  petitions.  The  petitions,  in  fact,  were  filed  with  the 
House  of  Commons  on  14th  March,  1960,  namely,  19  days  late.  However,  both 
were  accepted  and  proceeded  with  in  the  other  place. 

4.  Petition  of  Rosaire  Armand  Falardeau — Divorce. 

The  petition  was  filed  with  the  House  of  Commons  on  March  17th,  1960, 
namely,  22  days  after  the  last  date  set  for  filing  petitions.  However,  the  time  for 
filing  petitions  for  divorce  was  extended  in  the  other  place  and  a  date  for  hearing 
of  the  petition  has  already  been  set. 

Having  considered  the  above  mentioned  petitions  for  Private  Bills  (Nos. 
1  to  4  inclusive),  your  Committee  recommends  that  in  each  instance  Standing 
Orders  93  and  94(3)  (a)  and  (c)  be  suspended  and  that  the  said  petitions  be 
received. 

By  unanimous  consent,  on  motion  of  Mr.  Grafftey,  seconded  by  Mr. 
Jorgenson,  the  said  Report  was  concurred  in.

On  Tuesday,  February  16,  1960,  your  Committee  was  constituted  by  an 
order  of  the  House  and  empowered  to  examine  and  inquire  into  all  such  matters 
and  things  as  may  be  referred  to  it  by  the  House,  and  to  report,  from  time  to 
time,  its  observations  and  opinions  thereon.  It  was  also  given  the  power  to  send 
for  persons,  papers  and  records. 

On  Tuesday,  March  1,  1960,  Items  numbered  457  to  482  inclusive  and  495 
to  497  inclusive  of  the  Main  Estimates  1960-61  relating  to  the  Department  of 
Veterans  Affairs  were  referred  to  the  Committee. 

Your  Committee  has  held  eleven  meetings  and  made  a  careful  study  of 
the  estimates,  approves  them,  and  recommends  them  to  the  House  for  approval. 

During  its  consideration  of  the  estimates,  your  Committee  received  the 
benefit  of  assistance  from  the  Minister,  the  Honourable  Alfred  J,  Brooks,  his 
Deputy,  Mr.  Lucien  Lalonde,  and  senior  officers  of  the  Department.  Assistance 
was  also  received  from  the  Chairman  of  the  Canadian  Pension  Commission,  the 
Deputy  Chairman,  the  Chairman  of  the  War  Veterans  Allowance  Board  and 
the  National  Secretary  of  the  Army  Benevolent  Fund.

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Your  Committee  was  impressed  by  the  evidence  given  by  officers  of  the 
Department,  of  the  operations  of  the  various  divisions  and  the  manner  in  which 
veterans'  legislation  is  administered.  It  was  particularly  gratified  to  note  that 
due  to  a  reorganization  of  the  Department's  administration,  increased  efficiency 
v/ith  an  economy  in  the  number  of  positions  has  been  achieved. 

The  Committee  learned  that  one  of  the  principal  services  of  the  Depart- 
ment, namely  Treatment  Service,  has  continued  throughout  the  past  year 
to  provide  medical  treatment  and  hospital  facilities  for  veterans,  second  to  none 
in  Canada.  Improvement  was  noted  in  the  problem  of  providing  treatment  to 
veterans  in  the  Yukon  as  a  result  of  the  opening,  in  April  of  last  year,  of  the 
new  federal  hospital  at  Whitehorse. 

Your  Committee  also  was  informed  that  Treatment  Service  has  benefitted 
financially  to  some  extent  by  the  participation  of  nine  out  of  ten  provinces  in 
the  National  Health  Insurance  Program. 

The  value  of  the  existence  of  a  Standing  Committee  on  Veterans  Affairs 
was  once  again  demonstrated  by  the  continued  interest  shown  by  veterans' 
organizations  in  the  submission  of  briefs,  and  the  appearance  before  the  Com- 
mittee of  delegates  who  put  forth  their  organizations'  views. 

Representations  and  briefs  were  heard  or  received  from  the  following 
organizations:

RULING  BY  MR.   SPEAKER 

Mr.  Speaker:  The  question  is  whether  an  honourable  Member  who  submits 
a  further  amendment  after  having  seconded  an  earlier  amendment  is  in  order 
in  doing  so.  There  is  a  ruling  by  the  Speaker  in  the  debates  of  1952-53,  page 
1806,  where  the  Speaker  had  this  to  say:  "However,  the  rule  also  is  to  the 
effect  that  an  honourable  Member  who  moves  or  seconds  a  subamendment  and 
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speaks,  not  only  speaks  to  the  subamendment  but  also  speaks  to  the  amend- 
ment. In  the  latter  part  of  citation  293,  I  find  these  words:  'The  mover  and 
seconder  of  the  amendment  having  spoken  to  the  main  question  cannot  speak 
again  to  it.  The  same  rule  applies,  of  course,  to  the  case  of  an  amendment 
to  an  amendment.' 

"My  ruling  is  that  the  honourable  Member  for  Assiniboia,  having  seconded 
the  subamendment  and  having  spoken  to  the  subamendment,  is  prevented  from 
speaking  to  the  amendment.  This  does  not,  however,  prevent  other  honourable 
Members  who  have  not  spoken  to  the  amendment  from  speaking  to  the  amend- 
ment at  this  time.  The  honourable  Members  who  moved  and  seconded  the 
subamendment  along  with  the  honourable  Member  who  moved  the  main 
amendment  cannot  speak  at  this  time." 

There  is  also  a  reference  in  Beauchesne,  4th  edition,  page  138.  Paragraph 
9  of  citation  165  reads  in  part  as  follows:  "The  mover  and  seconder  of  the 
amendment  having  spoken  to  the  main  question  cannot  speak  again  to  it.  The 
same  rule  applies,  of  course,  to  the  case  of  an  amendment  to  an  amendment. 
The  mover  and  seconder  of  an  amendment  are  not  penalized  as  compared  with 
other  Members,  because  they  speak  both  to  the  main  question  and  the  amend- 
ment which  they  are  moving  or  seconding,  in  one  speech." 

The  third  paragraph  of  citation  165  reads  as  follows:  "By  moving  or 
seconding  an  amendment  a  Member,  if  he  utters  a  few  words,  actually  speaks 
to  the  main  motion.  It  is  only  after  the  amendment  has  been  put  by  the  Speaker 
that  it  is  considered  a  new  question." 

In  the  circumstances  the  amendment  when  offered  by  the  honourable 
Member  seems  to  me  to  be  out  of  order. 

And  debate  continuing; 

By  unanimous  consent,  it  was  agreed  that  the  words  "Monday,  June  6"  be 
substituted  for  "Wednesday,  June  1"  in  the  said  motion.

INCOME  TAX  ACT 

Resolved, — That  it  is  expedient  to  introduce  a  measure  to  amend  the  Income 
Tax  Act  and  to  provide  among  other  things: 

(1)  That  the  increase  from  10%  to  13%  in  the  deduction  from  tax 
granted  to  taxpayers  in  a  province  which  imposes  an  income  tax  on  individuals 
be  continued  for  the  1960  and  1961  taxation  years. 

(2)  That  for  the  1960  and  1961  taxation  years  the  deduction  from  tax 
allowed  to  corporations  in  respect  of  income  earned  in  a  province  which  im- 
poses an  income  tax  on  corporations  and  in  which  arrangements  exist  for  the 
replacement  of  federal  grants  to  universities  by  additional  provincial  grants 
in  accordance  with  the  proposed  amendments  to  the  Federal-Provincial  Tax- 
Sharing  Arrangements  Act  be  increased  from  9%  to  10%  in  respect  of  income 
earned  after  December  31,  1959. 

(3)  That  for  the  1960  and  subsequent  taxation  years  the  maximum 
amount  deductible  from  income  on  account  of  medical  expenses  be  increased 
to  $3000  for  taxpayers  who  are  entitled  to  claim  the  deduction  for  married 
status  and  $2500  for  other  taxpayers  (not  exceeding  $3000  for  husband  and 
wife  together)  plus  $750  in  respect  of  each  dependant  of  the  taxpayer  up  to  a 
maximum  of  $3000  in  respect  of  dependants. 
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(4)  That  for  the  1960  and  subsequent  taxation  years,  where  a  person 
who  formerly  carried  on  a  business  in  Canada  the  income  from  which  was 
computed  by  the  cash  method  has  ceased  to  be  a  resident  of  Canada,  there 
shall  be  included  in  computing  his  income  from  the  business  for  the  last  year 
in  wliich  he  resided  in  Canada  the  value  of  the  accounts  receivable  and  in- 
ventory at  the  time  he  ceased  to  reside  in  Canada. 

(5)  That  with  respect  to  any  amalgamation  after  March  31,  1960  any 
share  other  than  a  common  share  of  a  new  corporation  resulting  from  an 
amalgamation  shall  be  deemed  to  be  a  liability  of  the  new  corporation  for 
purposes  of  Section  105C  of  the  Act. 

(6)  That  for  the  1960  and  subsequent  taxation  years  no  deduction  shall 
be  made  as  an  allowance  in  respect  of  an  oil  or  gas  well  or  a  mine  in  computing 
the  income  of  a  non-resident-owned  investment  corporation. 

(7)  That  for  the  1960  and  subsequent  taxation  years,  for  purposes  of 
calculating  the  amount  of  the  credit  a  taxpayer  may  claim  in  respect  of  taxes 
paid  to  a  foreign  country,  the  limitation  at  present  computed  by  reference  to 
the  tax  paid  to  the  foreign  country  on  that  part  of  his  income  from  sources 
in  the  foreign  country  that  is  also  subject  to  tax  in  Canada  be  amended  so  as 
to  be  computed  by  reference  to  the  income  tax  (other  than  income  tax  on 
dividends  which  are  deductible  by  the  taxpayer)  paid  to  the  foreign  country. 

(8)  That  for  the  1960  and  subsequent  taxation  years  the  rules  for  deter- 
mining income  from  a  source  be  amended  to  specify  the  deductions  that  shall 
be  made  in  computing  the  income  of  a  non-resident  person  from  a  business  or 
employment  in  Canada  and  in  computing  income  from  sources  outside  Canada 
for  the  purpose  of  calculating  the  foreign  tax  credit  allowed  to  a  person 
resident  in  Canada. 

(9)  That  for  the  1961  and  subsequent  taxation  years  for  purposes  of  the 
provision  that  only  one  of  a  group  of  associated  corporations  shall  receive  the 
benefit  of  the  lower  rate  of  tax  on  the  first  $25,000  of  taxable  income  the 
present  rule  for  determining  whether  one  corporation  is  associated  with  an- 
other, which  is  based  on  ownership  of  shares,  be  replaced  by  a  rule  related  to 
control  of  the  corporations. 

(10)  That  the  four  year  period,  after  which  the  Minister  may  not  make 
a  re-assessment  of  the  tax  payable  for  a  taxation  year  unless  there  has  been 
fraud  or  misrepresentation  by  the  taxpayer  or  the  person  filing  the  return, 
shall  commence  with  the  date  of  mailing  by  the  Minister  to  the  taxpayer  of 
the  original  assessment  or  of  a  notification  that  no  tax  was  payable  for  the 
year. 

(11)  That  the  four  year  time  limit,  after  which  the  Minister  may  not 
make  a  re-assessment  unless  there  has  been  fraud  or  misrepresentation  by 
the  taxpayer  or  person  filing  the  return,  may  be  waived  by  the  taxpayer  by 
notice  to  the  Minister. 

(12)  That  for  the  1960  and  subsequent  taxation  years  a  corporation  whose 
principal  business  is  production  or  marketing  of  sodium  chloride  or  potash  or 
whose  business  includes  the  manufacturing  of  products  which  involves  process- 
ing sodium  chloride  or  potash  may  deduct  in  computing  its  income  drilling 
and  exploration  expenses  incurred  by  it  in  the  year  in  exploring  or  drilling  for 
halite  or  sylvite. 
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(13)  That  for  the  1960  and  subsequent  taxation  years  an  individual  who 
receives  a  superannuation,  pension  or  death  benefit  or  a  benefit  under  a 
registered  retirement  savings  plan  in  respect  of  which  any  tax  under  the 
Estate  Tax  Act  or  succession  duty  imposed  by  a  province  was  payable  in 
respect  of  a  death  occurring  after  December  31,  1958  may  deduct  in  computing 
his  income  for  the  year  a  portion  of  the  benefit  received  by  him  determined 
by  reference  to  the  tax  or  dutj^  applicable  to  the  benefit.

Bill  S-2,  An  Act  to  amend  the  Canada-Netherlands  Income  Tax  Agree- 
ment Act,  1957,  was  read  the  third  time  and  passed. 


The  Order  being  read  for  the  second  reading  of  Bill  C-70,  An  Act  respect- 
ing the  International  Development  Association; 

Mr.   Fleming    (Eglinton),   seconded  by  Mr.   Churchill,   moved, — That   the 
said  bill  be  now  read  a  second  time. 

After  debate  thereon,  the  question  being  put  on  the  said  motion,  it  was 
agreed  to. 

Accordingly,  the  said  bill  was  read  the  second  time  and  referred  to  the 
Standing  Committee  on  Banking  and  Commerce. 
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The  House  resolved  itself  again  into  Committee  of  Ways  and  Means. 

(In  the  Committee)

EXCISE  TAX  ACT

Tax  Act  to  provide:

5.  That  the  sales  tax  on  goods  enumerated  in  Customs  Tariff  Item  692a, 
that  is,  "articles  presented  from  abroad  in  recognition  of  the  saving  of  human 
life",   be  repealed. 

6.  That  the  sales  tax  on  perlite  be  repealed. 

7.  That   portrait   photographs   of   individuals   be   exempt   from   sales   tax. 

8.  That  the  exemption  from  sales  tax  for, 

"perforated  bituminized  fibre  pipe  for  drainage  purposes  not  exceeding 
four  inches  in  inside  diameter" 
be   changed  to   read 

"perforated  pipe   for   drainage  purposes  not   exceeding   four   inches   in 
inside  diameter". 

9.  That  the  exemption  from  sales  tax  for  feeds  and  feed  supplements  be 
extended  to  include  feed  supplements  for  addition  to  feeds  for  fur-bearing 
animals,  and  materials  to  be  used  exclusively  in  the  manufacture  thereof. 

10.  That  hardware  for  doors  and  sash  not  specifically  mentioned  in  Schedule 
III  be  excluded  from  the  sales  tax  exemption  for  articles  and  materials  to  be 
used  in  the  manufacture  of  building  materials. 

11.  That  the  exemption  from  sales  tax  for, 
"septic  tanks" 

be  changed  to  read, 

"septic  tanks  and  grease  traps  therefor". 

12.  That  the  exemption  from  sales  tax  for,  "Usual  coverings  to  be  used 
exclusively  for  covering  goods  not  subject  to  the  consumption  or  sales  tax 
and  materials  to  be  used  exclusively  in  the  manufacture  of  such  coverings" 
be  changed  to  provide  an  exemption  for 
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(a)  usual  coverings  or  usual  containers  to  be  used  exclusively  for  covering 
or  containing  goods  not  subject  to  the  consumption  or  sales  tax  but  not 
including  coverings  or  containers  designed  for  dispensing  goods  for  sale 
or  designed  for  repeated  use  other  than 

(i)  barrels,  boxes,  baskets,  crates  and  bags  for  packaging  fruits  and 

vegetables, 

(ii)  boxes  and  crates  for  eggs, 

(Hi)  butter  and  cheese  boxes, 

(iv)  cans  and  insulated  bags  for  ice  cream, 

(v)  corrugated  paper  boxes  for  bread, 

(vi)  flour  bags, 

(vii)  milk  and  cream  bottles,  milk  and  cream  cans;  and 

(b)  materials  to  be  used  exclusively  in  the  manufacture  of  exempt  coverings 
and  containers. 

13.  That  the  exemption  from  sales  tax  for, 

"Materials  for  use  only  in  the  construction,   equipment  and  repair  of 
ships    over    ten    tons    net    register    tonnage" 
be  changed  to  read, 

"Materials  for  use  only  in  the  equipment  and  repair  of  ships  over  ten 
tons  net  register  tonnage". 

14.  That  drainage,  waste  and  vent  copper  tubing  from  two  inches  to  six 
inches  in  diameter,  with  a  wall  thickness  from  .040  to  .083  of  an  inch,  for  non- 
pressure  applications,  and  fittings  therefor,  be  exempt  from  sales  tax. 

15.  That  the  security  required  under  the  Excise  Tax  Act  include  bonds 
or  other  securities  of  or  guaranteed  by  the  Government  of  Canada. 

16.  That  any  enactment  founded  upon  this  resolution  be  deemed  to  have 
come  into  force  on  the  1st  day  of  April  1960.

Your  Committee  has  considered  Bill  S-31,  An  Act  to  incorporate  Northern 
Pipe  Line  Company,  and  has  agreed  to  report  it  without  amendment. 


Mr.  Howe,  from  the  Standing  Committee  on  Railways,  Canals  and  Tele- 
graph Lines,  presented  the  Ninth  Report  of  the  said  Committee,  which  was 
read  as  follows: 

Your  Committee  reported  this  day  Bill  S-31,  An  Act  to  incorporate 
Northern  Pipe  Line  Company,  as  its  Eighth  Report. 

Clause  3  of  the  bill  provides  that  part  of  the  capital  stock  shall  consist  of 
two  million  common  shares  without  nominal  or  par  value. 
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Your  Committee  recommends  that,  for  taxing  purposes  under  Standing 
Order  94,  the  said  two  million  common  shares  be  deemed  to  be  worth 
$10,000,000. 

By  unanimous  consent,  on  motion  of  Mr.  Howe,  seconded  by  Mr.  Robinson, 
the  said  Report  was  concurred  in. 


Mr.  Macquarrie,  from  the  Standing  Committee  on  Privileges  and  Elections, 
presented  the  Third  Report  of  the  said  Committee,  which  is  as  follows: 

On  Wednesday,  March  23,  1960,  the  House  of  Commons  ordered  as 
follows : 

"That  the  Standing  Committee  on  Privileges  and  Elections  be  em- 
powered to  study  the  Canada  Elections  Act  and  the  Report  and  Evidence 
of  the  Standing  Committee  on  Privileges  and  Elections  1959,  and  to 
report  to  the  House  such  proposals  as  the  Committee  may  deem  it  to  be 
advisable." 

Since  that  time  the  Committee  has  held  18  regular  sittings.  As  well,  a 
number  of  meetings  of  the  Subcommittee  on  Agenda  and  Procedure  have  been 
held. 

Your  Committee  notes  that  during  the  present  session.  Parliament  has 
made  certain  amendments  to  the  Canada  Elections  Act,  as  well  as  to  the 
Indian  Act,  for  the  purpose  of  extending  the  franchise  to  Canada's  Indian 
population. 

Your  Committee  has  considered  carefully  the  following  practices  and 
principles  with  a  view  to  broadening  and  strengthening  Canada's  electoral 
procedure: 

(a)  The  establishment  of  permanent  lists  of  voters; 

(b)  Absentee  voting; 

(c)  Proxy  voting; 

(d)  Advance  polls; 

(e)  Lowering  of  the  eligible  voting  age  from  twenty-one  to  eighteen 
years. 

Your  Committee  is  convinced  of  the  necessity  for  providing  advance  polls 
for  the  convenience  of  all  persons  who  have  reason  to  believe  that  they  will  be 
absent  from  their  polling  division  on  the  ordinary  polling  day. 

In  addition  to  the  above  matters,  your  Committee  has  also  considered  a 
number  of  amendments  to  the  Act  proposed  by  the  Chief  Electoral  Officer 
and  others  for  the  purpose  of  facilitating  the  administration  of  the  Act. 

The  recommendations  of  your  Committee,  prepared  in  the  form  of  draft 
amendments,  are  appended  to  this  report.  At  the  same  time,  the  Committee 
wishes  to  emphasize  the  desirability  of  introducing,  as  soon  as  possible,  the 
legislation  required  to  implement  these  recommendations. 

A  copy  of  the  Committee's  Minutes  of  Proceedings  and  Evidence,  respect- 
ing the  Canada  Elections  Act  and  related  matters,  is  tabled.

RULING  BY  MR.  SPEAKER 

Mr.  Speaker:  The  honourable  Member  for  Skeena  (Mr.  Howard)  has 
submitted  an  amendment  which  raises  a  point  which  is  rather  novel  in  that  it 
suggests  a  reference  of  the  subject-matter  of  this  Bill  to  the  Supreme  Court  of 
Canada,  an  action  for  which  there  is  no  precedent  as  I  am  advised,  although 
there  are  precedents  for  such  action  being  taken  by  the  Senate  which  appears 
to  have  established  a  procedure  for  so  doing.  The  section  of  the  Act  under 
which  this  reference  is  sought  to  be  made  provides  that  the  court  or  any  two 
of  the  judges  thereof  shall  examine  and  report  upon  any  private  bill  or 
petition  for  a  private  bill  presented  to  the  Senate  or  the  House  of  Commons. 
The  amendment  seeks  to  refer  the  subject-matter  of  this  Bill,  and  not  the  Bill 
itself.  I  think  in  that  sense  the  motion  is  defective. 

The  other  point  which  was  raised  was  that  the  section  of  the  Supreme 
Court  Act  to  which  I  referred  goes  on  to  say  that  the  matter  must  be  referred 
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to  the  court  under  rules  or  orders  made  by  the  Senate  or  House  of  Commons. 
Now,  the  point  is  made — "What  is  meant  is  Rules  or  Standing  Orders" — and 
that  is  met  by  the  argument  of  the  honourable  Member  for  Skeena  (Mr. 
Howard)  that  an  Order  of  the  House  would  come  within  the  section,  an  order 
referring  this  matter  would  be  an  order  within  the  meaning  of  that  section 
of  the  Act.  I  rather  think  that  the  other  opinion  is  the  better  one  because  Rules 
and  Orders  are  referred  to  in  the  plural  and  as  synonymous.  Our  Orders  are 
called  Standing  Orders,  and  if  the  House  of  Commons  chose  to  use  this 
machinery  for  a  reference  to  the  Supreme  Court,  presumably  they  would  have 
established  Standing  Orders  by  which  the  reference  could  be  made,  which 
we  iiave  not  done. 

However,  I  have  some  doubt  on  that  point  and,  if  the  matter  turned  on 
that  point,  I  would  prefer  to  reserve  it  and  give  consideration  to  it.  Since  the 
amendment  as  submitted  seems  not  to  come  within  the  section  on  rather 
narrow  grounds,  namely  that  the  reference  must  be  of  a  private  bill  or 
petition,  not  of  the  subject-matter  thereof,  I  rule  the  amendment  out  of  order. 

And  the  question  being  again  proposed  on  the  main  motion, — That  Bill 
SD-320,  An  Act  for  the  relief  of  Elsa  Faiga  Manace  Grossman,  be  now  read  a 
second  time; 

Mr.  Regier,  seconded  by  Mr.  Martin  (Timmins),  moved  in  amendment 
thereto, — That  this  bill  be  referred  to  the  Supreme  Court  of  Canada. 

And  debate  continuing  thereon;  the  said  debate  was  adjourned. 
By  unanimous  consent,  the  House  reverted  to  "Motions".

RULING  BY  MR.  SPEAKER 

Mr.  Speaker:  May  I  review  the  procedure  which  brings  us  up  to  the 
point  of  order  raised  by  the  honourable  Member  for  Bonavista-Twillingate 
(Mr.  Pickersgill).  Earlier  in  the  day  the  House  accepted  a  motion  to  resolve 
itself  into  committee  of  the  whole  to  consider  the  resolution  in  question: 
"Resolved, — That  it  is  expedient  to  introduce  a  measure  respecting  the  Civil 
Service  of  Canada  to  amend,  revise  and  consolidate  the  Civil  Service  Act, 
chapter  48  of  the  Revised  Statutes  of  Canada,  1952." 

That  resolution  was  then  considered  by  the  Committee  of  the  Whole  and 
it  has  been  reported  to  the  House.  The  report,  by  vote  of  the  House,  has  now 
been  received.  Then  the  motion  that  the  resolution  be  concurred  in  was 
accepted.  What  followed  was  a  motion  by  the  Minister  of  Finance  (Mr. 
Fleming)  for  leave  to  present  a  bill  based  on  the  said  resolution.  At  that 
point  the  resolution  was  accepted  by  the  House  in  committee  and  reported. 
It  has  been  adopted  and  the  matter  before  the  House  is  whether  or  not  the 
Minister  shall  have  leave  to  introduce  a  bill  based  on  the  said  resolution.  As 
I  understood  the  argument  of  the  honourable  Member  for  Bonavista-Twil- 
lingate (Mr.  Pickersgill)  the  bill  should  be  looked  at  before  the  House  gives 
leave  to  its  introduction.  I  personally  do  not  see  how  that  could  be  done.  The 
House  does  not  accept  the  bill  by  allowing  it  to  be  introduced.  If  any  excep- 
tion is  to  be  taken  to  the  contents  of  the  bill  as  not  being  in  accordance  with 
the  resolution,  then  it  seems  to  me  that  exception  must  be  taken  after  the  bill 
has  been  introduced  and  when  it  is  under  consideration.  Therefore,  I  fail  to 
see  how  the  point  of  order  is  properly  taken  at  this  time.  It  seems  to  me 
that  the  motion  must  be  accepted  or  rejected.  When  the  bill  is  introduced,  if 
it  appears  that  the  other  matters  which  have  been  debated  are  relevant  and 
there  has  been  an  insufficiency  of  resolution  to  support  the  bill,  that  point 
may  be  taken,  of  course,  on  any  particular  section  of  the  bill  which  seems  to 
go  beyond  the  resolution  improperly  and  it  could  be  objected  to  on  that 
ground. 
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The  other  point  that  was  made  that  if  this  is  not  a  money  bill  no  resolu- 
tion was  needed  may  be  so,  but  I  do  not  know  of  any  authority  to  say  that 
if  it  is  not  a  money  bill  the  fact  that  there  has  been  a  resolution  is  irregular. 
It  is  unnecessary  perhaps,  but  there  is  no  irregularity.  I  am  afraid  I  cannot 
give  effect  to  the  point  of  order  which  was  raised,  certainly  at  this  time  and  I 
must  proceed  with  the  motion  which  is  before  the  House. 

Whereupon  Bill  C-77,  An  Act  respecting  the  Civil  Service  of  Canada,  was 
presented,  read  the  first  time,  and  ordered  for  a  second  reading  at  the  next 
sitting  of  the  House. 

The  Order  being  read  for  the  second  reading  of  Bill  C-68,  An  Act  to 
amend  the  Income  Tax  Act; 

Mr.  Fleming  (Eglinton),  seconded  by  Mr.  Pearkes,  moved, — That  the  said 
bill  be  now  read  a  second  time. 

After  debate  thereon,  the  question  being  put  on  the  said  motion,  it  was 
agreed  to. 

Accordingly,  the  said  bill  was  read  the  second  time,  considered  in  Com- 
mittee of  the  Whole  and,  progress  having  been  made  and  reported,  the  Com- 
mittee obtained  leave  to  consider  it  again  at  the  next  sitting  of  the  House.

RULING  BY  MR.  DEPUTY  SPEAKER 

Mr.  Deputy  Speaker:  It  has  been  brought  to  my  attention  that  citation 
202,  paragraph   (11),  of  Beauchesne's  Parliamentary  Rules  and  Forms,  Fourth 
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Edition,  reads  as  follows:  "An  amendment  proposing  that  a  Resolution  which 
does  not  require  second  reading  be  considered  this  day  six  months  is  out  of 
order." 

It  seems  that  under  this  citation  this  kind  of  amendment  is  considered 
a  direct  negative  and,  therefore,  should  be  declared  out  of  order.  Before  I 
make  a  final  decision,  if  there  is  any  comment  to  be  made  I  should  be  glad 
to  hear  it. 

And  debate  arising  on  the  point  of  order; 

Mr.  Deputy  Speaker:  I  must  say  I  agree  that  the  amendment  does  not 
fall  exactly  within  the  type  mentioned  in  paragraph  (11)  of  citation  202 
because,  as  the  honourable  Member  for  Bonavista-Twillingate  (Mr.  Pickers- 
gill)  has  intimated,  it  is  not  consideration  of  the  resolution  which  is  post- 
poned for  six  months  or  eight  months.  I  might  say  that  the  difference  between 
six  and  eight  months,  which  the  honourable  Member  for  Laurier  (Mr.  Chevrier) 
mentioned,  has  not  impressed  me  too  much.  However,  whatever  the  difference 
between  this  amendment  and  the  six  months  hoist  may  be,  it  seems  to  me  that 
because  we  do  not  know  whether  it  will  be  possible  to  appoint  this  committee 
eight  months  from  now  the  same  result  would  be  produced  if  the  original  motion 
were  simply  negatived.  Therefore  I  think  that  for  this  reason  I  must  declare 
the  amendment  out  of  order. 

After  further  debate,  the  question  being  put  on  the  main  motion,  it  was 
agreed  to.

RULING  BY  MR.  SPEAKER 

Mr.  Speaker:  When  this  debate  was  last  adjourned  the  Minister  of  Trade 
and  Commerce  (Mr.  Churchill)  had  raised  a  point  of  order  which  I  shall  be 
glad  to  deal  with  very  briefly  now.  The  point  of  order  was  raised  as  a  result 
of  lengthy  quotations  by  the  honourable  Member  for  Port  Arthur  (Mr.  Fisher) 
from  the  Winnipeg  Free  Press.  I  am  sorry  the  honourable  Member  is  not  here 
at  the  moment.  The  point  made  was  that  our  practice  does  not  permit  the 
reading  of  such  extracts  in  a  debate,  which  is  correct.  I  refer  the  House  to 
Beauchesne's,  4th  edition,  citation  157,  paragraphs  5  and  7.  Paragraph  5  reads 
as  follows:  "It  is  not  in  order  to  read  articles  in  newspapers,  letters  or  com- 
munications emanating  from  persons  outside  the  House  and  referring  to,  or 
commenting  on,  or  denying  anything  said  by  a  Member  or  expressing  any 
opinion   reflecting   on   proceedings   within   the   House." 

That  is  the  general  rule  and  practice.  Although  I  had  some  thought  there 
might  be  some  difference  between  a  case  where  the  article  quoted  was  against 
the  interests  of  the  Member  speaking  and  a  case  where  it  was  in  favour  of 
the  point  of  view  he  was  expressing,  I  think  that  perhaps  the  better  view  is 
that  such  articles  should  not  be  read  at  all.  If  it  is  against  the  interests  of  the 
Member  speaking  and  amounts  to  a  question  of  privilege,  then  paragraph  7  of 
the  same  citation  applies.  It  is  in  the  following  terms:  "When  a  complaint 
is  made  of  a  newspaper,  it  is  the  practice  in  the  House  of  Commons  of  Canada 
for  the  Member  to  rise  on  a  question  of  privilege  and  point  out  that  he  has 
been  libelled  or  misrepresented.  He  may  read  as  much  of  the  article  as  is 
necessary  to  prove  his  case  but  he  cannot  go  farther.  He  is  bound  to  confine 
himself  strictly  to  the  question  of  privilege." 

In  effect  what  the  honourable  Member  was  doing  was  dealing  with  a 
question  of  privilege  in  the  course  of  the  debate,  and  in  my  view  the  point 
taken  by  the  Minister  was  well  taken. 

After  further  debate,  the  question  being  put  on  the  said  motion, — That 
Bill  C-64,  An  Act  to  amend  the  Emergency  Gold  Mining  Assistance  Act,  be 
now  read  a  second  time;  it  was  agreed  to. 

Accordingly,  the  said  bill  was  read  the  second  time,  considered  in  Com- 
mittee of  the  Whole,  reported  without  amendment,  and  ordered  for  a  third 
reading  at  the  next  sitting  of  the  House.

On  March  29,  1960,  the  Committee  was  empowered  to  examine  and  enquire 
into  the  delivery  of  grain  by  producers  to  feed  mills  operating  in  the  designated 
area  as  defined  by  the  Canadian  Wheat  Board  Act,  and  to  report  to  the  House 
observations  and  proposals  thereon. 

During  the  consideration  of  the  above-mentioned  Order  of  Reference,  this 
Committee  has  held  14  sittings  and  heard  evidence  on  the  subject  from  the 
following:

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Your   Committee  wishes  to  express  its  appreciation  for  the  information 
and  assistance  tendered  by  the  various  witnesses. 

The  Committee  finds  that:  — 

1.  The  feeds  industry  is  an  integral  and  essential  part  of  the  livestock 
industry  and  feed  mills  perform  necessary  social  and  economic 
services,  expansion  of  which  in  the  Prairie  Provinces  is  desirable  in 
the  interests  of  economical  and  efficient  production  of  livestock  and 
poultry  and  the  products  thereof; 

2.  The  feeds  industry  has  grown,  and  aided  the  general  prosperity  of 
local  regions  under  a  system  of  flexibility  and  the  Committee  finds 
that  too  much  inflexibility  in  the  allocation  of  quotas  to  feed  mills 
is  not  in  the  best  interest  of  either  the  producer  or  consumer  of  grains 
for  feed.  We,  therefore,  recommend  that  the  former  practice  be 
continued. 

3.  Evidence  was  presented  to  the  Committee  that  apparent  discrimina- 
tion exists  between  agreement  and  non-agreement  mills  and  the  Com- 
mittee recommends  that  this  situation  be  studied  in  order  to  maintain 
a  fair  position  between  these  two  types  of  mills.

Prayers. 

Mr.  McQuillan,  from  the  Standing  Committee  on  Mines,  Forests  and 
Waters,  presented  the  Second  Report  of  the  said  Committee,  which  is  as 
follows : 

1.  Pursuant  to  its  Order  of  Reference  of  March  9,  1960,  your  Committee 
has  considered  and  approved  items  numbered  277  to  281,  inclusive,  and  items 
486  and  487,  as  listed  in  the  Main  Estimates  of  1960-61  relating  to  the  Depart- 
ment of  Northern  Affairs  and  National  Resources. 

2.  Your  Committee  held  hearings  on  the  Order  of  Reference  of  the  House 
concerning  the  said  estimates,  during  which  16  briefs  and  papers  were  received 
and  15  witnesses  were  examined  in  addition  to  11  federal  government  officials. 

Your  Committee  wishes  to  express  its  appreciation  to  all  witnesses  and 
government  officials  who  gave  evidence  and  provided  assistance  in  its  delibera- 
tions. 

3.  Your  Committee  heard  a  full  explanation  of  the  activities  of  the  Water 
Resources  Branch  and  the  manner  in  which  it  carries  out  its  responsibilities. 

4.  Water  is  one  of  Canada's  most  important  resources.  Carefully  planned 
use  of  this  resource  is  of  the  utmost  importance  not  only  to  the  present  genera- 
tion but  to  all  those  to  come. 

5.  The  Committee  recognizes  that  the  ownership  of  water  resources  in 
areas  other  than  the  Northwest  Territories  and  the  Yukon  Territory  and  on  or 
under  federal  lands  is  vested  in  the  Crown  in  the  right  of  the  Provinces.  It 
recognizes  some  of  the  legislative  authority  vested  in  the  federal  government 
deals  with  matters  which  are  directly  or  indirectly  concerned  with  water.  The 
federal  government  has  the  authority  to  legislate  on  such  matters  as  those 
pertaining  to  navigation,  sea  coast  and  inland  fisheries,  international  affairs, 
and  interprovincial  matters.  It  also  has  a  concurrent  authority  along  with  the 
provinces  on  matters  relating  to  agriculture. 
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6.  The  Committee  notes  that  the  development  of  our  nation  is,  to  a  marked 
extent,  dependent  on  the  orderly  development  of  our  water  resources  and  that 
as  our  population  and  industry  increase  there  is  an  increased  need  for  careful 
planning  of  the  use  of  water  supplies. 

7.  With  the  increased  growth  of  the  nation  there  is  increased  need  for  the 
type  of  investigations  which  are  basic  to  the  orderly  development  of  water 
resources. 

8.  Your  Committee,  therefore,  recommends  that:  the  Minister  of  Northern 
Affairs  and  National  Resources  take  the  initiative  in  offering  to  the  several 
provinces  of  Canada  to  undertake  studies,  in  co-operation  with  the  provinces, 
of  multi-purpose  river  basin  developments.  This  will  require  an  expanded 
programme  of  engineering  and  economic  investigations  designed  to  show  the 
possibilities  for  the  development  of  the  water  resources  of  this  nation. 

HYDROMETRIC  DATA;  SEDIMENTATION  SURVEYS  and  GROUND  WATER 
SURVEYS 

9.  The  Committee  recognizes  that  proper  use  of  our  water  resources  is 
dependent  upon  the  fullest  possible  information  under  the  above  headings. 

Several  witnesses  pointed  out  that  the  lack  of  such  basic  information  has 
been  a  handicap  in  the  planning  of  certain  specific  projects.  Your  Committee 
recommends  that  an  expanded  programme  for  obtaining  such  essential  basic 
information  be  implemented  as  early  as  possible.  The  need  for  a  great  deal 
more  meteorological  information  appears  to  be  particularly  pressing.  Specific 
recommendations  on  these  items  will  be  found  later  in  this  report. 

POLLUTION  ABATEMENT 

10.  Your  Committee  recommends  that  the  federal  government  accelerate 
investigations  of  pollution  problems  in  Canada  particularly  in  those  areas 
where  it  has  legislative  responsibility.  In  addition,  at  the  request  of  the  prov- 
inces it  should  provide  information  which  would  be  useful  in  establishing 
objectives  of  water  quality  control.  The  Committee  recognizes  that  much 
progress  has  been  made  in  this  direction  in  the  past.  The  Province  of  Ontario 
is  to  be  commended  for  the  headway  it  is  making  in  pollution  control.  How- 
ever, as  our  population  increases  greater  effort  will  be  required  in  the  future. 
As  the  first  step  the  federal  agencies  should  conduct  comprehensive  surveys  of 
the  types  of  regulations  which  are  being  enforced  in  the  various  provinces. 
The  results  of  such  a  survey  could  then  be  made  available  to  the  various 
provinces  and  could  be  used  as  the  basis  for  establishing  the  objectives  referred 
to  above. 

11.  The  Committee  recommends  that  the  Department  of  National  Health 
and  Welfare  be  asked  to  conduct  studies  on  a  continuing  basis  to  indicate  the 
extent  of  pollution  in  the  various  river  systems  in  Canada  and  the  need  for 
corrective  action  in  specific  areas.  The  Committee  suggests  that  further  action 
is  warranted  by  this  department.  It  suggests  specifically  that  results  of  the 
studies  conducted  by  officials  of  the  department  be  published  more  frequently 
so  that  they  may  be  available  to  municipal  and  provincial  authorities  respon- 
sible for  regulatory  work  in  different  parts  of  Canada.  These  publications  would 
also  serve  to  make  the  general  public  aware  of  the  nature  of  the  pollution 
problem. 

12.  Evidence  presented  to  the  Committee  indicates  that  the  more  progres- 
sive industries  are  undertaking  measures  to  combat  and  control  pollution.  It 
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is  urged  that  this  activity  become  general  and  widespread.  However,  such 
measures  are  undertaken  only  where  the  responsible  level  of  government  has 
enacted  the  necessary  legislation  and  enforces  it. 

13.  Research  can  do  much  in  the  development  of  new  and  better  measures 
to  combat  industrial  and  municipal  pollution.  New  products  alter  the  character 
of  wastes.  Satisfactory  and  economic  methods  for  the  treatment  of  many 
pollutants  are  not  known.  Provinces,  municipalities,  industries  and  federal 
agencies  acting  on  a  co-operative  basis  should  provide  direction,  encourage- 
ment, and  financial  assistance  essential  to  effective  research.  It  is  noted  that 
facilities  for  the  development  of  better  waste  treatment  and  pollution  abate- 
ment measures  are  presently  very  limited  in  Canada.  Your  Committee  recom- 
mends that  the  federal  government  take  the  lead  in  enlarging  these  facilities. 

14.  Dissemination  of  all  the  information  collected  by  the  various  groups 
concerned  with  pollution  abatement  should  be  arranged  so  that  the  benefits  of 
new  techniques  or  projects  may  be  as  widespread  as  possible. 

NAVIGATION 

15.  The  Committee  notes  that  the  federal  government  has  certain  direct 
responsibility  toward  navigation.  While  the  Committee  has  not  studied  this 
matter  in  all  its  aspects  it  notes  that  there  is  a  lack  of  understanding  of  the 
extent  and  nature  of  the  federal  responsibility  in  this  field.  The  Navigable 
Waters  Protection  Act  was  quite  effective  for  conditions  which  existed  at  the 
time  it  was  passed.  However,  conditions  have  changed  and  in  the  interim  there 
has  not  been  a  clear  concept  that  the  protection  of  waters  for  navigation  should 
be  an  integral  part  of  multi-purpose  development.  There  are  deep  constitu- 
tional implications  arising  out  of  the  ownership  of  water  (vested  in  the  right 
of  the  province)  and  some  uses  of  water  (legislative  authority  over  which  is 
vested  in  the  federal  government).  There  is  a  clear  need  for  the  navigation  uses 
of  water  to  be  handled  in  one  department.  There  is  a  further  need  to  define  how 
the  federal  responsibility  regarding  some  uses  of  water  should  be  integrated 
in  relation  to  the  provincial  responsibility.  This  is  a  task  which  should  be  pushed 
with  great  vigour  by  the  Minister  of  Northern  Affairs  and  National  Resources. 

16.  In  the  administration  of  the  Navigable  Waters  Protection  Act  the 
federal  agencies  have  been  somewhat  passive  rather  than  positive.  That  is, 
they  have  presumed  that  unless  a  proposed  structure  impaired  existing  naviga- 
tion there  were  no  grounds  for  refusing  a  licence. 

17.  The  Committee  recommends  that  no  major  structure  should  be  built 
on  a  navigable  stream  without  first  establishing  whether  it  would  be  in  the 
future  national  interests  to  construct  navigation  facilities  in  conjunction  there- 
with. 

HYDRO-ELECTRIC  POWER 

18.  The  availability  of  hydro-electric  power  has  been  and  will  be  a  vital 
factor  in  the  economic  growth  of  our  nation. 

The  Committee  notes  that,  in  those  areas  where  there  is  the  heaviest 
demand  for  power,  in  general,  the  immediately  adjacent  power  projects  have 
been  developed.  This  is  particularly  so  in  the  Province  of  Ontario. 
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The  Committee  also  notes  that  there  is  a  huge  hydro  power  development 
potential  in  areas  remote  from  major  power  markets.  Such  hydro  power 
potentials  exist  across  Canada  from  the  Atlantic  to  the  Pacific  and  include 
potential  developments  on  the  Yukon  River  and  its  tributaries,  the  Peace  River, 
the  Nelson  River,  the  Churchill  River,  a  number  of  rivers  flowing  into  James 
Bay  and  the  Hamilton  River  in  Labrador. 

There  are  ample  hydro  power  resources  to  satisfy  the  nation's  power 
requirements  for  many  years  to  come  providing  the  problem  of  long  distance 
power  transmission  can  be  successfully  solved. 

19.  The  Committee  was  advised  that  opportunity  exists  for  economies 
through  an  orderly  development  of  remote  hydro  sites  as  well  as  through  the 
integration  of  the  hydro  and  thermal  plants  in  different  parts  of  Canada. 

Your  Committee,  therefore,  recommends: 

(1)  that  immediate  steps  be  taken  to  provide  a  vigorous  research  pro- 
gramme to  study  the  problem  of  long  distance  power  transmission; 

(2)  that  immediate  and  serious  consideration  be  given  to  the  feasibility  of 
establishing  a  national  power  grid  system  in  order  to  make  the  most 
efficient  use  of  our  hydro  and  thermal  power  resources. 

The  success  or  failure  of  these  investigations  will  determine  whether  or  not 
we  can  make  the  best  use  of  our  great  hydro  power  resources  which  are  a 
renewable  asset. 

BASIC  HYDROMETRIC  SURVEYS 

20.  The  Committee  recommends  that  all  hydrometric  surveys  be  con- 
ducted by  one  federal  agency  in  co-operation  with  the  provinces.  In  view  of 
the  fact  that  Water  Resources  Branch  has,  for  a  long  period  of  time,  conducted 
hydrometric  surveys  in  co-operation  with  the  provinces,  it  is  recommended 
that  duplication  be  minimized  by  transferring  to  the  Department  of  Northern 
Affairs  and  National  Resources  the  limited  work  now  being  done  in  this  field 
by  the  Department  of  Mines  and  Technical  Surveys,  e.g.,  the  hydrometric 
surveys  on  the  Great  Lakes,  and  by  any  other  federal  agencies. 

METEOROLOGICAL  DATA 

21.  Evidence  submitted  to  the  Committee  indicated  that  adequate  meteor- 
ological data  is  essential  to  a  complete  understanding  of  the  long  range 
characteristics  of  any  drainage  basin.  Economic  development  of  water  power 
resources  and  effective  flood  control  measures,  in  particular,  can  be  adversely 
affected  or  seriously  prejudiced  by  the  lack  of  meteorological  records  of  both 
low  and  high  elevation  weather  patterns  over  prolonged  periods.  The  Com- 
mittee, therefore,  recommends  that  plans  for  expansion  of  essential  meteor- 
ological services  be  given  a  high  priority  of  consideration. 

SEDIMENTATION 

22.  The  Committee  notes  that  sedimentation  surveys  will  be  undertaken 
as  soon  as  funds  and  personnel  are  available.  This  work  is  essential  to  the 
sound  long  range  planning  of  multi-purpose  development  of  the  river  basins  in 
Canada. 
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GROUND  WATER  SURVEYS 

23.  The  Committee  notes  that  the  Department  of  Mines  and  Technical 
Surveys  is  conducting  basic  ground  water  surveys  as  rapidly  as  funds  and 
trained  personnel  become  available.  This  work  should  be  encouraged. 

ERASER  RIVER  BOARD 

24.  Your  Committee  heard  evidence  from  the  two  federal  members  of  the 
Eraser  River  Board  concerning  what  is  referred  to  in  the  Board's  preliminary 
report  dated  June,  1958,  as  System  A.  Since  this  proposed  System  A  appears 
to  offer  the  best  possible  chance  of  fulfilling  the  following  objectives: 

(1)  to  provide  flood  control; 

(2)  to  be  an  integral  part  of  a  major  power  system; 

(3)  to  be  compatible  with  fisheries;  and 

(4)  to  be  economically  self-supporting  through  power  production, 

your  Committee  recommends  that  the  further  studies  to  establish  the  physical 
feasibility  of  projects  in  System  A  and  the  required  additional  biological  studies 
relating  to  fisheries  interests  be  actively  pursued.  This  is  in  order  that  a  final 
conclusion  as  to  the  merits  of  System  A  may  be  reached  at  the  earliest  possible 
date. 

HURRICANAW  RIVER 

25.  The  Committee  heard  with  interest  from  witnesses  of  the  proposed 
Hurricanaw  River  development  project,  but  it  feels  that  there  has  been  in- 
sufficient basic  engineering  evidence  presented  to  come  to  any  conclusion  on 

this  matter. 

PRAIRIE  FARM  REHABILITATION  ACT  and 
CANADA  WATER  CONSERVATION  ASSISTANCE  ACT 

26.  The  Committee  notes  that  the  Prairie  Farm  Rehabilitation  Administra- 
tion is  doing  effective  work  in  the  prairie  provinces.  However,  the  programme 
established  in  the  early  1930's  to  meet  the  conditions  of  drought  and  depression 
was  designed  to  rehabilitate  destitute  farmers  and  reclaim  lands  which  had 
been  destroyed  by  wind  erosion.  Economic  conditions  have  changed  and  much 
of  the  reclamation  work  has  been  completed.  Consequently,  the  P.F.R.A. 
programme  has  been  modified  to  put  greater  emphasis  on  the  multi-purpose 
aspect  of  land  and  water  development.  At  the  present  time  structures  are  being 
built  to  provide  for  domestic  and  municipal  water  supply  to  provide  for  recrea- 
tion facilities.  The  modification  in  the  programme  suggests  the  need  to  re- 
examine the  existing  boundaries  within  and  purposes  for  which  the  Prairie 
Farm  Rehabilitation  Administration  should  henceforth  conduct  its  work. 

27.  The  Committee  notes  that  the  Canada  Water  Conservation  Assistance 
Act  was  passed  to  enable  the  federal  government  to  participate  in  conservation 
and  flood  control  measures  of  a  major  character  in  areas  which  were  not 
covered  by  the  P.F.R.A.  programme. 

28.  In  view  of  the  modification  in  the  requirements  of  the  P.F.R.A.  pro- 
gramme, it  is  recommended  that  the  Ministers  of  Agriculture  and  of  Northern 
Affairs  and  National  Resources  formulate  proposals  for  a  comprehensive  national, 
land  and  water  development  programme. 
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29.  The  broad  objective  of  these  proposals  should  be  to  recommend  a 
programme  which  will  result  in  the  orderly  development  of  our  land  and  water 
resources  on  a  multi-purpose  basis.  The  nature  of  the  federal  participation 
should  be  such  as  to  encourage  economically  feasible  developments  while 
preserving  the  maximum  possible  local  participation  and  responsibility.  More 
specifically,  the  proposals  should  be  asked  to  address  themselves  to: 

(a)  the  nature  and  extent  of  federal  financial  participation  in  the  multi- 
purpose development  of  land  and  water  resources; 

(b)  the  type  of  organizational  arrangements  which  would  be  most  effective 
to  carry  out  this  work; 

(c)  the  cost-sharing  arrangements  which  might  apply  between  the  muni- 
cipalities, provincial  governments  and  the  federal  government; 

(d)  the  repayment  procedures  which  should  apply  to  specific  purposes; 
and 

(e)  the  economic  criteria  which  would  apply  to  the  assessment  of  alter- 
native possibilities  of  development. 

30.  The  evidence  revealed  considerable  overlapping  of  authority  relating 
to  water  resources,  not  only  as  among  federal  departments,  but  at  various 
levels  of  government,  federal,  provincial  and  municipal.  Your  Committee 
believes  that  more  effective  development  of  water  resources  can  only  be 
accomplished  by  better  co-ordination  of  the  work  now  being  done  at  all  levels 
of  government. 

31.  A  copy  of  the  Minutes  of  Proceedings  and  Evidence  in  respect  of  the 
said  estimates  is  appended.

Mr.  Murphy,  from  the  Special  Committee  on  Research,  presented  the 
Second  Report  of  the  said  Committee,  which  is  as  follows: 

National  Research  Council 

Your  Committee  met  on  six  occasions  to  consider  the  organization  and 
activities  of  the  National  Research  Council.  The  witnesses  called  were  the 
President,  the  Vice-President  (Administration),  and  the  Secretary  and  Awards 
Officer.  The  Directors  of  the  scientific  and  engineering  divisions  were  not 
called,  nor  did  the  Committee  have  an  opportunity  to  visit  the  Council's 
laboratories.  The  Committee's  attention  was  therefore  confined  to  the  general 
policies  and  philosophy  of  the  Council,  and  to  its  organization  and  administra- 
tion. It  is  recommended  that  the  Committee  have  a  further  opportunity  to 
examine  the  Council's  scientific  activities  and  other  phases. 

A  booklet  on  the  Organization  and  Activities  of  the  Council  had  been 
prepared  by  its  officers  for  the  use  of  the  Committee,  and  this  served  as  a 
basis  for  most  of  the  discussion.  This  booklet  is  reproduced  in  the  Proceedings 
of  the  Committee. 

The  main  subjects  discussed  in  detail  by  the  Committee  were:  the  general 
organization,  administration  and  policy  of  the  Council;  the  advisory  committees 
and  their  functions  and  membership;  the  support  of  university  research  by  the 
Council,  including  grants-in-aid  of  research  and  post-doctorate  scholarships; 
foreign  students  in  Canada,  including  post-doctorate  fellowships  awarded  by 
the  Council,  and  the  exchange  of  scientists  between  Canada  and  the  U.S.S.R.; 
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the  Council's  publications;  the  patent  policy  of  the  Council;  the  Technical 
Information  Service;  and  briefly,  expenditures  on  research  by  Canadian 
industry. 

The  Committee  feels,  from  the  evidence  thus  far  heard,  that  the  policies 
of  the  Council  are  sound  and  that  it  is  efficiently  operated.  The  Committee 
commends  the  structure  of  the  advisory  committees  established  by  the  Council; 
these  provide  a  method  of  co-ordination  of  university,  industrial  and  govern- 
ment research,  but  at  the  same  time  avoid  the  dangers  of  over-organization 
and  of  tampering  with  academic  freedom. 

The  Committee  is  of  the  opinion  that  the  personnel  policies  of  the  Council 
are  sound.  It  is  essential  that  the  Council  be  free  to  choose,  hire,  and  promote 
its  own  staff.  Any  diminution  in  the  Council's  flexibility  and  freedom  in  this 
respect  would  be  disastrous,  and  the  Committee  strongly  recommends  that 
there  should  be  no  change  in  this  vital  matter. 

The  Committee  feels  that  the  university  support  program  is  performing 
a  vital  and  essential  function  in  the  development  of  Canadian  science,  and  it 
strongly  recommends  further  substantial  increases  in  this  program,  especially 
over  the  next  five  years.  In  fact,  it  appears  to  be  essential  that  the  funds 
available  for  this  purpose  be  at  least  doubled  in  this  period. 

The  Committee  recommends  that  the  Council's  laboratories  continue  their 
steady,  but  not  spectacular  growth,  limited  mainly  by  the  availability  of  first- 
rate  staff.  It  is  also  essential  that  the  scientific  operations  of  the  Council  remain 
free  from  the  stultifying  effects  of  narrow  administrative  control.  It  is  felt  that 
the  Council  should  continue  to  devote  a  considerable  part  of  its  effort  to  work 
of  a  fundamental  nature. 

It  is  recommended  that  all  possible  steps  be  taken  to  expand  and  improve 
the  Technical  Information  Service  in  its  work  of  assisting  the  smaller  industries 
in  their  technical  development. 

The  Committee  was  glad  to  note  that  budgetary  restrictions  are  not 
hampering  the  development  of  the  scientific  journals  published  by  the  Council. 
These  journals  are  essential  to  Canadian  science  in  that  they  represent  the 
end-product  and  permanent  record  of  much  of  the  work  which  is  being  done 
by  Canadian  scientists. 

The  Committee  commends  the  post-doctorate  fellowship  plan  which, 
together  with  scientific  exchanges  with  other  countries,  is  doing  much  to  make 
Canadian  institutions  better  known  abroad.  This  activity  also  constitutes  a 
major  Canadian  contribution  to  the  development  of  science  on  an  international 
and  commonwealth  basis. 

Atomic  Energy  of  Canada  Limited 

The  Committee  had  one  meeting  to  consider  the  policy,  operations  and 
expenditures  of  Atomic  Energy  of  Canada  Limited.  The  Members  recognized 
that  this  is  an  important  segment  of  their  work,  and,  in  particular,  hope  at  the 
next  session  to  be  able  to  visit  Chalk  River  and  other  establishments  of  AECL. 

The  Committee  met  on  Thursday,  30th  June,  and  listened  to  an  extensive 
statement  by  Mr.  J.  L.  Gray,  President  of  Atomic  Energy  of  Canada  Limited, 
covering  the  history,  organization,  responsibilities  and  general  activities  of 
the  Company.  Mr.  Gray  supplied  the  Committee  with  information  additional 
to  his  broad  statement,  in  the  form  of  fifteen  appendices  covering  in  some  detail 
the  various  divisions  of  the  Company  and  their  scope  of  work. 
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Your  Committee  recognizes  that  it  has  just  begun  its  investigation  on 
research  in  atomic  energy  and  that  it  must  devote  considerable  effort  during 
the  next  session  to  this  matter. 

The  brief  presented  by  Mr.  Gray  has  given  the  Committee  Members  and 
the  public  a  great  deal  of  information  which  warrants  serious  and  detailed 
study.  It  has  answered  many  of  the  questions  the  Committee  had  in  mind,  but 
it  has  also  raised  new  questions.  It  will  form  a  good  foundation  for  the  next 
series  of  meetings. 

This  Committee  recommends  that  it  be  reconstituted  early  in  the  next 
Session  of  Parliament  in  order  that  it  may  continue  its  deliberations. 

In  view  of  the  interest  throughout  Canada  in  the  matters  of  employment, 
trade,  development  of  secondary  industries,  and  other  relative  matters  pertinent 
to  the  continued  developm.ent  of  Canada,  the  Committee  recommends  that 
its  terms  of  reference  should  be  enlarged,  and  that  leaders  and  interested 
associations  and  organizations  in  Canada,  in  the  sphere  of  industry,  labour, 
agriculture,  etc.,  be  requested  to  undertake  studies  relative  to  scientific 
research  in  their  own  particular  activities,  for  the  purpose  of  submitting  con- 
sidered briefs  and  proposals  to  the  Committee  during  its  sittings  at  the  next 
Session  of  Parliament.

Affairs  was  reconstituted  by  those  Houses  of  Parliament  on  March  15  and 
March  9  respectively,  to  continue  the  examination  and  consideration  of  the 
Indian  Act  and  Indian  administration  in  general  begun  during  the  1959  Session 
of  Parliament. 

Your  Committee  has  held  forty-one  meetings  and  has  heard  sixty-one 
witnesses,  including  representatives  of  Indian  bands  and  organizations,  pro- 
vincial governments,  church  authorities  and  other  organizations  and  groups 
listed  hereunder:

Included  in  the  Minutes  of  Proceedings  and  Evidence,  as  appendices 
thereto,  are  seventy-three  written  submissions  received  by  your  Committee 
from  Indian  bands,  provincial  governments,  church  authorities  and  other 
organizations  and  groups  interested  in  the  welfare  of  the  Indian  Canadian. 

It  was  evident  early  in  the  sittings  that  it  would  not  be  possible  to  hear 
all  those  who  wished  to  make  oral  presentations,  or  to  enter  into  a  detailed 
examination  and  consideration  of  the  Indian  Act  and  to  suggest  amendments 
thereto.  However,  from  evidence  which  has  been  given  before  your  Committee, 
it  is  apparent  that  one  provision  of  the  Act,  the  compulsory  enfranchisement 
feature  of  Section  112,  is  opposed  by  virtually  all  the  Indians  and  many  non- 
Indians.  It  has  created  a  barrier  of  distrust  of  all  efforts  designed  to  encourage 
the  Indians  to  improve  their  position  and  assume  more  control  over  their  own 
affairs. 

Your  Committee  believes  that  removal  of  this  barrier  will  go  a  long  way 
in  convincing  the  Indians  of  the  genuine  desire  of  Parliament  and  the  Govern- 
ment to  further  their  advancement  on  the  basis  of  mutual  co-operation  and 
trust  and  is  of  the  opinion  that  its  early  removal  is  most  desirable.  In  these 
circumstances,  while  the  general  study  of  enfranchisement  of  Indians  must  be 
left  for  further  consideration,  your  Committee  unanimously  recommends  that 
at  the  first  opportunity  the  Government  introduce  legislation  to  remove  the 
compulsory  enfranchisement  provision  from  the  Indian  Act. 

Your  Committee  unanimously  recommends  further  that  immediately  after 
Parliament  reassembles  next  session,  a  similar  Committee  be  reconstituted  to 
continue  and  complete  the  hearing  of  representatives  of  Indian  and  other 
organizations,  departmental  officials,  and  also  review  the  Indian  Act. 

Your  Committee  wishes  to  express  its  appreciation  to  all  those  representa- 
tives of  Indian  bands,  Indian  organizations,  provincial  governments,  church 
authorities  and  other  organizations  and  groups  for  their  valuable  contribu- 
tion to  the  deliberations  of  the  Committee  and  also  for  the  information  and 
assistance  tendered  by  the  Minister,  the  Honourable  Ellen  Fairclough,  Super- 
intendent General  of  Indian  Affairs,  the  Director  of  Indian  Affairs,  the  Director 
of  Indian  and  Northern  Health  Services,  and  other  departmental  officials.

On  March  10,  1960,  the  Minister  of 
Transport  stated  in  the  House  that  the  government  was  then  of  the  view  that 
the  hearings  of  the  Committee  on  the  matter  should  not  be  further  delayed. 
Accordingly,  your  Committee  resumed  its  consideration  of  the  matter  on 
March  14,  1960. 

4.  During  its  deliberations  your  Committee  examined  twenty  witnesses 
on  various  aspects  concerning  the  administration  of  toll-collection  operations 
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at  the  Jacques- Cartier  Bridge  and  at  the  Victoria  Bridge.  The  said  witnesses 
were  as  follows:

5.  The  decision  of  the  House  to  refer  this  matter  to  your  Committee  was 
a  wise  one  as  was  indicated  by  the  facts  disclosed  following  the  installation  of 
the  automatic  toll-collection  equipment  on  the  Jacques-Cartier  Bridge  in 
September,  1959.  Your  Committee  heard  evidence  that  the  new  tariff  of  tolls 
established  in  connection  with  this  equipment  had  been  designed  in  the  belief 
that  there  would  be  an  over-all  reduction  of  revenue,  whereas  the  actual  toll 
collections  following  the  installation  of  the  equipment  resulted  in  a  large  in- 
crease in  revenue. 

6.  The  system  previously  in  use  had  been  exclusively  one  of  manual 
collection,  and,  despite  the  indicated  method  of  checks  and  inspections,  this 
was  a  method  which  was  obviously  open  to  a  substantial  element  of  human 
frailty.  The  evidence  before  the  Committee  did  not  positively  establish  pilfering 
or  misappropriation  of  the  tolls  collected  on  the  Jacques-Cartier  Bridge,  but 
it  did  give  strong  grounds  for  suspicion. 

7.  Although  earlier  inspections  disclosed  breaches  of  the  regulations,  they 
did  not  provide  proof  of  misappropriation  of  the  tolls  by  the  collectors.  How- 
ever, inspections  in  1946,  1952,  1957  and  1958  did  indicate  certain  irregularities 
and  infractions  of  the  rules  in  regard  to  toll  collections.  This  could  lead  to 
the  presumption  that  some  of  the  unexpected  increase  in  revenue  after  the 
automatic  equipment  was  installed  might  have  resulted  from  the  likelihood 
that  money  could  have  been  diverted  from  its  proper  destination.  Your  Com- 
mittee's  enquiry   was   particularly   directed   to   this   possibility   as   well   as   to

whether  those  charged,  directly  or  indirectly,  with  the  administration  of  the 
toll-collection  operations  at  the  Jacques-Cartier  Bridge  must,  in  any  way,  be 
held  responsible  for  permitting  this  situation  to  arise  and  to  continue  for  as 
long  as  it  did. 

8.  The  limitation  on  the  Committee  by  reason  of  the  current  criminal 
proceedings  prevented  it  from  making  as  detailed  an  examination  as  other- 
wise it  would  have  made;  had  it  not  been  so,  those  charged  might  have  been 
prejudiced  in  their  right  to  a  fair  trial. 

9.  The  Jacques-Cartier  Bridge  was  constructed  and  is  being  operated  as 
the  result  of  an  agreement  dated  May  5,  1928,  between  three  parties,  namely, 
the  federal  government,  the  government  of  the  province  of  Quebec  and  the 
city  of  Montreal.  It  was  established  as  a  toll-bridge  with  the  expectation  that 
it  would  be  self-supporting.  The  federal  government,  through  the  National 
Harbours  Board,  has  the  sole  responsibility  for  its  operation  and  the  collecting 
of  tolls  on  the  bridge.  It  is  the  duty  of  the  National  Harbours  Board  to  report 
to  Parliament  through  the  Minister  of  Transport. 

10.  It  would  appear  from  the  evidence  that  during  much  of  the  period  of 
the  operation  of  the  Jacques-Cartier  Bridge  there  was  a  lack  of  regular  contact 
between  the  Montreal  Harbour  Commission  and  its  successor,  the  National 
Harbours  Board,  and  the  Minister  of  Transport.  It  is  your  Committee's  view 
that  the  National  Harbours  Board  should  have  more  seriously  regarded  the 
reports  of  irregularities  and  brought  them  to  the  attention  of  the  Minister  of 
Transport.  Had  this  been  done,  it  would  probably  have  resulted  in  a  more 
businesslike  administration  of  the  toll-collections  at  the  Jacques-Cartier 
Bridge. 

11.  The  Committee  found  it  difficult  to  understand  the  delay  from  October 
1956,  when  the  Board  approved  in  principle  the  installation  of  automatic 
equipment,  until  the  actual  installation  in  September  1959.  Evidence  showed 
that  this  matter  was  first  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  Government  in  1956, 
but  no  action  was  taken  at  that  time.  It  was  not  brought  to  the  attention  of  the 
government  again  until  April,  1958,  and  was  proceeded  with  very  shortly  after 
that  date.  It  also  showed  that  there  had  been  certain  physical  conditions  which 
had  developed  with  regard  to  installation  of  the  automatic  toll  equipment  and 
that  there  could  have  been  some  delay  in  having  the  tariff  of  toll  charges 
approved  by  the  province  of  Quebec. 

12.  Your  Committee  feels  that  had  there  been  closer  contact  between  the 
Minister  and  the  National  Harbours  Board  earlier  action  would  have  been 
taken  for  the  implementation  of  their  suggestions.  That  this  delay  was  un- 
fortunate is  indicated  by  the  evidence  which  showed  that  there  was  increased 
deterioration  in  the  operation  of  the  old  system  between  1956  and  1959  when 
the  new  equipment  came  into  operation. 

13.  As  instructed  in  its  Order  of  Reference  your  Committee  spent  con- 
siderable time  in  examining  the  administration  of  the  toll  collection  operations 
at  the  Victoria  Bridge. 

14.  Comparative  information  was  obtained  regarding  the  revenues  of  each 
of  the  two  said  bridges.  Your  Committee  feels  that  the  fact  that  the  increase 
in  revenue  on  the  Victoria  Bridge  after  the  installation  of  the  automatic  equip- 
ment was  not  of  such  large  proportions  as  that  on  the  Jacques-Cartier  Bridge 
was  due,  to  some  extent,  to  the  more  regular  inspections  on  the  Victoria  Bridge. 

15.  Your  Committee  feels  that,  according  to  the  evidence  produced, 
although  the  new  system  may  not  be  entirely  fool-proof  it  is  set  up  in  such  a 
manner  that  the  irregularities  found  under  the  former  system  will  not  develop. 
This  is  borne  out  by  a  recent  report  sent  to  the  National  Harbours  Board  by 
the  Royal  Canadian  Mounted  Police  that 
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"As  far  as  could  be  established  to  date  the  automatic  toll  collection 
machines  are  considered  fool-proof.  Furthermore,  the  present  system 
of  collecting,  accounting  and  safeguarding  the  tokens  would  not  appear 
to  allow  for  any  way  of  pilfering." 

16.  Your  Committee  recommends  that  the  contact  between  the  Nationail 
Harbours  Board  and  the  Minister  of  Transport  be  strengthened  through  a 
system  of  regular  reports  from  the  Board  to  the  Minister  so  that  he  may  be 
kept  fully  informed  of  all  appropriate  matters  pertaining  to  the  administration 
of  the  Jacques- Cartier  Bridge. 

17.  Your  Committee  also  recommends  that,  as  the  position  of  toll  officer 
on  the  bridge  is  a  responsible  one,  the  required  qualifications  for  such  employ- 
ment be  of  a  higher  standard  than  at  present. 

18.  To  ensure  and  to  protect  the  bridge  revenues  your  Committee  further 
recommends  more  regular  inspections  by  an  appropriate  organization. 

19.  Finally,  your  Committee  recommends  that  the  government  give  con- 
sideration to  the  resumption  of  this  enquiry  on  the  operations  of  both  bridges 
at  such  time  as  the  investigations  by  the  Royal  Canadian  Mounted  Police  with 
respect  to  toll-collections  and  any  court  proceedings  pursuant  thereto  have  been 
finalized. 

20.  A  copy  of  the  Minutes  of  Proceedings  and  Evidence  relating  to  this 
enquiry  is  appended.

",  but  a  situation  shall  not  be  deemed  a  monopoly  within  the  meaning 
of  this  paragraph  by  reason  only  of  the  exercise  of  any  right  or  enjoy- 
ment of  any  interest  derived  under  the  Patent  Act,  or  any  other  Act  of 
the  Parliament  of  Canada;" 

Clause  12 

In  subclause  (1),  immediately  following  line  33,  page  5  of  the  Bill,  add  the 
following  subsections  to  subsection  (2)  of  proposed  Section  31: 

"(2a)  The  Attorney  General  or  any  person  against  whom  an  order  of 
prohibition  or  dissolution  is  made  may  appeal  against  the  order  or  a 
refusal  to  make  an  order  or  the  quashing  of  an  order 

(a)  from  a  superior  court  of  criminal  jurisdiction  in  the  province 
to  the  court  of  appeal  of  the  province,  or 

(b)  from  the  court  of  appeal  of  the  province  or  the  Exchequer  Court 
of  Canada  to  the  Supreme  Court  of  Canada 

as  the  case  may  be,  upon  any  ground  that  involves  a  question  of  law 
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or,  if  leave  to  appeal  is  granted  by  the  court  appealed  to  within  twenty- 
one  days  after  the  judgment  appealed  from  is  pronounced  or  within  such 
extended  time  as  the  court  appealed  to  or  a  judge  thereof  for  special 
reasons  allows,  on  any  ground  that  appears  to  that  court  to  be  a  sufficient 
ground  of  appeal. 

(2b)  Where  the  court  of  appeal  or  the  Supreme  Court  of  Canada  allows 
an  appeal,  it  may  quash  any  order  made  by  the  court  appealed  from, 
and  may  make  any  order  that  in  its  opinion  the  court  appealed  from 
could  and  should  have  made. 

(2c)  Subject  to  subsections  (2a)  and  (2b),  the  provisions  of  Part 
XVin  of  the  Criminal  Code  apply  mutatis  mutandis  to  appeals  under  this 
section." 

Clause  13 

In  proposed  Section  33A,  page  7  of  the  Bill,  delete  lines  22  to  31,  inclusive, 
and  substitute  the  following: 

"(b)  engages  in  a  policy  of  selling  articles  in  any  area  of  Canada  at 
prices  lower  than  those  exacted  by  him  elsewhere  in  Canada,  having 
the  effect  or  tendency  of  substantially  lessening  competition  or  eliminat- 
ing a  competitor  in  such  part  of  Canada,  or  designed  to  have  such  effect; 
or 

(c)  engages  in  a  policy  of  selling  articles  at  prices  unreasonably  low, 
having  the  effect  or  tendency  of  substantially  lessening  competition  or 
eliminating  a  competitor,  or  designed  to  have  such  effect," 

Clause  14

Mr.  Macnaughton,  from  the  Standing  Committee  on  Public  Accounts, 
presented  the  Third  Report  of  the  said  Committee,  which  is  as  follows: 

1.  On  Tuesday,  February  16,  1960,  your  Committee  was  constituted  by  an 
Order  of  the  House,  and  on  Tuesday,  March  15,  1960,  the  House  of  Commons 
passed  the  following  resolutions: 

Ordered, — ^That  the  Report  of  the  Canada  Council  for  the  fiscal  year 
ended  March  31,  1959,  laid  before  the  House  on  July  10,  1959,  be  referred 
to  the  Standing  Committee  on  Public  Accounts  in  order  to  provide  for  a 
review  thereof  pursuant  to  section  23  of  the  Canada  Council  Act. 
Ordered, — That  the  Public  Accounts,  Volumes  I  and  II,  and  the  Report 
of  the  Auditor  General  for  the  fiscal  year  ended  March  31,  1959,  and  the 
financial  statements  of  the  Canada  Council  and  the  Report  of  the  Auditor 
General  thereon  for  the  fiscal  year  ended  March  31,  1959,  be  referred 
to  the  said  Committee. 

2.  Your  Committee  held  its  organization  meeting  on  Thursday,  March  3, 
1960,  and  unanimously  elected  as  Chairman  for  the  third  year  a  member  of 
Her  Majesty's  Loyal  Opposition.  The  following  Members  were  designated  by 
the  Chairman  to  act  with  him  as  a  sub-committee  on  Agenda  and  Procedure:

I— GENERAL 

4.  Your  Committee  gave  consideration  to: 

(a)  the  action  taken  by  departments  as  a  result  of  recommendations  by 
the  Standing  Committee  on  Public  Accounts  in  its  1958  and  1959 
reports; 

(b)  the  report  of  the  Auditor  General  for  the  fiscal  year  ended  March  31, 
1959; 

(c)  Crown  corporations,  and  in  particular  to  Export  Credits  Insurance 
Corporation  and  Crown  Assets  Disposal  Corporation;  and 

(d)  the  Canada  Council 

5.  In  examining  the  affairs  of  two  of  the  Crown  corporations,  as  noted  in 
(c)  above,  the  Committee  feels  that  it  has  broken  important  ground  in  its 
approach  to  its  work.  It  is  of  the  opinion  that  it  would  be  desirable  for  the 
operations  of  additional  Crown  corporations  to  be  examined  by  the  Committee 
in  future. 

6.  It  is  noted  that  the  Federal  Government  has  upwards  of  4^  billion 
dollars  invested  in  Crown  corporations  and  agencies. 

7.  The  original  Crown  corporation  might  be  said  to  have  started  with  the 
various  harbour  commissions  throughout  the  country  in  the  1880s.  Later  on, 
towards  the  end  of  the  First  World  War,  the  Government  was  obliged  to  take 
over  nearly  all  Canadian  railways  other  than  the  C.P.R.  and  administer  by 
means  of  a  statutory  corporation  now  known  as  the  C.N.R.  Subsequently,  in 
1927,  the  Government  entered  a  new  field  by  setting  up  the  Crown  corporation 
known  as  the  Canadian  Farm  Loan  Board. 
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8.  In  the  1930s  the  Government  of  the  day  set  up  the  C.B.C.  and  followed 
this  by  the  National  Harbours  Board  in  1936.  The  real  growth  of  the  Crown 
corporation  idea  was  during  the  Second  World  War  when  it  was  necessary  for 
the  Government  to  accomplish  a  lot  in  a  hurry  and  upwards  of  forty  corpora- 
tions were  in  existence  at  one  time.  Most  of  these  Crown  Corporations  served 
a  most  useful  purpose. 

9.  The  time  has  come  for  a  reappraisal  of  the  position  of  Crown  corpora- 
tions in  our  national  setup.  Circumstances  have  changed;  personnel  has  altered; 
and  public  policy  is  now  more  directly  involved  in  the  activities  of  these 
public  corporations  than  was  the  case  during  the  two  World  Wars. 

11— ACTION  TAKEN  BY  DEPARTMENTS  AS  A  RESULT  OF  RECOMMENDA- 
TIONS MADE  BY  THE  COMMITTEE  IN  ITS  1958  AND  1959  REPORTS 

10.  Your  Committee  at  the  beginning  of  its  sittings  asked  for  and  was 
provided  by  the  Auditor  General  with  a  detailed  memorandum  reporting  upon 
the  current  situation  regarding  matters  which  had  given  rise  to  recommenda- 
tions by  the  Committee  in  its  1958  and  1959  reports. 

11.  The  information  thus  provided  indicated  that  in  most  cases  suitable 
remedial  measures  had  been  taken  by  the  departments  concerned.  However, 
there  were  instances  where  the  Committee's  recommendations  have  not  been 
acted  upon  and  which  the  Committee  feels  should  continue  to  receive  con- 
sideration. These  matters  are  noted  in  the  paragraphs  which  follow: 

The  Form  of  the  Public  Accounts 

12.  In  its  Third  Report,  1958,  the  Committee  suggested  that  ministerial 
proposals  for  improving  the  Public  Accounts  be  considered  when  the  Com- 
mittee was  again  organized,  and  in  its  Second  Report,  1959,  the  Committee 
was  informed  that  were  listings  of  salaries  to  commence  at  $8,000  per  annum 
instead  of  $5,000  in  Part  II,  the  book  would  be  substantially  reduced.  This 
change  was  introduced  by  the  Department  of  Finance  in  the  1958-59  Public 
Accounts,  but  the  Committee  considers  that  further  measures  could  be  taken. 

13.  For  example,  the  cost  of  preparing  tabulations  and  printing  travel 
expense  payments  to  employees  whose  salaries  are  below  $8,000  per  annum 
must  be  out  of  proportion  to  end-use  value. 

14.  It  was  noted  that  almost  ten  pages,  each  with  three  columns  of  names 
and  amoimts,  were  used  for  this  purpose  for  the  Department  of  Agriculture 
alone  in  the  1958-59  Public  Accounts. 

15.  The  Committee  recommends  that  the  Minister  of  Finance  continue  to 
give  consideration  to  the  form  and  content  of  the  Public  Accounts  with  a  view 
to  eliminating  material  that  is  of  little  significance. 

Second-Class  Mail 

16.  In  its  Third  Report,  1958,  the  Committee  made  observations  regarding 
the  wide  disparity  between  the  cost  of  handling  second-class  mail  during  the 
fiscal  year  1956-57  and  the  related  revenue  for  that  year. 

17.  The  Committee  was  informed  that  the  handling  of  second-class  mail 
was  estimated  by  the  Post  Office  Department  as  having  cost  $28,000,000  in 
1958-59  (up  $4,000,000  from  1956-57)  while  revenues  were  $6,000,000  (the 
same  as  in  1956-57).  The  Committee  recognizes  that  as  no  revenue  accrues 
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from  the  handling  of  second-class  mail  originating  abroad,  and  because  of 
other  factors,  rates  for  mail  originating  in  Canada  may  not  be  set  at  a  level 
designed  fully  to  recover  the  estimated  cost  of  handling  second-class  mail. 

18.  The  Committee  is  disturbed  at  the  annually  increasing  cost  of  handling 
second-class  mail.  However,  having  in  mind  the  desirability  of  continuing  to 
assist  the  distribution  of  Canadian  publications,  the  Committee  recommends 
that  the  Department  review  the  problem  to  the  end  that  a  more  realistic  policy 
be  adopted. 

Treatmeiit  of  Receipts  for  Services  Rendered 

19.  In  its  Third  Report,  1958,  the  Committee  recommended  that  a  study  be 
made  by  the  Department  of  Finance  of  vote  structures  of  departments  providing 
services  in  return  for  fees  or  charges,  with  an  officer  of  the  Auditor  General 
participating  in  the  study. 

20.  In  the  Committee's  view  the  proposition  that  appropriations  be  voted 
on  a  net  basis,  with  the  Estimates  Details  showing  gross  estimated  require- 
ments, less  forecast  revenues,  with  the  understanding  that — in  order  to  avoid 
supplementing  an  appropriation — any  excess  of  actual  over  forecast  revenues 
would  be  credited  to  Revenue  rather  than  to  the  appropriation  should  be 
seriously  considered. 

21.  The  Committee  was  advised  that  the  question  of  the  structure  of  the 
Estimates  generally  is  under  active  study  by  the  Department  of  Finance,  and 
accordingly  recommends  that  the  question  of  voting  appropriations  on  a  net 
basis  be  given  careful  consideration  in  this  study.  The  Committee  was  glad  to 
be  informed  that  officials  of  the  Department  of  Finance  will  consult  with  the 
Auditor  General  during  the  study  of  these  problems. 

Ill— AUDITOR  GENERAL'S  REPORT 

22.  Your  Committee  considered  the  Auditor  General's  Report  for  the  year 
ended  March  31,  1959,  and  was  provided  with  all  explanations  requested. 

23.  The  Committee  makes  the  following  comments  and  recommendations: 

Repairs  to  Privately -Owned  Wharf. 

24.  The  report  (paragraph  26)  had  noted  that  expenditures  had  been  in- 
curred for  repairs  to  a  wharf  which,  although  previously  publicly- owned,  had 
been  sold  in  1955,  and  that  the  repair  costs  had  been  charged  to  one  of  the 
appropriations  for  "acquisition,  construction  and  improvements  of  harbour  and 
river  works". 

25.  In  the  Committee's  view,  expenditure  on  privately- owned  property  is 
permissive  only  after  the  House  of  Commons  has  been  given  adequate  notice 
of  the  intent  so  to  do  and  Parliament  sanctions  the  making  of  a  donation  in 
cash  or  kind.  The  Committee  regards  the  mode  adopted  in  this  instance  as 
unsatisfactory. 

Reimbursement  to  Contractor  for  State  Tax. 

26.  The  Committee  noted  that  a  payment  in  excess  of  $180,000  had  been 
made  to  a  California  contractor  to  reimburse  State  tax  paid.  Liability  to  the 
tax  would  not  have  arisen  had  the  contract  provided  for  delivery  of  title  at 
the  time  of  export  rather  than  on  receipt  of  progress  payments. 

27.  The  Committee  was  informed  that  the  State  has  agreed  to  a  refund  of 
part  of  the  monies  paid  and  that  the  balance  is  still  under  review.  In  the  event 
that  the  full  amount  is  not  recovered,  the  Committee  is  of  opinion  that  an  im- 
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portant  point  in  international  relationships  will  arise  and  feels  that  the  Govern- 
ment should  take  appropriate  action  to  make  certain  that  the  Canadian  people 
are  not  burdened  by  reason  of  a  quibble. 

Transfers  of  Armed  Forces  Personnel. 

28.  The  Committee  noted  with  concern  the  comment  included  in  the  report 
(paragraph  34)  that  there  had  been  cases  where  armed  forces  personnel,  with 
large  families,  had  been  transferred  to  stations  classified  as  being  short  of  suit- 
able housing  accommodation. 

29.  The  Committee  felt  that  this  indicates  incompetency  on  the  part  of  the 
officials  responsible,  and  is  glad  to  learn  that  the  Department  of  National 
Defence  has  taken  steps  to  avoid  such  occurrences  in  the  future. 

Special  Charge  to  National  Defence  Expenditure,  for  Cloth  Inventories. 

30.  The  Committee  enquired  regarding  the  results  of  the  departmental 
survey  of  these  inventories,  to  which  reference  was  made  in  the  report  (para- 
graph 36),  and  v/as  informed  that  Executive  authority  had  been  provided  for 
the  declaration  as  surplus,  through  Crown  Assets  Disposal  Corporation,  of 
3,755,000  yards  of  cloth  regarded  as  being  in  excess  of  an  estimated  five  years' 
requirements. 

31.  The  Committee  recommends  that  consideration  be  given  by  the  Govern- 
ment to  whether  surpluses  such  as  the  foregoing  could  be  made  available  for 
areas  of  international  disaster,  or  for  distribution  through  relief  agencies  and 
relief  camps. 

Unpaid  Accounts  Charged  to  New  Fiscal  Year. 

32.  The  Committee  was  concerned  at  learning  of  a  case  (paragraph  38  of 
the  Report)  where  the  Department  of  National  Health  and  Welfare  had  failed 
to  request  the  inclusion  of  an  item  in  the  supplementary  estimates  for  1958-59 
to  cover  anticipated  additional  expenditures,  with  the  result  that  invoices 
totalling  over  $100,000  and  relating  to  goods  delivered  and  services  rendered 
up  to  March  31,  1959,  were  carried  forward  as  a  charge  to  1959-60.  The  Com- 
mittee learned  from  an  officer  of  the  department  that  this  had  been  the  first 
time  such  action  had  been  taken,  and  was  given  assurance  that  a  similar 
situation  would  not  be  permitted  to  arise  in  the  future. 

33.  The  Committee  feels  that  an  important  question  of  principle  is  involved. 
Public  Accounting  is  on  'cash  basis',  each  year  complete  in  itself  and  balances 
in  votes  lapsing  at  each  year-end.  Parliament,  therefore,  is  entitled  to  assume 
that  the  Parliamentary  Votes  truly  and  completely  reflect  the  proposed  financial 
transactions  of  a  year.  The  vote  for  sick  mariners  may  present  problems  in 
forecasting  charges  to  it,  but  there  should  never  be  distortion  by  allowing 
accounts  to  remain  unpaid  to  the  end  that  they  may  be  used  to  whittle  down 
an  anticipated  vote  surplus  in  the  next  year. 

Interest  on  Temporary  Investment  of  University  Grants  Funds. 

34.  The  report  (paragraph  40)  noted  that  income  earned  on  funds  invested 
by  the  National  Conference  of  Canadian  Universities  between  the  receipt  of 
funds  from  the  Minister  of  Finance,  and  payment  of  grants  to  universities,  had 
been  retained  by  the  Conference.  This  was  in  addition  to  the  agreed  service 
charges  deducted  from  the  grants  to  cover  the  costs  incurred  in  carrying  out 
its  functions  under  the  agreement  with  the  Minister. 

35.  The  Committee  inquired  whether,  since  the  agreement  made  no  provi- 
sion for  the  disposition  of  investment  income,  it  should  not  have  been  returned 
by  the  conference  to  the  Receiver  General.

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36.  The  Committee  was  informed  that  the  matter  is  currently  under  review- 
by  the  law  officers. 

Recoverable  Outlays  on  Canso  Causeway. 

37.  It  was  noted  from  the  report  (paragraph  41)  that  no  payment  had  been 
received  from  the  Province  of  Nova  Scotia  toward  its  share  of  the  cost  of  the 
Canso  Causeway,  although  April  1,  1957  had  been  determined  by  the  Minister 
of  Transport  as  being  the  "date  of  completion",  under  the  Agreement  with 
the  Province. 

38.  The  Committee  was  informed  by  the  Auditor  General  of  the  action 
that  had  been  taken  by  the  Department  of  Ti-ansport  in  recent  months,  and 
learned  that  the  matter  is  currenly  in  abeyance  pending  receipt  by  the 
Department  of  an  opinion  of  the  Department  of  Justice  with  regard  to  the 
contention  of  the  Province  that  payment  is  not  due  until  the  final  cost  of  the 
project  has  been  determined.  This,  therefore,  is  another  matter  regarded  as  in 
abeyance  by  the  Committee. 

Recovery  of  Debts  Due  to  the  Crown  by  Diversion  of  Part  of  Pension. 

39.  The  report  (paragraph  43)  noted  that  instances  had  been  observed 
where  amounts  were  being  withheld  from  current  pension  payments  under 
section  38  of  the  Pension  Act,  and  applied  in  reduction  of  debts  arising  from 
previous  overpayments. 

40.  Having  regard  for  the  fact  that  section  38  of  the  Pension  Act  permits 
the  award  only  of  an  amount  necessary  to  provide  a  maintenance,  the  Com- 
mittee's view  is  that  it  is  inconsistent  to  recover  debts  from  these  pension 
payments.  The  Committee  feels,  however,  that  the  Canadian  Pension  Com- 
mission should  exert  every  reasonable  effort  to  ensure,  through  appropriate 
investigation,  that  improper  payments  are  not  made.  Where  public  money  is 
irregularly  paid  out  in  instances  such  as  these,  the  effort  to  recover  might 
properly  be  limited  to  the  earned  income  and  the  assets  of  the  debtor.  The 
Committee  favours  any  uncollectible  amount  remaining  being  reported  for 
write-off  action  under  section  23  of  the  Financial  Administration  Act  or  other 
statutory  authority. 

Inactive  Loans  and  Investments. 

41.  The  Committee  noted  the  reference  in  the  report  (paragraph  58)  to  the 
balance  due  in  respect  of  loans  made  to  Greece  and  Roumania,  outstanding  in 
the  amounts  of  $6,525,000  and  $24,329,000  respectively. 

42.  In  1919  a  credit  was  extended  to  Greece  in  order  to  facilitate  the 
purchase  of  Canadian  goods  and  about  $7.5  million  of  this  credit  was  utilized. 
At  the  end  of  1922,  interest  due  and  unpaid  exceeded  $600,000  and,  in  1923, 
the  debt  was  consolidated  with  Greece  depositing  with  Canada  a  special  bond 
issue  in  the  amount  of  $8  million.  Semi-annual  payments  of  principal  were  to 
retire  the  debt  by  1948.  The  principal  sum  was  reduced  to  $6,525,000  by  1931 
when  it  was  agreed  that,  due  to  the  existing  worldwide  economic  crisis, 
demands  for  payment  of  principal  and  interest  would  temporarily  be  suspended. 
No  payments  have  since  been  made. 

43.  In  1919  a  credit  was  extended  to  Roumania  under  authority  of  the 
Demobilization  Appropriation  Act,  1919,  to  enable  Roumania  to  purchase  Cana- 
dian goods  and  about  $20.5  million  was  utilized.  In  1922  the  debt  was  con- 
solidated with  Roumania  depositing  with  Canada  a  special  bond  issue  amount- 
ing to  $23,969,720  to  cover  principal  and  overdue  interest.  A  further  bond 
issue  of  $359,542  was  received  later  to  cover  an  interest  payment,  bringing 
the  total  debt  to  $24,329,542.  The  principal  is  not  payable  until  1968.  Interest 
is  payable  at  4  per  cent  but  no  interest  payments  have  been  received  since 
1939. 
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44.  The  Committee  is  of  the  opinion  that  the  current  status  of  these  loans 
should  be  reviewed. 

Share  of  Loans  to  Fishermen. 

45.  The  Committee  noted  the  reference  in  the  report  (paragraph  68)  to 
amounts  representing  Canada's  share  of  loans  made  in  1953  to  lobster  fisher- 
men through  the  governments  of  Nova  Scotia  ($121,978)  and  Prince  Edward 
Island  ($69,353)  and  noted  that  the  Department  of  Fisheries'  understanding  is 
that  the  governments  concerned  are  of  the  opinion  that  the  cost  of  further 
collection  efforts  would  not  be  warranted  by  the  results  likely  to  be  achieved. 

46.  The  Committee  recommends  that  the  government  seeks  Parliamentary 
authority  to  write  off  the  balances  owing. 

Superannuation  Account. 

47.  The  report  (paragraph  70)  included  an  explanation  of  the  basis  upon 
which  an  excess  amount  of  $139,000,000  was  included  in  the  balance  at  the 
credit  of  the  Superannuation  Account  at  March  31,  1959,  as  a  result  of  a  book- 
keeping entry  of  $214,000,000  made  a  number  of  years  ago. 

48.  The  Committee  notes  that  the  bookkeeping  entry  made  to  the  credit  of 
the  Superannuation  Account  Vv^as  without  Parliamentary  authority.  It  is  of  the 
opinion  that  credits  to  the  Account  should  be  limited  to  amounts  provided  under 
the  Public  Service  Superannuation  Act  or  by  Parliamentary  appropriations. 

Perinanent  Services  Pension  Account. 

49.  The  Committee  noted  the  explanation  contained  in  the  report  (para- 
graph 71)  that  a  bookkeeping  entry  similar  to  that  made  in  relation  to  the 
Superannuation  Account  had  been  made  during  1958-59,  crediting  the 
Permanent  Services  Pension  Account  with  $326,300,000  and  recording  an  off- 
setting charge  to  a  "deficiency  account"  on  the  assets  side  of  the  statement  of 
assets  and  liabilities. 

50.  The  Committee  notes  again  that  the  bookkeeping  entry  was  made 
without  Parliamentary  authority.  It  is  of  the  opinion  that  credits  to  the 
Permanent  Services  Pension  Account  should  be  limited  to  amounts  provided 
under  the  Canadian  Forces  Superannuation  Act  or  by  Parliamentary  appro- 
priations. 

IV— CROWN  CORPORATIONS 

51.  Corporations  whose  capital  stock  or  proprietor's  equity  is  vested  in 
the  Government  of  Canada  total  29  at  the  present  time.  The  accounts  of  each 
of  these  corporations  are  audited  by  the  Auditor  General  of  Canada,  with  five 
exceptions,  namely,  Bank  of  Canada,  Industrial  Development  Bank,  Central 
Mortgage  and  Housing  Corporation,  Canadian  National  Railways  and  Trans- 
Canada  Air  Lines. 

52.  The  financial  statements  of  each  of  the  Crown  corporations  were 
published  in  Volume  II  of  the  Public  Accounts  for  the  fiscal  year  ended  March 
31,  1959,  which  volume,  together  with  Volume  I,  was  referred  by  Parliament 
to  the  Committee. 

53.  In  selecting  the  Crown  corporations  for  examination  at  this  time,  the 
Committee  limited  its  choice  to  those  corporations  whose  accounts  were  audited 
by  the  Auditor  General,  choosing  two  of  these  for  detailed  study. 

EXPORT  CREDITS  INSURANCE  CORPORATION 

54.  The  Committee  had  a  statement  from  the  Auditor  General  expanding 
of  his  statutory  audit  report  respecting  the  operations  of  this  corporation  for 
the    ended    December    31,    1958,    and    including    references    to    the    operating 
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results  for  the  year  ended  December  31,  1959,  together  with  a  description  of 
the  scope  of  the  audit  of  the  corporation's  accounts. 

55.  The  Committee  had  as  a  witness  the  President  of  the  Corporation,  who 
outlined  the  nature  of  its  operations  and  answered  questions  thereon. 

56.  The  Committee  was  informed  that  the  corporation's  aim  was  neither 
to  subsidize  exporters  not  to  make  profits.  Instead,  the  aim  was  to  break  even 
in  the  long  run,  and  this  aim  had  been  achieved — the  excess  of  premium 
income  over  operating  expenses  and  net  claims  having  been  less  than  one-tenth 
of  1  per  cent  on  $818,000,000  of  exports  insured  up  to  December  31,  1959.  The 
Committee  concurred  in  this  aim. 

57.  The  Committee  was  informed  that  the  corporation  extends  credit  in 
accordance  with  policies  adopted  by  the  Berne  Union,  of  v/hich  it  is  a  member, 
and  whose  purpose  is  to  promote  the  exchange  of  information,  techniques, 
policy  and  procedure  with  a  view  to  maintaining  orderly  competition  in 
intarnational  credit.  The  corporation's  maximum  terms  of  credit  vary  accord- 
ing to  the  nature  of  the  goods  exported — from  six  months  in  the  case  of 
consumer  goods  to  five  years  in  the  case  of  heavy  capital  equipment — and  these 
terms  were  stated  to  be  in  harmony  with  principles  agreed  upon  by  the  Berne 
Union. 

CROWN  ASSETS  DISPOSAL  CORPORATION 

58.  A  statement  was  given  by  the  Auditor  General  supplementing  his 
statutory  audit  report  respecting  the  operations  of  this  corporation  for  the 
year  ended  March  31,  1959,  and  including  references  to  the  operating  results 
for  the  year  ended  March  31,  1960,  together  with  comments  on  the  scope  of  the 
audit  that  had  been  made  of  the  corporation's  accounts. 


the 


59.  The  President  gave  statements  on  the  operations  and  organization  of 
corporation  and  was  examined  at  length  by  the  Committee. 


Sales  of  Surplus  Equipment  on  Behalf  of  the  United  States  Government. 

60.  Representations  were  made  to  the  Committee  by  representatives  of 
the  Canadian  Association  of  Equipment  Distributors  to  the  effect  that  the  dis- 
posal, on  behalf  of  the  United  States  Government,  of  its  surplus  equipment  in 
Canada  was  prejudicial  to  the  interests  of  Canadian  firms  engaged  in  the 
business  of  distributing  equipment  and  detrimental  of  the  Canadian  economy. 

61.  The  Committee,  noting  that  the  Agreement  with  the  United  States 
Government  under  which  the  sales  were  being  made  is  terminable  by  either 
Government  on  thirty  days'  notice  to  the  other,  recommends  that  the  Govern- 
ment make  a  careful  study  of  the  situation  in  order  to  satisfy  itself  whether 
action  should  be  taken  to  terminate  the  Agreement  in  view  of  the  anticipated 
increase  in  the  quantity  of  United  States  surplus  equipment  becoming  available, 
having  regard  to  the  position  of  Canadian  equipment  distributors  among  other 
factors. 

62.  So  long  as  sales  continue  to  be  made  on  behalf  of  the  United  States 
Government,  the  Committee  recommends  that  the  corporation  include  in  its 
annual  reports  information  regarding  such  sales,  in  the  same  detail  as  in  the 
case  of  sales  made  on  behalf  of  the  Government  of  Canada. 
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Management  Consultants'  Report. 

63.  The  President  of  the  Corporation  referred  to  an  examination  of  the 
corporation's  management  organization  and  its  operating  and  administrative 
practices,  recently  completed  by  a  firm  of  management  consultants.  The  Com- 
mittee required  the  report  to  be  tabled  and  studied  it  in  detail. 

64.  In  the  opinion  of  the  Committee,  the  Corporation  had  not  acted  with 
reasonable  promptness  in  giving  effect  to  recommendations  contained  in  this 
report. 

65.  The  Committee  noted  that  the  Auditor  General  had  not  been  consulted 
concerning  the  employment  of  the  management  consultants,  nor  had  he  seen 
their  report  dated  December  16,  1959,  in  its  entirety  until  May  31,  1960. 

66.  The  Committee  recommends: 

(a)  that  since  the  report  clearly  disclosed  areas  where  improvements 
could  be  made  and  savings  effected,  the  President  of  the  Corporation 
and  the  management  consultants  should  meet  with  the  Auditor 
General  to  determine  the  validity  of  the  various  recommendations 
and  to  implement  those  recommendations  decided  upon,  without 
further  reference  to  the  management  consultants  retained  unless 
absolutely  necessary,  and  that  the  Auditor  General  report  to  the 
Committee  next  year  on  the  results  achieved; 

(b)  that  any  government  department  or  corporation  considering  employ- 
ing management  consultants  in  future  should  consult  with  the 
Auditor  General  as  to  the  proposed  employment  and  terms  of 
reference  so  that  provision  may  be  made  for  the  consultants  to  work 
in  cooperation  with  the  Auditor  General  in  his  capacity  as  the  auditor 
of  the  government  department  or  corporation  concerned. 

Future  of  the  Corporation 

67.  The  Committee  recommends  that  consideration  be  given  by  the  govern- 
ment as  to  whether  the  function  of  disposing  of  surplus  Crown  assets  could  be 
more  efficiently  performed  by  a  division  of  the  Department  of  Defence 
Production. 

V—THE  CANADA  COUNCIL 

68.  The  Auditor  General  made  a  statement  to  your  Committee  regarding 
his  examination  of  the  accounts  of  the  Canada  Council  for  the  year  ended 
March  31,   1959,  and  describing  the  scope  of  the  audit. 

69.  The  Committee  heard  evidence  given  by  the  Director  and  other  officers 
of  the  Council  regarding  its  responsibilities,  aim.s  and  operations,  particularly 
the  av/arding  of  various  classes  of  grants  from  the  Endowment  Fund,  and  the 
investment  policy  of  the  Council.  An  outline  was  also  received  from  the  Vice- 
President  of  the  National  Commission  for  UNESCO,  regarding  the  purposes 
and  work  of  the  commission,  whose  secretariat  is  provided  by  the  Council. 

70.  The  Committee  received  a  report  from  its  special  subcommittee 
appointed  to  consider  the  question  of  the  Committee's  powers  to  elicit  informa- 
tion from  the  officials  of  the  Canada  Council.  In  the  Minutes  of  Proceedings  and 
Evidence  No.  6,  at  page  146,  this  report,  given  by  the  Vice-Chairman,  reads  as 
follows: 

"At  the  May  4  meeting  of  the  Standing  Committee  on  Public  Accounts 
it  was  agreed  that  a  subcommittee  be  appointed  by  the  Chairman  and 
Vice-Chairman  to  consider  the  question  of  the  relationship  between  the 
Committee  and  the  Canada  Council  and,  in  particular,  the  scope  of  the 
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Committee's  examination  of  the  council's  operations.  This  subcommittee 
was  composed  of  Messrs.  Fisher,  Benidickson,  Robichaud,  Morton,  Moris- 
sette.  Bell  (Carleton)  and  myself.  Your  subcommittee  engaged  Dr. 
Ollivier,  the  parliamentary  counsel,  and  obtained  his  opinion  on  various 
aspects  of  the  matter. 

Members  will  recall  that  Dr.  Trueman  made  reference  to  two  state- 
ments of  Prime  Minister  Diefenbaker  made  in  the  House  of  Commons  in 
reply  to  questions  asked  by  Mr.  Fisher.  The  statements  appear  at  page 
134  of  the  proceedings  of  this  committee  and  the  questions  asked  by  Mr. 
Fisher  appear  at  page  135.  Dr.  Ollivier's  opinion  was  that  these  state- 
ments were  justified  in  view  of  section  13  of  the  Canada  Council  Act 
which  specifically  states  that  the  Council  is  not  an  agent  of  Her  Majesty. 

Section  8  of  the  Canada  Council  Act  sets  out  the  objects  and  powers 
of  the  council  and  it  will  be  seen  that  money  is  disbursed  in  the  form 
of  scholarships,  grants,  awards,  etc.  Section  23  of  the  Act  requires  the 
council  to  "submit  to  the  member  of  the  Queen's  Privy  Council  for 
Canada  designated  by  the  governor  in  council  for  the  purpose  a  report 
of  all  proceedings  under  this  Act" — and  I  emphasize  the  words  "all 
proceedings  under  this  Act",  and  later  on  in  that  section  it  says:  "and 
provisions  shall  be  made  for  a  review  thereof  by  parliament". 

Dr.  Ollivier  held  the  opinion  that  in  view  of  these  sections  of  the  Canada 
Council  Act  and  because  the  council  has  included  in  its  report  its  financial 
statements,  the  committee  is  entitled  to  details  of  expenditures  including  awards, 
grants,  scholarships,  etc.,  if  it  so  desires. 

In  amplifying  this  Dr.  Ollivier  felt  that  the  following  general  principles 
should  apply: 

(1)  every  member  of  the  committee  has  the  right  to  ask  any  questions. 
Questions  however  must  be  in  order  and  fall  within  the  terms  of 
reference  of  the  committee. 

(2)  all  questions  should  be  answered  but  a  witness  is  entitled  to  say 
that  in  his  opinion  the  question  should  not  be  answered  and  state  his 
reason  for  declining  to  answer — for  example  that  he  does  not  feel 
that  it  would  be  in  the  public  interest  to  give  such  information. 

(3)  the  member  asking  the  question  may  appeal  to  the  committee  and 
that  committee  has  the  right  to  demand  full  information  in  spite  of  the 
statement  of  the  witness.  The  procedure  would  be  for  the  committee 
to  pass  a  motion  to  the  effect  that  the  information  demanded  should 
be  given. 

(4)  the  witness  should  then  produce  the  information  requested. 

The  committee  thus  has  the  right  to  closely  examine  all  aspects  of  the 
operations  of  the  Canada  Council  that  are  included  in  or  flowing  from  its 
annual  report.  As  a  committee  of  Parliament  it  can  seek  and  gain  information 
that  is  not  available  to  the  government  or  any  member  thereof  because  of  the 
fact  that  the  Canada  Council  is  not  an  agent  of  Her  Majesty." 

71.  The  Committee  was  informed  that  the  profits  and  interest  earned  on 
the  University  Capital  Grants  Fund  have  not  been  allocated  either  to  the 
provinces  or  to  the  universities. 

72.  This  question  was  discussed  with  officials  of  the  Council  in  1959  and 
the  Committee  feels  that  decision  should  be  reached  on  the  question  of  this 
allocation  without  further  delay.  It  was  glad  to  be  informed  that  the  Council 
is  giving  consideration  to  the  matter. 
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73.  The  Committee  learned  that,  as  a  matter  of  principle,  the  Council 
avoided  undertaking  to  make  recurring  grants  to  the  same  organizations,  on  the 
grounds  that  its  budget  could  become  committed  to  such  an  extent  as  to  restrict 
its  capacity  to  respond  to  requests  for  assistance  from  new  organizations.  This 
approach  commended  itself  to  the  Committee. 

VI— AUDITOR  GENERAL'S  OFFICE 

74.  In  response  to  questions  from  the  Committee,  it  was  found  that  whereas 
the  approved  establishment  of  the  Auditor  General's  Office  for  the  fiscal  year 
1959-60  was  142,  its  average  strength  during  the  year  was  only  136,  and  at 
March  31,  1960,  it  stood  reduced  to  132.  Ten  years  ago  in  1950  its  staff  strength 
was  166.  This  was  at  a  time  when  total  annual  government  expenditure  was 
$2,449  million  embracing  29  government  departments  and  23  Crown  corpora- 
tions. To-day  government  expenditure  is  over  $5,707  million  embracing  34 
government  departments  and  29  Crown  corporations. 

75.  The  Committee  was  interested  in  details  of  the  approach  being  taken 
by  the  Auditor  General  in  the  course  of  his  duties,  particularly  the  manner  in 
which  the  Audit  Office  is  seeking  to  work  constructively  with  the  managements 
of  government  agencies  in  evaluating  not  only  the  systems  of  internal  control, 
organization,  methods  and  procedure  and  related  matters,  but  also  the  results 
achieved  thereunder  in  termxs  of  cost.  Your  Committee  was  interested  also  in 
noting  that  the  Auditor  General  hopes  to  achieve  this  objective  in  part  by  the 
submission  of  detailed  reports  to  the  agency  managements  on  the  results  of 
his  office's  examinations,  a  practice  he  hopes  to  extend  to  all  departments  and 
Crown  corporations. 

76.  The  Committee  was  pleased  to  note  in  the  Auditor  General's  Report 
for  1959  the  informative  explanations  given  respecting  the  operations  of  those 
Crown  corporations  examined  by  the  Auditor  General.  It  is  of  the  opinion  that 
such  informative  explanations  could  be  usefully  expanded  and  that  appropriate 
appendices  might  be  given. 

77.  Parliament  has  placed  broad  auditing  responsibilities  on  the  Auditor 
General  and  they  involve  the  largest  and  most  complex  business  in  Canada 
to-day — the  Federal  Government.  To  carry  out  these  responsibilities  adequately 
in  the  interests  of  Parliament  and  the  public  requires  the  highest  order  of 
leadership  coupled  with  a  competent  staff  of  career  accountants  and  auditors. 
In  the  opinion  of  the  Committee  it  is  fundamental  that  this  independent  auditing 
office  be  strong,  capable,  efficient  and  equipped  to  operate  in  accordance  with 
the  high  standards  of  independence  and  objectivity  expected  of  professional 
accountants. 

78.  Since  the  Auditor  General  is  responsible  only  to  Parliament,  the 
Committee  recommends  that  at  the  next  Session  of  Parliament,  the  proposed 
Special  Committee  on  the  Civil  Service  Act  should  give  consideration  to 
authorizing  the  Auditor  General,  with  the  approval  of  the  Treasury  Board,  to 
recruit  his  own  staff  under  a  plan  of  organization  necessary  for  the  proper 
functioning  of  his  Office  and  the  establishment  of  rates  of  compensation  for 
each  class  of  position,  having  regard  to  the  rates  of  compensation  and  conditions 
of  employment  for  comparable  positions  in  other  branches  of  the  public  service 
and  outside  the  public  service. 

79.  Your  Committee  feels  it  to  be  important  in  the  interests  of  maintaining 
Parliamentary  control  over  financial  matters  that  the  recommendations  and 
suggestions  of  the  Committee  be  given  careful  study  and  consideration  by  the 
departments  and  corporations  concerned. 
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80.  A  copy  of  the  Minutes  of  Proceedings  and  Evidence  relating  to  the 
above  matters  is  appended. 

(The  Minutes  of  Proceedings  and  Evidence  accompanying  the  said  Report 
recorded  as  Appendix  No.  23  to  the  Journals)

PROPOSAL  1 

Address  in  Reply  to  His  Excellency's  Speech — Standing  Order  28 

(a)  Section  1  of  Standing  Order  38  is  amended  by  deleting  the  word  "ten" 
in  the  last  line  thereof  and  by  substituting  therefor,  the  word:  "eight". 

(b)  Section  3  of  the  said  standing  order  is  amended  by  deleting  the  word 
"sixth"  in  the  first  line  thereof  and  by  substituting  therefor,  the  word:  "second". 

(c)  Section  4  of  the  said  standing  order  is  amended  by  deleting  the  word 
"ninth"  in  the  first  line  thereof  and  by  substituting  therefor,  the  words:  "fourth 
and  sixth". 

(d)  Section  5  of  the  said  standing  order  is  amended  by  deleting  the  word 
"tenth"  and  the  word  "thirty"  in  the  first  and  second  lines  thereof,  respectively, 
and  by  substituting  therefor,  the  words:  "eighth"  and  "fifteen". 

(e)  The  said  standing  order  is  further  amended  by  adding  thereto,  the 
following  sections: 

"(6)  The  motion  for  an  address  in  reply  shall  not  be  subject  to 
amendment  on  or  after  the  seventh  day  of  the  said  debate. 
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(7)  Notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  standing  order  31,  no 
Member,  except  the  Prime  Minister  and  the  Leader  of  the  Opposi- 
tion, shall  speak  for  more  than  thirty  minutes  at  a  time  in  the  said 
debate;  provided  that  forty  minutes  shall  be  allowed  to  the  mover 
of  either  an  amendment  or  of  a  subamendment." 

Explanatory  Notes  on  Address  Debate  Proposal 

The  purpose  of  the  foregoing  proposal  is  to  shorten  the  address  debate 
by  two  days  and  to  limit  speeches  to  thirty  minutes  during  this  debate,  except 
as  provided  for  in  section  7  above.  Provision  is  made  for  votes  to  be  taken  on 
the  second,  fourth,  sixth,  and  eighth  days  of  the  said  debate.  No  amendment 
will  be  permitted  on  or  after  the  seventh  day  of  this  debate.

Explanatory  Notes  on  Budget  Debate  Proposal 

The  purpose  of  the  foregoing  proposal  is  to  shorten  the  budget  debate 
by  two  days  and  to  limit  speeches  to  thirty  minutes,  except  as  provided  for  in 
section  (7)  above.  The  stages  at  which  votes  will  be  taken  have  been  advanced 
so  that  the  subamendment  v/ill  be  disposed  of  on  the  second  day  and  the 
amendment  on  the  fourth  day  of  the  said  debate. 

PROPOSAL  3 
Deferment  of  Private  Members'  Days — Standing  Order  15  (3) 

(a)  Section  3  of  Standing  Order  15,  on  pages  7  and  8  of  the  Standing 
Orders,  1955,  is  amended  by  deleting  therefrom,  the  following: 

''Monday  (Private  Members'  Day) 

(Subject  to  the  provisions  of  standing  order  56(3),  six  Mondays 
after  the  day  upon  which  an  Address  has  been  agreed  to,  in  answer 
to  His  Excellency's  speech)." 
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and  by  substituting  therefor,  the  following: 

'^Monday  (Private  Members'  Day) 

(Six  Mondays  after  the  day  upon  which  an  Address  has  been 
agreed  to,  in  answer  to  His  Excellency's  speech;  provided  that  any 
of  said  Mondays  shall  be  deferred  to  government  business  if  such 
be  requested  by  a  Minister  of  the  Crown  at  a  prior  sitting  of  the 
House  but  not  so  as  to  use  more  than  two  Mondays  consecutively 
for  government  business  until  after  the  expiry  of  Private  Members' 
Days) ." 

(b)  Paragraph  C  of  section  3  of  Standing  Order  15  on  page  8  of  the 
Standing  Orders,  1955,  is  repealed. 

(c)  Section  3  of  Standing  Order  56  is  repealed  and  sections  4,  5  and  6 
thereof  are  respectively  renumbered  as  sections  3,  4  and  5. 

(Note — The  provisions  of  paragraph  C  of  Standing  Order  15(3)  and  section  3 
of  Standing  Order  56  will  become  redundant  upon  the  adoption  of 
paragraph  (a)  above).

In  addition,  the  Committee  has  given  preliminary  consideration  to  a 
number  of  ether  prccedural  problems  and  has  initiated  studies  which  will 
assist  in  a  more  comprehensive  review  of  the  matters  referred  to  it. 
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It  is  therefore  recommended  that  a  similar  committee  be  appointed  early 
in  the  next  session  to  carry  on  these  studies  including  the  procedure  on  private 
bills  of  divorce  which  the  Committee  has  been  asked  and  is  willing  to  consider 
insofar  as  the  problem  is  capable  of  procedural  solution.

It  heard 
representatives  from  the  Dominion  Bureau  of  Statistics  on  farm  machinery 
prices;  from  the  Department  of  National  Revenue  on  farm  machinery  tariffs; 
from  the  Engineering  Research  Service  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture  on  the 
different  types  of  farm  machinery. 

Your  Committee  has  found  that  interested  persons  or  organizations  would 
like  more  time  to  prepare  presentations: 

Your  Committee  recommends: 

1.  That  the  subject  of  farm  machinery  prices  be  referred  to  it  as  soon  as 
possible  after  the  opening  of  the  next  session  of  Parliament. 

2.  That  the  Ministers  of  the  different  government  departments  concerned, 
instruct  their  officers  to  offer  every  assistance  to  the  persons  designated  by  the 
Committee  to  procure  and  compile  all  available  facts  regarding  farm  machinery 
prices. 
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A  copy  of  the  Committee's  Minutes  of  Proceedings  and  Evidence  is  ap- 
pended.

The  said  resolutions  were  reported  and  concurred  in  and  the  Committee 
of  Supply  obtained  leave  to  sit  again  at  the  next  sitting  of  the  House.

Prayers. 

Mr.  Halpenny,  from  the  Special  Committee  on  Defence  Expenditures, 
presented  the  Third  Report  of  the  said  Committee,  which  is  as  follows: 

1.  The  following  Order  of  Reference,  inter  alia,  was  given  to  your  Com- 
mittee by  the  House  on  May  2,  1960,  namely, 

Ordered, — That  Items  numbered  217  to  237  inclusive,  as  listed  in  the 
Main  Estimates  of  1960-61,  relating  to  the  Department  of  National 
Defence,  be  withdrawn  from  the  Committee  of  Supply  and  referred 
to  the  Special  Committee  on  Defence  Expenditures,  saving  always  the 
powers  of  the  Committee  of  Supply  in  relation  to  the  voting  of  public 
moneys. 

2.  Your  Committee  decided  that  before  it  considered  the  Estimates  of  the 
Department  of  National  Defence  it  would  review  the  1958-59  Expenditures  of 
that  department,  as  reported  in  the  Public  Accounts.  During  its  consideration 
of  the  1958-59  Expenditures  and  the  1960-61  Estimates  of  the  department 
your  Committee  held  26  meetings. 

3.  During  its  deliberations  your  Committee  heard  statements  from  the 
Minister  and  examined  officials  of  his  department. 

4.  Your  Committee  approves  the  said  1960-61  Estimates  and  commends 
them  to  the  House  with  the  observations  and  recommendations  set  out  below. 

NATO-NORAD 

5.  The  Committee  discussed  at  some  length  Canada's  international  defence 
commitments  which  are  based  on  the  principle  of  collective  security.  In 
particular,  it  heard  evidence  concerning  the  provision  of  naval,  air  and  ground 
forces  to  NATO  and  air  forces  to  NORAD,  and  the  provision  of  forces  to  support 
the  United  Nations  Organization  in  the  maintenance  of  peace.  Your  Committee 
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supports  these  commitments  as  providing  maximum  security  for  the  manpower 
and  financial  resources  contributed.  The  Committee  recommends  a  continued 
emphasis  on  the  standardization  of  equipment  and  the  co-ordination  of  research 
and  development  within  NATO. 

Air  Defence 

6.  Your  Committee  noted  that  the  bomber  threat  against  the  North 
American  continent  is  substantial  and  the  expectation  that,  during  the  next 
few  years,  it  would  continue  to  be  so,  although  diminishing  in  scale.  Provision 
has  been  made  in  the  estimates  to  improve  the  defences  against  this  threat 
through  a  joint  program  with  the  United  States  providing  the  Bomarc  surface- 
to-air  missile,  strengthening  and  adding  to  the  Pine  Tree  radar  control  system 
and  providing  SAGE  electronic  control  and  computing  equipment.  In  view  of 
the  opinion  expressed  by  the  Minister  that  the  period  of  effectiveness  of  the 
CF-100  is  limited,  the  Committee  hopes  that  an  early  decision  can  be  taken 
as  to  the  advisability  of  obtaining  a  replacement  for  this  aircraft. 

Civil  Defence  Role 

7.  Your  Committee  examined  in  detail  the  progress  the  Canadian  Army 
has  made  in  carrying  out  its  assigned  role  in  survival  operations.  Your  Com- 
mittee is  of  the  opinion  that  further  consideration  should  be  given  to  the 
problem  of  co-ordination  of  the  army's  efforts  with  those  of  civilian  defence 
workers.  Also,  there  should  be  considered  the  question  of  the  establishment 
of  a  straight  line  chain  of  authority  in  Civil  Defence. 

Nuclear  Defence  Weapons 

8.  The  question  of  nuclear  warheads  was  considered  at  some  length  by 
your  Committee.  It  noted  that  certain  defence  weapons  are  being  acquired 
which  have  nuclear  capabilities.  Some  of  these  defence  weapons,  according 
to  the  present  schedule,  will  be  delivered  commencing  late  in  1961.  In  his 
evidence  to  the  Committee  the  Minister  expressed  the  opinion  that  arrange- 
ments now  being  negotiated  would  make  nuclear  warheads  available  if  and 
when  required. 

Manpower 

9.  Your  Committee  noted  the  Minister's  conclusions  that  the  present 
strength  of  the  armed  forces  of  Canada  must  be  maintained  if  they  are  to 
fulfil  the  commitments  assigned  to  them,  and  concurs  in  this  view.  It  also 
encourages  the  continuing  efforts  to  reduce  civilian  and  administrative  person- 
nel to  the  most  economic  and  efficient  level,  and  notes  the  reduction  from  the 
1956-57  figure  of  54,371  to  a  current  figure  of  49,637. 

Integration  and  Recruiting  of  Services 

10.  Your  Committee  is  aware  that  certain  steps  have  been  taken  by  the 
three  component  parts  of  the  armed  forces  to  merge  a  limited  number  of 
parallel  services,  e.g.,  the  dental  and  medical  services.  It  feels  that  a  more 
concerted  effort  should  be  made  to  extend  this  process.  The  Committee 
welcomed  the  Minister's  assurance  that  studies  are  under  way  with  a  view 
to  further  reducing  the  costs  of  recruiting.  It  urges  the  Minister  to  intensify 
his  efforts  toward  the  establishment  of  a  fully  integrated  recruiting  system  for 
the  three  services. 
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New  Equipment 

11.  Your  Committee  noted  that  the  proportion  of  budgetary  allocations 
for  the  acquisition  of  equipment  has  been  declining  in  relation  to  total  defence 
allocation.  The  Committee  recommends  that  a  serious  study  of  the  implications 
of  this  trend  be  undertaken. 

Anti-suhmarine  Defence 

12.  The  Committee  heard  evidence  as  to  the  substantial  submarine  threat 
and  the  possibihty  that  some  submarines  may  be  capable  of  mounting  missile 
attacks  against  this  continent.  Your  Committee  noted  that  substantial  sums  are 
provided  in  the  estimates  to  improve  the  anti-submarine  capability  of  the  fleet 
and  anti-submarine  air  arms  of  both  the  R.C.N,  and  R.C.A.F.  Your  Committee 
recommends  intensive  study  of  the  advantages  of  acquiring  submarines  for 
anti-submarine  operations  which  could  also  meet  the  peacetime  training 
requirements  of  the  R.C.N. 

Research  and  Development 

13.  Your  Committee  observed  that  there  has  been  some  reduction  in  the 
budgetary  allocation  for  research  development.  Your  Committee  believes  that 
it  is  in  the  best  interest  of  the  growth  of  Canada's  industrial  and  scientific 
strength  actively  to  continue  in  the  field  of  research  development. 

Canadian  Brigade  in  Europe 

14.  Your  Committee  noted  the  Canadian  Brigade  Group  in  Europe  had 
been  provided  with  increased  fire-power  and  that  sufficient  vehicles  had  been 
provided  to  transport  all  personnel  of  the  brigade.  The  762  mm.  rocket  and  its 
launcher  are  being  acquired  and  provision  is  made  to  complete  the  develop- 
ment of  the  Bobcat  in  the  1960-61  estimates.  Also,  consideration  is  being  given 
to  the  provision  of  helicopters.  The  Committee  supports  these  developments  to 
maintain  and  improve  the  brigade's  mobility  and  recommends  that,  if  the 
development  of  the  Bobcat  is  completed  successfully,  a  decision  be  taken  as 
soon  as  is  practicable  with  respect  to  equipping  the  brigade  with  these 
vehicles  and  with  helicopters. 

Allowances  to  Personnel  Overseas 

15.  While  recognizing  that  the  payment  of  family  allowances  is  not  the 
direct  responsibility  of  the  department,  your  Committee  considers  that  further 
consideration  should  be  given  by  the  departments  responsible  with  a  view 
to  removing  financial  discrimination  suffered  by  any  service  personnel  on 
overseas  duty. 

Design  and  Development  Personnel 

16.  Your  Committee  examined  the  matter  of  the  number  of  architects 
and  engineers  employed  by  the  Department  of  National  Defence  for  design 
and  development  purposes.  It  recommends  that  a  careful  examination  be  made 
to  determine  whether  the  use  of  such  personnel  for  other  than  advisory  and 
supervisory  functions  is  of  real  value  and  more  economic  than  the  placing  of 
greater  reliance  on  independent  consultants. 

Flying  hy  Senior  Officers 

17.  The  Committee  noted  with  regret  the  loss  to  the  service  of  the  country 
of  senior  air  officers  due  to  accidents  while  flying.  In  the  interests  of  continuity 
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of  command  in  the  R.C.A.F.,  your  Committee  recommends  that  an  investigation 
be  made  by  the  department  into  the  whole  question  of  flying  by  senior  officers 
of  the  R.C.A.F. 

18.  A   copy   of   the   Committee's   Minutes    of   Proceedings   and   Evidence 
respecting  the  above-mentioned  estimates  is  appended  hereto.

Clause  3  is  re-numbered  as  Clause  2;  and  lines  19,  20  and  21  on  page  1 
of  the  Bill  and  lines  1  to  10  inclusive  on  page  2  are  deleted  and  the  following 
substituted  therefor:  "Every  law  of  Canada  shall,  unless  it  is  expressly 
declared  by  an  Act  of  the  Parliament  of  Canada  that  it  shall  operate  not- 
withstanding the  Bill  of  Rights,  be  so  construed  and  applied  as  not  to  abrogate, 
79953-6—55 
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abridge  or  infringe  or  to  authorize  the  abrogation,  abridgement  or  infringe- 
ment of  any  of  the  rights  or  freedoms  herein  recognized  and  declared,  and  in 
particular,  no  law  of  Canada  shall  be  construed  or  applied  so  as  to". 

In  paragraph  (b),  lines  13  and  14  on  page  2  of  the  Bill,  the  words  "torture, 
or  cruel,  inhuman  or  degrading"  are  deleted  and  the  following  words  are 
substituted  therefor:   "cruel  and  unusual". 

Paragraph  (f),  lines  30  to  32  inclusive  on  page  2,  is  deleted  and  the 
following  is  substituted  therefor:  "(/)  deprive  a  person  charged  with  a  criminal 
offence  of  the  right  to  be  presumed  innocent  until  proved  guilty  according  to 
law  in  a  fair  and  public  hearing  by  an  independent  and  impartial  tribunal, 
or  of  the  right  to  reasonable  bail  without  just  cause.". 

Clause  4 

Clause  4  is  re-numbered  as  Clause  3  and  the  following  words  are  inserted 
immediately  after  the  word  "in"  in  line  37  on  page  2:  "or  presented  to";  and 
the  following  words  are  added  immediately  after  the  word  "Part"  in  line  40: 
"and  he  shall  report  any  such  inconsistency  to  the  House  of  Commons  at  the 
first  convenient  opportunity". 

The  following  is  inserted  as  new  Clause  4:  "4.  The  provisions  of  this  Part 
shall  be  known  as  the  Canadian  Bill  of  Rights.". 

Clause  5 

The  numeral  "(1)"  is  inserted  immediately  after  "5". 

The  following  subsection  is  added  to  Clause  5:  "(2)  The  expression  'law 
of  Canada'  in  Part  I  means  an  Act  of  the  Parliament  of  Canada  enacted 
before  or  after  the  coming  into  force  of  this  Act,  any  order,  rule  or  regulation 
thereunder,  and  any  law  in  force  in  Canada  or  in  any  part  of  Canada  at  the 
commencement  of  this  Act  that  is  subject  to  be  repealed,  abolished  or  altered 
by  the  Parliament  of  Canada.". 

Preamble 

The  following  is  inserted  as  the  Preamble  to  the  Bill: 

"The  Parliament  of  Canada,  affirming  that  the  Canadian  Nation  is  founded 
upon  principles  that  acknowledge  the  supremacy  of  God,  the  dignity  and 
worth  of  the  human  person  and  the  position  of  the  family  in  a  society  of  free 
men  and  free  institutions; 

Affirming  also  that  men  and  institutions  remain  free  only  when  freedom 
is  founded  upon  respect  for  moral  and  spiritual  values  and  the  rule  of  law; 

And  being  desirous  of  enshrining  these  principles  and  the  human  rights 
and  fundamental  freedoms  derived  from  them,  in  a  Bill  of  Rights  which  shall 
reflect  the  respect  of  Parliament  for  the  provisions  of  its  constitutional 
authority  and  which  shall  ensure  the  protection  of  these  rights  and  freedoms 
in  Canada; 

THEREFORE...".

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The  Order  being  read  for  the  third  reading  of  Bill  C-58,  An  Act  to  amend 
the  Combines  Investigation  Act  and  the  Criminal  Code; 

Mr.  Fulton,  seconded  by  Mr.  Hees,  moved, — That  the  said  bill  be  now 
read  a  third  time  and  do  pass. 

And  debate  arising  thereon; 

Mr.  Crestohl,  seconded  by  Mr.  Caron,  proposed  in  amendment  thereto, — 
That  this  bill  be  not  now  read  a  third  time,  but  be  referred  back  to  the  Com- 
mittee of  the  Whole  for  reconsidering  the  deletion  of  clause  14  of  this  bill, 
with  instructions  that  they  have  power  to  amend  it  to  provide  therein  safe- 
guards for  small  business  and  against  the  exploitation  of  the  Canadian 
consumer. 

RULING  BY  MR.  SPEAKER 

Mr.  Speaker:  Before  placing  this  amendment  before  the  House  I  should 
like  to  hear  whether  any  Member  shares  my  concern  about  the  last  part  of 
the  amendment.  It  appears  to  be  in  order  in  referring  the  bill  back  to  the 
Committee  of  the  Whole  to  reconsider  clause  14,  but  the  instructions  are  that 
the  committee  have  power  to  amend  it  to  provide  therein  safeguards  for  small 
business.  I  suppose  that  means  safeguards  with  respect  to  the  subject  matter 
of  this  clause.  Then  the  words  "and  against  the  exploitation  of  the  Canadian 
consumer"  constitute  a  rather  broad  expression  and  would  be  outside  the 
scope  of  the  bill  unless  it  related  specifically  to  the  subject  matter  of  clause  14. 

And  debate  arising  on  the  point  of  order; 

Mr.  Speaker:  I  thank  honourable  Members  for  their  assistance.  I  should 
like  to  refer  to  the  fourth  paragraph  of  citation  415  of  Beauchesne's  Fourth 
Edition  which  appears  to  be  relevant.  It  reads:  "On  the  third  reading  of  a  bill, 
an  amendment  to  refer  back  to  the  Committee  of  the  Whole  must  not  tend  to 
change  the  principle  approved  on  the  second  reading." 

Then  again,  I  should  like  to  refer  to  citation  418  on  the  following  page 
which  states:  "The  question  for  the  third  reading  is  put  immediately  after 
the  report  from  the  Committee  of  the  Whole.  All  amendments  which  may  be 
moved  on  a  second  reading  of  a  bill  may  be  moved  on  the  third  reading  with 
the  restriction  that  they  cannot  deal  with  any  matter  which  is  not  contained 
in  the  bill." 

Then,  lower  down  in  the  same  paragraph,  there  is  a  reference  to  amend- 
ments of  second  reading  when  opinions  may  be  expressed.  Then,  it  is  stated: 
"This  cannot  be  done  on  the  third  reading  because  it  is  not  directly  connected 
with  any  provision  of  the  bill." 

Finally,  I  would  refer  to  the  last  paragraph  of  that  citation:  "When  a 
motion  is  made  'that  the  bill  be  now  read  a  third  time',  the  same  kind  of 
amendments  are  permissible  as  on  the  second  reading,  i.e.  amendments  post- 
poning it  for  three  or  six  months." 

My  difficulty  in  this  matter — and  I  do  not  want  to  be  unduly  fastidious 
about  this  amendment — is  that  it  seems  to  me  in  order  to  refer  a  bill  back  to 
the  committee  to  delete  clause  14 — and  if  the  honourable  Member  had  stopped 
there  I  would  have  no  doubt  about  it.  But  the  honourable  Member  goes  on 
to  say  "with  instructions  that  they  have  power  to  amend  it".  He  is  talking 
about  the  bill,  I  suppose,  or  perhaps  he  is  talking  about  clause  14.  In  any 
event  the  committee  is  given  power  to  amend  it  so  as  to  provide  safeguards  for 
small  business. 
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I  do  not  know  of  any  principle  in  the  bill  which  distinguishes  between 
small  business  and  large  business  as  such,  and  if  we  get  the  committee  dealing 
with  small  business  as  a  class  of  business,  as  business  affected  by  the  subject 
matter  of  clause  14,  which  I  take  it,  deals  with  a  person  accused  of  not  supply- 
ing certain  articles  to  the  trade,  there  is  no  principle  in  the  bill  so  far  that  the 
offence  relates  to  a  small  or  a  large  business.  I  think  it  relates  to  all  business. 
I  think  the  introduction  of  that  distinction  goes  beyond  the  principle  of  the 
bill  or  its  contents  as  it  now  stands.  I  am  also  concerned  about  the  final 
expression  that  the  amendment  be  put  in  against  the  exploitation  of  the 
Canadian  consumer.  It  is  true,  I  suppose  that  the  whole  principle  of  the 
legislation  is  to  prevent  exploitation  of  the  consumers,  the  public,  by  unfair 
trade  practices,  but  because  of  those  two  instructions  I  do  not  think  I  can 
accept  the  amendment  as  it  now  stands. 

And  debate  continuing  on  the  point  of  order; 

Mr.  Speaker:  I  have  not  yet  placed  the  amendment  before  the  House.  If 
the  honourable  Member  who  has  the  floor  wishes  to  move  it  he  is  at  liberty 
to  do  so  in  the  light  of  the  views  I  hold  about  this  particulal:  amendment. 

Whereupon  Mr.  Crestohl,  seconded  by  Mr.  Caron,  moved  in  amendment  to 
the  main  motion, — That  this  bill  be  not  now  read  a  third  time,  but  be  referred 
back  to  the  Committee  of  the  Whole  for  reconsidering  the  deletion  of  clause 
14  of  this  bill. 

After  debate  thereon,  the  question  being  put  on  the  said  proposed  amend- 
ment, it  was  negatived  on  the  following  division:

The  House  resumed  consideration  in  Committee  of  the  Whole  of  Bill 
C-79,  An  Act  for  the  Recognition  and  Protection  of  Human  Rights  and  Funda- 
mental Freedoms,  which  was  reported  with  amendments,  considered  as 
amended,  and  ordered  for  a  third  reading  at  the  next  sitting  of  the  House. 


The  House  resolved  itself  again  into  Committee  of  Supply  and,  progress 
having  been  made  and  reported,  the  Committee  obtained  leave  to  sit  again 
at  the  next  sitting  of  the  House.

Mr.  McCleave,  from  the  Standing  Committee  on  Miscellaneous  Private 
Bills,  presented  the  Twenty-First  Report  of  the  said  Committee,  which  is  as 
follows : 

Your  Committee  has  reconsidered  Bill  SD-124,  An  Act  for  the  relief  of 
Louise  Dupuis  Papineau  (uncontested),  and  recommends  that  there  be  no 
further  proceedings  thereon,  as  the  Counsel  for  the  Petitioner  has  filed  a 
request  asking  that  further  proceedings  be  dropped. 


Mr.  McCleave,  from  the  Standing  Committee  on  Miscellaneous  Private 
Bills,  presented  the  Twenty-Second  Report  of  the  said  Committee,  which  is  as 
follows: 

Your  Committee  has  reconsidered  Bill  SD-341,  An  Act  for  the  relief  of 
Jacquelyn  Gregory  Bradley  Walker,  and  has  agreed  to  report  it  without 
amendment. 


The  Order  being  read  for  the  third  reading  of  Bill  C-79,  An  Act  for  the 
Recognition  and  Protection  of  Human  Rights  and  Fundamental  Freedoms; 

Mr.  Diefenbaker,  seconded  by  Mr.  Green,  moved, — That  the  said  bill  be 
now  read  a  third  time  and  do  pass. 

And  the  question  being  proposed; 

Mr.  Martin  (Essex  East),  seconded  by  Mr.  Badanai,  proposed  in  amend- 
ment thereto, — That  Bill  C-79  be  not  now  read  a  third  time,  but  that  it  be 
referred  back  to  the  Committee  of  the  Whole  for  the  purpose  of  reconsidering 
an  amendment  to  Clause  1  as  follows: 
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"That  the  following  paragraphs  be  added  after  present  paragraph  (b): 

(c)  The  right  of  the  individual  to  the  protection  of  the  law  against 
arbitrary  interference  with  privacy,  family,  home,  or  correspondence, 
and  against  attacks  upon  his  honour  and  reputation. 

(d)  The  right  of  the  individual  to  freedom  of  movement  and  residence 
within  the  borders  of  Canada. 

(e)  The  right  of  the  individual  to  leave  the  country  and  to  return  to  the 
country. 

(/)   The  right  of  nationality  and  the  right  to  change  nationality. 

(g)  The  right  of  the  family  to  protection  by  society  and  the  state  as  the 
natural  and  fundamental  group  unit. 

(h)   The  right  of  the  individual  of  equal  access  to  public  service. 

(i)  The  right  of  the  individual  to  social  security  and  his  entitlement  to 
realize  the  economic,  social,  and  cultural  activities  indispensable  for 
his  dignity  and  the  free  development  of  his  personality. 

(j)  The  right  of  the  individual  to  just  and  favourable  remuneration 
ensuring  for  himself  and  his  family  an  existence  worthy  of  human 
dignity  and  supplemented,  if  necessary,  by  other  means  of  social 
protection. 

and  that  the  remaining  paragraphs  of  Clause  1  be  re-lettered  accordingly." 

RULING  BY  MR.   SPEAKER 

Mr.  Speaker:  May  I  say  that,  in  my  view,  the  amendment  which  has  been 
moved  goes  far  beyond  what  I  would  consider  to  be  an  appropriate  amend- 
ment on  third  reading.  Before  definitely  ruling,  however,  I  would  be  pleased  if 
honourable  Members  would  elaborate  on  the  point  that  the  amendment  goes 
far  beyond  the  scope  of  the  bill  which  is  now  before  the  House. 

The  references  in  Beauchesne  (4th  Edition)  which  bear  most  directly  on 
the  point  are  in  citations  415  and  418.  The  first  one,  at  the  bottom  of  page  287, 
the  last  paragraph  of  citation  415,  reads:  "On  the  third  reading  of  a  bill,  an 
amendment  to  refer  back  to  the  committee  of  the  whole  must  not  tend  to 
change  the  principle  approved  on  the  second  reading." 

Then,  citation  418,  on  the  next  page,  the  second  sentence,  reads:  "All 
amendments  which  may  be  moved  on  a  second  reading  of  a  bill  may  be  moved 
on  the  third  reading  with  the  restriction  that  they  cannot  deal  with  any 
matter  which  is  not  contained  in  the  bill." 

Then  farther  down  in  the  same  citation,  I  read:  "This  cannot  be  done  on 
the  third  reading  because  it  is  not  directly  connected  with  any  provision  of 
the  bill." 

I  have  not  had  an  opportunity,  as  the  honourable  Member  who  moved  this 
amendment  appreciates,  to  study  it  carefully  but  some  of  the  matters  I  think 
might  very  well  have  been  the  proper  subjects  of  amendments.  However,  unless 
I  can  be  persuaded  to  the  contrary,  I  feel  that  the  latter  two  paragraphs 
definitely  go  beyond  the  scope  of  a  juridical  bill  which  contains  certain  rights 
enforceable  by  the  courts  and  goes  into  the  field  of  economic  rights  which,  to 
my  mind,  would  depart  from  the  principle  approved  on  second  reading. 

And  debate  arising  on  the  point  of  order; 

Mr.  Speaker:  I  have  listened  with  much  interest  to  the  honourable  Member 
who  moves  this  motion  in  his  expression  of  his  view  that  the  rights  enumerated 
in  the  proposed  amendment  are  of  the  same  order  as  those  in  the  bill,  because 
to  my  mind  that  is  the  crux  of  the  decision  I  have  to  make.  I  think  it  is  clear 
that  on  third  reading  there  is  a  fair  scope  of  amendment,  but  by  that  time 
the  principle  of  the  bill  has  been  approved  by  the  House  on  second  reading 
and  therefore  we  cannot  go  beyond  that  principle. 
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Furthermore,  the  bill  has  been  before  the  Committee  of  the  Whole  House 
where  latitude  is  given  to  make  changes  which  expand  it  or  contract  it  within 
the  principle  of  second  reading. 

Now  we  come  to  third  reading  and  we  have  the  bill  in  specific  terms,  and 
I  think  it  is  obvious  that  third  reading  is  intended  as  a  final  protection  for 
Parliament,  to  give  the  bill  final  consideration  before  it  becomes  law,  and 
that  there  is  a  final  opportunity  to  reject  or  to  refer  back  to  the  committee  if 
the  House  feels  that  the  committee  has  not  done  what  it  should  have  done. 

With  that  in  mind  my  conception  of  a  proper  amendment  on  third  reading 
is  that  it  should  not  depart  in  kind;  it  should  not  introduce  new  principles. 
Quite  frankly,  as  the  honourable  Member  read  his  amendment  I  could  see  that 
paragraphs  (c),  (d),  (e),  (f)  and  (g)  could  be  added  on  to  those  declared 
principles  in  clause  1  of  the  bill  which  were  declared  as  having  existed  and 
continued  to  exist  in  Canada,  and  enumerated  as  the  right  of  the  individual 
to  life,  liberty,  etcetera,  and  the  right  of  the  individual  to  equality  before 
the  law,  freedom  of  religion,  freedom  of  speech,  freedom  of  assembly  and 
freedom  of  the  press.  These  are  all  matters  which  could  be  brought  before  the 
court  where  an  individual  could  claim  the  right.  It  does  not  involve  the  ex- 
penditure of  money.  It  does  not  involve  anything  other  than  protection  of 
those  rights  by  the  law  of  the  land. 

Now,  when  I  came  particularly  to  the  last  two  paragraphs  of  the  amend- 
ment, it  seemed  to  me  that  there  one  departs  into  a  new  and  different  area  of 
legislation.  I  am  not  sure  that  it  would  not  involve  the  expenditure  of  money 
if  it  means  what  it  says,  and  it  would  therefore  have  to  be  preceded  by  a 
resolution.  But  in  any  event,  I  do  distinguish  in  my  mind  these  rights  in 
paragraphs  (i)  and  (j)  of  the  amendment  as  being  different  in  character  and 
in  order  from  those  enumerated  in  clause  1,  particularly  a  right  such  as  the 
right  of  the  individual  to  social  security. 

If  that  right  means  anything  at  all,  it  means  social  security  in  the  com- 
monly accepted  sense  of  the  term.  It  means  the  right  to  maintenance  by  the 
state  under  certain  circumstances,  either  because  of  ill  health  or  unemploy- 
ment, or  whatever  it  may  be.  Social  security  involves  not  the  protection  of  a 
right  which  exists  but  the  granting  or  the  providing  of  something  by  the 
state  as  of  right. 

Paragraph  (i)  goes  on  "and  his  entitlement  to  realize  the  economic, 
social  and  cultural  activities  indispensable  for  his  dignity",  etcetera.  Paragraph 
(j)  refers  to  "just  and  favourable  remuneration  ensuring  for  himself  and  his 
family  an  existence  worthy  of  human  dignity  and  supplemented,  if  necessary, 
by  other  means  of  social  protection."  That  surely  involves  the  right  to  work 
at  a  fair  wage. 

If  that  sort  of  right  is  to  be  asserted  in  legislation  it  is  not  something  that 
arises  sim.ply  by  saying  that  it  exists,  and  is  therefore  not  of  the  order  which 
can  be  protected  by  access  to  the  courts.  It  involves  I  think  not  the  protection 
of  some  personal  right  or  right  of  property  which  an  individual  enjoys,  but 
involves  a  right  to  add  something  which  he  does  not  already  have  in  the  form 
of  economic  well-being. 

I  distinguish  those  two  and  therefore  feel  that  this  does  go  beyond  the 
bill  as  it  was  originally  drawn  and  as  it  was  debated  on  second  reading  and 
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as  it  appears  now.  Therefore  I  must,  with  great  respect  to  the  views  expressed 
by  the  honourable  Member  who  proposed  this  amendment,  find  that  it  is  not 
in  order  in  its  latter  paragraphs  and  therefore  not  in  order  at  all. 

And  the  honourable  Member  for  Essex  East  (Mr.  Martin)  having  requested 
that  paragraphs  (i)  and  (j)  be  dropped  so  that  his  amendment  would  cover 
paragraphs  (c),  (d),  (e),  (/),  (g),  and  (h); 

Mr.  Speaker:  I  am  prepared  to  accept  that  amendment  and  to  put  it 
before  the  House  in  its  new  form  now  proposed  by  the  honourable  Member. 

And  debate  continuing  on  the  point  of  order: 

Mr.  Speaker:  I  have  some  sympathy  with  the  point  of  view  expressed 
by  the  Minister  of  Justice  (Mr.  Fulton).  I  think  I  see  a  distinction  between 
the  two  final  clauses  which  I  objected  to  and  the  earlier  one  on  which  I 
propose  to  base  my  decision. 

It  is  clear  that  one  should  not  go  outside  the  scope  of  the  bill  in  amend- 
ments on  third  reading  and  I  do  not  think  that  these  do  go  outside  the  scope 
although  I  admit  there  is  room  for  argument. 

On  the  other  point  of  the  possibility  of  altering  the  amendment,  as  the 
House  will  recall  the  honourable  Member  made  his  motion  and  then  sub- 
mitted it  but  it  was  not  placed  before  the  House  because  I  had  doubts  as  to  its 
admissibility  as  he  read  it  and  so  it  has  never  been  placed  before  the  House 
in  the  full  form.  I  think  it  is  quite  in  order  to  accept  it  in  the  attenuated 
form  in  which  the  honourable  Member  now  proposes  it  and  I  will  therefore 
put  the  amendment,  as  follows:  — 

Mr.  Martin  (Essex  East),  seconded  by  Mr.  Badanai,  moved  in  amendment 
to  the  main  motion, — That  Bill  C-79  be  not  now  read  a  third  time,  but  that 
it  be  referred  back  to  the  Committee  of  the  Whole  for  the  purpose  of  recon- 
sidering an  amendment  to  Clause  1  as  follows:

(Sf)  The  right  of  the  family  to  protection  by  society  and  the  state  as  the 
natural  and  fundamental  group  unit. 

(h)   The  right  of  the  individual  of  equal  access  to  public  service. 

and  that  the  remaining  paragraphs  of  Clause  1  be  re-lettered  accordingly." 

After  debate  thereon,  the  question  being  put  on  the  said  proposed  amend- 
ment, it  was  negatived  on  the  following  division:

C-79,  An  Act  for  the  Recognition  and  Protection  of  Human  Rights  and  Funda- 
mental Freedoms,  be  now  read  a  third  time  and  do  pass; 
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Mr.  Pearson,  seconded  by  Mr.  Batten,  moved  in  amendment  thereto, — 
That  Bill  C-79  be  not  now  read  a  third  time,  but  that  it  be  referred  back  to 
the  Committee  of  the  Whole  for  the  purpose  of  reconsidering  an  amendment 
to  Clause  6  as  follows: 

"That  subsection  (5)  of  section  6  be  deleted  and  that  there  be  added  the 
following  section  as  section  6A: 

6A  (1)  Subject  to  subsections  (2),  (3),  (4),  (5),  (6),  and  (7),  any 
act  or  thing  done  or  authorized  or  any  order  or  regulation  made  under 
the  authority  of  this  Act,  shall  be  deemed  not  to  be  an  abrogation, 
abridgement,  or  infringement  of  any  right  or  freedom  recognized  by  the 
Canadian  Bill  of  Rights. 

(2)  No  naturalized  Canadian  citizen  may  be  deprived  of  his 
citizenship  and  no  naturalized  British  subject  may  be  deprived  of  his 
status  as  a  British  subject  under  this  Act. 

(3)  No  Canadian  citizen  may  be  deported  from  Canada  under  this 
Act. 

(4)  No  Canadian  citizen  or  British  subject  may  be  detained  under 
this  Act  beyond  a  period  of  sixty  days,  unless  the  cause  for  his  detention 
has  been  reviewed  by  an  appropriate  impartial  tribunal  which  has 
reported  to  the  Minister  or  authorities  authorizing  the  detention. 

(5)  Any  order  or  regulation  under  this  Act  conferring  authority 
to  order  the  detention  of  any  person  shall,  forthwith  after  it  is  made, 
be  laid  before  Parliament,  or  if  Parliament  is  not  then  sitting,  within 
the  first  fifteen  days  next  thereafter  that  Parliament  is  sitting. 

(6)  Where  an  order  or  regulation  has  been  laid  before  Parliament 
pursuant  to  subsection  (5),  a  Notice  of  Motion  in  either  House,  signed

(7)  If  either  House  of  Parliament  resolve  pursuant  to  a  Motion 
made  under  subsection  (6)  that  the  Order  or  Regulation  be  revoked, 
it  shall  cease  to  have  effect,  without  prejudice,  to  the  previous  operation 
of  the  order  or  regulation,  or  anything  duly  done  thereunder." 

RULING  BY  MR.   SPEAKER 

Mr.  Speaker:  If  any  honourable  Member  wishes  to  say  anything  about  the 
regularity  of  the  amendment,  I  would  be  glad  to  hear  it  now,  so  that  it  may 
be  put  before  the  House. 

As  I  understand  the  proposed  amendment,  it  imports  into  the  War 
Measures  Act  certain  new  provisions  which  are  not  there  now. 

If  no  honourable  Member  wishes  to  suggest  that  the  proposed  amendment 
to  clause  6  of  the  bill  is  beyond  the  scope  of  the  bill  or  is  an  irregular  amend- 
ment on  third  reading,  I  shall  be  glad  to  place  the  matter  before  the  House. 

And  debate  arising  on  the  point  of  order; 

Mr.  Speaker:  As  I  understand  the  amendment  and  as  I  put  it  before  the 
House,  it  deals  with  the  subject  matter  of  the  War  Measures  Act  which  is 
dealt  with  in  clause  6  of  the  bill  now  before  the  House  on  third  reading.  It 
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would  appear  to  trespass  into  the  territory  of  the  act  relating  to  citizenship 
and  naturalization,  but  I  do  not  think  that  that  in  itself  would  make  the  amend- 
ment out  of  order  if  it  is  otherwise  an  appropriate  amendment  to  the  War 
Measures  Act  within  the  general  tenor  of  the  bill  and  of  the  purposes  of  the 
amendment  to  the  War  Measures  Act. 

I  had  some  doubts  about  the  propriety  of  the  proposed  amendment  on  the 
ground  that  it  seems  to  go  beyond  the  general  character  of  the  amendment  to 
the  War  Measures  Act  which  is  in  the  bill,  but  as  I  put  it  before  the  House  I 
would  not  like  to  recede  from  that  position  simply  because  the  bill  affects 
matters  dealt  with  by  other  statutes. 

After  debate  thereon,  the  question  being  put  on  the  said  proposed  amend- 
ment, it  was  negatived  on  the  following  division:

"In  Her  Majesty's  name,  the  Honourable  the  Deputy  to  His  Excellency  the 
Administrator  of  the  Government  of  Canada  doth  assent  to  these  bills." 


The  Honourable  the  Speaker  of  the  House  of  Commons  addressed  the 
Honourable  the  Deputy  to  His  Excellency  the  Administrator  of  the  Government 
of  Canada  as  follows: 
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"May  It  Please  Your  Honour: 

"The  Commons  of  Canada  have  voted  Supplies  required  to  enable  the 
Government  to  defray  certain  expenses  of  the  public  service. 

"In  the  name  of  the  Commons,  I  present  to  Your  Honour  the  following  bil!: 

'An  Act  for  granting  to  Her  Majesty  certain  sums  of  money  for  the  public 
service  of  the  financial  year  ending  the  31st  March,   1961.' 

"To  which  bill  I  humbly  request  Your  Honour's  Assent."  ,    ^ 

Whereupon,  the  Clerk  of  the  Senate,  by  command  of  the  Deputy  of  His 
Excellency  the  Administrator  of  the  Government  of  Canada,  did  say: 

"In  Her  Majesty's  name,  the  Honourable  the  Deputy  to  His  Excellency  the 
Administrator  of  the  Government  of  Canada  thanks  Her  Loyal  Subjects,  accepts 
their  benevolence,  and  assents  to  this  bill." 


After  which,  the  Honourable  the  Deputy  to  His  Excellency  the  Administrator 
of  the  Government  of  Canada  was  pleased  to  close  the  Third  Session  of  the 
Twenty-Fourth  Parliament  with  the  following  speech: 

Honourable  Members  of  the  Senate: 

Members  of  the  House  of  Commons: 

The  third  session  of  this  Parliament  has  been  an  unusually  significant  and 
useful  one  for  Canadians.  As  you  return  to  your  homes  I  thank  you  for  your 
work  on  behalf  of  the  people  of  Canada. 

Relations  between  nations  of  the  world  continue  to  cause  concern.  Several 
incidents  have  heightened  tensions  and  aroused  anxiety.  Despite  the  sombre 
outlook,  however.  My  Government  continues  to  hope  that  reason  may  yet 
prevail  in  the  Soviet  world  to  the  end  that  the  differences  between  nations  can 
be  resolved.  This  will  require  energy,  patience,  strength  and  understanding. 
Canadians  remain  convinced  that  nothing  must  be  left  undone  to  assure  real 
peace  for  our  people  and  all  men  everywhere. 

In  the  meantime,  a  responsible  nation  can  do  no  other  than  contribute  its 
part  to  the  defensive  strength  of  the  free  world.  Canada  remains  under  an 
obligation  to  provide  forces  for  the  defence  of  North  America,  to  contribute 
to  the  North  Atlantic  Alliance  and  in  support  of  the  United  Nations.  You  have 
made  the  necessary  provision  to  meet  these  commitments.  In  the  past  few 
days  you  have  approved  the  sending  of  a  Canadian  contingent  of  signaling  and 
logistic  personnel  to  be  a  part  of  the  United  Nations  operations  in  The  Congo. 

The  Prime  Ministers  of  the  Commonwealth  met  together  in  London  during 
May  and  reviewed  the  major  international  problems  of  the  day  and  various 
questions  of  constitutional  development  within  the  Commonwealth. 

You  have  continued,  at  the  increased  level  authorized  last  year,  Canada's 
contribution  to  the  Colombo  Plan.  You  have  also  voted  assistance  for  a  pro- 
gramme of  aid  to  newly  emerging  nations  in  Africa,  as  well  as  further  funds 
for  the  aid  of  the  West  Indies  Federation.  An  appropriation  for  the  first  year  of 
operations  of  the  Commonwealth  Scholarship  Plan  has  been  approved. 

Canada's  economic  position  in  1960  generally  has  remained  good  but  the 
problems  of  employment  in  Canada,  as  in  the  United  States,  remain  a  caus^ 
for  concern.  You  have  authorized  an  expanded  municipal  winter  works  pro< 
79953-6— 60* 
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gramme  for  1960-61.  You  have  made  increased  provision  for  the  training  of 
unemployed  persons  in  co-operation  with  the  provinces.  These  measures, 
together  with  the  steps  taken  to  increase  financing  for  housing  construction 
and  home  improvement  will  provide  added  employment  in  the  forthcoming 
winter. 

Agriculture  in  all  its  aspects  has  continued  to  receive  the  close  attention 
of  Parliament  and  the  government.  Early  in  the  session  you  enacted  measures 
to  help  meet  problems  arising  from  unseasonable  weather  in  the  Prairie 
Provinces  which  interrupted  the  harvesting  of  last  year's  grain  crops.  You 
have  also  taken  concrete  steps  to  provide  assistance  to  the  agricultural  economy 
of  Western  Canada. 

A  measure  of  great  significance  that  you  have  enacted  in  this  session  has 
been  the  Act  for  the  Recognition  and  Protection  of  Human  Rights  and  Fun- 
damental Freedoms.  At  a  time  when  the  enemies  of  freedom  everywhere  mock 
the  words  of  freedom  you  have  set  forth  for  all  the  world  to  see  the  declaration 
of  Canadians  that  the  dignity  of  the  human  personality  shall  be  preserved  in 
Canada  in  equality  before  the  law  without  discrimination. 

You  have  approved  a  measure  to  give  Indians  the  right  and  privilege  of 
the  franchise  in  Federal  elections  on  a  basis  of  equality  with  their  fellow 
Canadians,  but  without  any  sacrifice  of  their  traditional  rights. 

The  Canada  Elections  Act  has  been  revised. 

You  have  approved  an  address  to  Her  Majesty  requesting  the  submission 
to  the  Parliament  of  the  United  Kingdom  for  an  amendment  of  the  British 
North  America  Act  to  establish  a  retirement  age  of  seventy-five  for  judges  of 
superior  courts  and  you  have  made  consequential  amendments  to  the  Judges 
Act. 

A  Conference  with  provincial  representatives  has  been  arranged  for  the 
autumn  to  seek  agreement  on  the  means  by  which  the  constitution  of  Canada 
can  be  amended  in  Canada  in  matters  affecting  federal  and  provincial 
jurisdictions. 

You  have  amended  the  Federal-Provincial  Tax-Sharing  Arrangements  Act 
to  provide  for  the  extension  for  the  remainder  of  the  period  covered  by  the 
Act  of  the  increase  in  the  share  of  the  revenue  from  the  personal  income  tax 
previously  allocated  to  the  provinces.  Alternative  arrangements  have  been 
approved  in  respect  of  the  making  of  grants  to  universities  in  all  parts  of 
Canada. 

In  preparation  for  the  revision  of  the  financial  arrangements  with  the 
provinces  which  expire  in  March  1962,  a  Dominion-Provincial  Conference  was 
held  in  the  last  week  of  July.  The  Conference  will  resume  its  discussions  in 
October. 

Important  amendments  have  been  made  to  the  Combines  Investigation  Act 
and  related  provisions  of  the  Criminal  Code  which  will  give  protection  to  the 
small  businessmen  of  Canada. 

The  Public  Service  Superannuation  Act  has  been  amended  to  improve 
it  in  several  respects.  A  revision  of  the  Civil  Service  Act  has  been  placed  before 
you  for  consideration  in  advance  of  action  at  your  next  session. 

Legislation  has  been  passed  to  provide  for  the  establishment  of  a  Depart- 
ment of  Forestry  to  have  responsibility  for  all  matters  relating  to  the  forest 
resources  of  Canada  over  which  the  Parliament  of  Canada  has  jurisdiction. 

You  have  extended  the  Emergency  Gold  Mining  Assistance  Act  for  a 
further  period  of  three  years. 

The  Trans-Canada  Highway  Act  has  been  amended  to  extend  for  three 
years  the  period  during  which  payments  may  be  made  to  the  provinces  for 
construction  under  the  Act. 
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You  have  approved  measures  which  will  enable  for  the  first  time  the 
payment  of  pensions  under  the  Old  Age  Security  Act  and  the  War  Veterans' 
Allowance  Act  to  be  made  to  Canadians  who  choose  to  reside  outside  of  Canada. 

You  have  authorized  extension  of  the  operation  of  the  Freight  Rates 
Reduction  Act  to  April  30th,  1961. 

New  Trade  Agreements  with  Australia  and  the  U.S.S.R.  have  been 
approved. 

Other  measures  enacted  at  this  session  include  an  Act  to  establish  new 
C.N.R.  terminal  facilities  in  Toronto,  the  C.N.R.  Financing  and  Guarantee  Act, 
an  Act  to  provide  for  Canada's  membership  in  the  International  Development 
Association,  Acts  to  incorporate  Harbour  Commissioners  at  Oshawa  and 
Nanaimo,  the  La  Salle -Caughnawaga  Bridge  Act,  an  Act  to  repeal  certain 
Fisheries  Laws  of  Newfoundland,  a  new  Feeds  Act  and  an  Act  respecting  the 
International  Boundary  Commission. 

You  have  also  amended  the  Export  and  Import  Permits  Act,  the  Canada- 
Netherlands  Income  Tax  Agreement  Act,  the  Windsor  Harbour  Commissioners 
Act,  the  Department  of  Justice  Act,  the  National  Housing  Act,  the  National 
Energy  Board  Act,  the  Yukon  Act,  the  Northwest  Territories  Act,  the  Railway 
Act,  the  Canada  Shipping  Act  and  the  Criminal  Code.
